In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of Brookline, 
qualified to vote in elections, to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, on 
Thursday, the thirtieth day of March, current, at seven o’clock in the 
morning, for the following purposes, to wit :— 


First, —To choose a Moderator. 

Second,—To choose by ballot the following town officers: One Town 
Clerk, for one year; five Selectmen, for one year; one Collector of 
Taxes, for one year; one Treasurer, for one year; three Assessors, for 
one year; three members of the School Committee, for three years; four 
Trustees of the Public Library, for three years; one Trustee of the 
Public Library, for one year; two Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery, 
for three years; one Commissioner of the Sinking Fund, for three years; 
one Park Commissioner, for three years; one member of the Water 
Board, for three years; three Auditors, for one year; a Committee for 
Planting Trees, of three members, for one year; five Constables, for one 
year; two Fence Viewers for one year. 

Also, upon the same ballot, to vote ‘‘Yes” or ‘‘No” upon the question, 
‘‘Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this 
town?” 

For these purposes the polls will be opened at 7.15 o’clock in the fore- 
noon, and may be closed at 5.15 in the afternoon. 

Also, to choose or appoint all the other usual town officers in such 
manner as the town may determine. 

Third,—To see if the town will authorize the Treasurer, with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

Fourth,—To accept the list of Jurors, as revised by the Selectmen and 
posted according to law. 

Fifth,—To accept and allow Holland road, as laid out by the Selectmen 
and reported to the town at this meeting.

Seventh,—To accept and allow Villa lane, as laid out by the Selectmen 
and reported to the town at this meeting, to appropriate $2,000 for the 
construction thereof, and to authorize an entry for the purposes of con- 
struction before all claims for damages are adjusted. 

Highth,—To see if the town will vote to change the name of Thayer 
street to Emerson street. 

Ninth.—To accept Chapter 135 of the Acts of 1899, relating to the Fire 
Department of Brookline, and to take such action as may be necessary 
to establish a fire department under the provisions thereof. 

Tenth,—To accept Chapter 134 of the Acts of 1899, relating to the 
licensing of gas-fitters and the supervision of gas-fitting in Brookline.

Second Article taken up,— “ To choose by ballot the follow- 
ing town officers: One Town Clerk, for one year; five Select- 
men, for one year; one Collector of Taxes, for one year; one 
Treasurer, for one year; three Assessors, for one year; three 
members of the School Committee, for three years; four 
Trustees of the Public Library, for three years; one Trustee 
of the Public Library, for one year; two Trustees of Walnut 
Hills Cemetery, for three years; one Commissioner of the 
Sinking Fund, for three years; one Park Commissioner, for 
three years; one member of the Water Board, for three years ; 
three Auditors, for one year; a Committee for Planting Trees, 
of three members, for one year; five Constables, for one year ; 
two Fence Viewers, for one year. Also, upon the same ballot, 
to vote, ‘Yes’ or ‘No’ upon the question, ‘Shall licenses be 
granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town?’ 
For these purposes the polls will be opened at 7.15 o’clock 
in the forenoon, and may be closed at 5.15 in the afternoon. 
Also, to choose or appoint all the other usual town officers 
in such manner as the town may determine.” 


Voted, That the polls be kept open for voting under the Second 
Article until half-past five o’clock in the afternoon. 


In accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts governing elections, the Town Hall had been 
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fitted up as a polling place, a space railed off, and fifty com- 
partments or shelves provided for the convenience of voters in 
examining and marking their ballots, and each compartment 
was supplied with cards of instruction and other necessary 
facilities. . 

The Moderator appointed Constable Willard Y. Gross to 
have charge of the ballot-box and the space inside of the rail. 

The ballot clerks and tellers who had been appointed by the 
Selectmen and Moderator were then sworn to the faithful dis- 
charge of their duties by the Moderator, as follows:— Ballot 
Clerks—Fred.

In accordance with the provisions of law governing elec- 
tions, the Town Clerk then delivered to the Moderator a 
sealed package marked “'Two Thousand Official Ballots to be 
used at the Annual Town Election, March 30th, 1899,” and 
also a sealed package marked “ Four Hundred and Thirty-four 
Ballots for School Committee Only, for use of Women Voters 
at Annual Town Election, March 30th, 1899,” and took his 
receipt therefor. 

The ballot clerks were then provided with duplicate sets of 
the lists of registered voters of the town, one for men voters 
and one for women voters, as prepared by the Registrars of 
Voters for use at this election. They were also supplied with 
the official ballots taken by the Moderator from the sealed 
packages received from the Town Clerk and stationed at the 
entrances to the polling place, with instructions to deliver 
them to voters whose names were found on the voting lists, 
and check the name of each voter to whom a ballot was 
delivered. Cards of instruction and specimen ballots were 
also posted in different parts of the building outside of the 
rail. 

The ballot-box to be used at elections (the Ideal) was then 
opened in public meeting, examined by the Moderator and 
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Town Clerk, and found to be empty. The register of the box 
was set at zero (0); the box was locked, and the key delivered 
to Constable Gross. 

At fifteen minutes past seven o’clock in the morning the 
polls were declared open for the reception of votes, and the 
balloting began, and continued until thirty minutes past five 
o'clock in the afternoon, when, after due notice had been 
given, they were declared closed. 

During the balloting the box was opened several times by 
the consent of the Moderator and Town Clerk, for the pur- 
pose of counting the ballots cast, and again at the close of the 
polls when the register of the box stood at one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety. 

The voting lists as checked at the entrances to the polling 
place and at the ballot-box were then counted up and found 
to agree with each other, the number of names checked 
being one thousand seven hundred and ninety. 

The number of ballots left at the close of the polls, deducted 
from the number receipted for by the Moderator, showed that 
one thousand seven hundred and ninety had been delivered to 
voters, one hundred and fourteen of which had been delivered 
to women. 

The Moderator and tellers then canvassed the votes given 
in, and the whole number was one thousand seven hundred 
and ninety, one hundred and fourteen of which were women’s

AN ACT 


RELATIVE TO THE LICENSING OF GAS-FITTERS AND THE SUPERVISION OF 
GAS-FITTING IN THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


SECTION 1. No person, firm, or corporation shall engage in the business 
of gas-fitting or the installation or repair of gas fixtures in buildings in 
the town of Brookline, and no journeyman shall work at said business 
in the said town unless licensed therefor in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act; but this section shall not take effect until ninety days 
after the acceptance of this act by said town. 

The word ‘‘ Journeyman,” as used herein, means one who personally 
does any gas-fitting, or any work in connection therewith, which would 
be subject to inspection under this act. 


SECTION 2. There shall be a board of three examiners selected as fol- 
lows: The first a member of the board of health, designated by said 
board; the second, the inspector of buildings in said town; the third, a 
person holding no other oflice, to be appointed by the board of health: 
he shall be a practical gas-fitter of at least five years’ continuous experi- 
ence, lasting up to the time of his appointment. The first and third 
members shall be chosen within thirty days after the acceptance of this 
act, for a term ending on the first day of May following their appoint- 
ment, and thereafter annually. The first and second members shall 
receive no compensation. The third member shall be paid for his 
services by the said town at a rate not exceeding five dollars for each day 
of actual service, and at the same rate for any fraction of aday. The 
said third member shall be entitled to receive a license under this act 
without fee or examination. As soon as may be after their appointment 
the members of the said board shall organize by the selection of a chair- 
man and clerk; and shall designate times and places for the examination 
of applicants for licenses. 

SrecTION 3. Any person desiring to engage in the said business, or any 
person desiring to labor at it as a journeyman, shall make application to 
the inspector of buildings for a license, and he shall thereupon be exam- 
ined as to his qualifications by the said board, such examination to include 
some kind of practical test; and if he be found competent the said board 
shall so certify to the said inspector and the said inspector shall issue a 
license to him: provided, that he first registers with the said inspector 
his name, residence, place of business, and license number, and pays the 
license fee. ; 
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In case of a firm or corporation, the examination and licensing of one 
member of the firm or the manager of the corporation shall satisfy the 
requirements of this act. A license may at any time be revoked by the 
said board. It shall continue in force until so revoked, but it shall not 
be transferable. 


SrecTion 4. The fee for a license under this act shall be two dollars 
for any employer, firm, or corporation, and fifty cents fora journeyman. 


SecTION 5. Any person, firm, or corporation holding a license under 
chapter two hundred and sixty-five of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-seven shall be entitled to receive a license under this 
act, without fee or examination, upon registering with the inspector of 
‘buildings as provided in section three. 


SECTION 6. The board of health of said town shall appoint as many 
inspectors of gas fitting and gas fixture installation in buildings as they 
may deem necessary from time to time. The compensation of the 
inspectors shall be determined by said board of health, subject to the 
approval of the town, and such inspectors shall hold office until removed 
by the board of health. 

Said inspector shall inspect all new work relating to gas piping and 
gas fittings and fixtures in new and old buildings within said town, and 
shall report to the board of health all violations of this act or of any 
act, by-law, or regulation relating to gas fixtures which now exists or 
may hereafter be enacted or made, and they shall also perform such’ 
other appropriate duties as may be required of them by said board of 
health. No inspector shall inspect or approve any work done by himself 
or by any person by whom he is employed or who is employed by him. 


SECTION 7. In new work done after the acceptance of this act in said 
town, gas pipes shall not be covered or concealed from view until they 
have been approved by one of said inspectors, who shall examine the 
same within two working days after notice that such pipes areready for 
inspection; and such new pipes shall not be used until the same and the 
fixtures attached thereto have been tested by the person doing the work 
in the presence of one or more of said inspectors, by some test ape ed 
by said inspector or inspectors. 


SECTION 8. Every person licensed under the provisions of this act 
shall display his license number conspicuously at his place of business. 


SECTION 9. After the acceptance of this act as hereinafter provided, 
no building in said town shall be piped or fitted for gas, and no gas 
fixtures shall be placed in any building, nor shall any repairs be made 
upon any such piping or fixtures, unless a permit shall be granted there- 
for by the inspector of buildings. Applications for such permits shall 
be made only by persons licensed as aforesaid, and they shall contain a 
full statement of the situation of the building, the name and address of 
the owner, of the work to be done and the materials to be used; and, if 
the inspector so requires, a plan of the work contemplated. It shall be 
lawful, however, for persons licensed as aforesaid to make necessary 
repairs without a permit, in the case of leaks or breaks requiring imme- 
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diate attention; but in such cases a report signed by the person making 
the repairs shall be filed in the office of the inspector of buildings within 
forty-eight hours after the repairs were made, stating the nature of the 
leak or break, and, in detail, the extent of the repairs made and the 
manner of making the same. 

All materials used and work performed under the provisions of this 
section shall be subject to such regulations as now exist or may here- 
after be made by the board of health of said town. 

Nothing in this section shall apply to the taking off or replacing of the 
ordinary gas burner or tip. 


SECTION 10. No gas pipe which may be put in any building in said 
town shall be let into the timbers, beams, or girders unless the same is 
placed within thirty-six inches of the end of said timber, beam, or girder, 
and in no building shall the pipes be let into the timbers, beams, or 
girders more than two inches in depth. No pipes from which fixtures 
are to be suspended shall be run on the under side of the timbers, except 
when the boarding runs diagonally with respect to said timbers, in 
which case they shall be firmly secured to the timbers. No person shall 
disconnect or remove any gas meter except the representative of the gas 
company owning such meter. 


SECTION 11. All gas brackets shall be placed at least three feet below 
any ceiling or wood work, unless the same is properly protected by a 
- shield, in which case the distance shall not be less than eighteen inches. 
Nothing in this act shall be construed to affect the operations of any gas 
company upon its own premises, or with respect to its mains or service 
pipes. 

SECTION 12. The board of healthof said town may, by said inspectors, 
from time to time, as it deems proper, inspect the gas fixtures and 
appliances in any building, and shall make such regulations relating 
thereto as it deems that the public health and safety require, and the 
owner of such building shall comply with such regulations. 


SECTION 13. Any person violating any provision of this act or any 
ordinance, by-law, rule, or regulation made thereunder, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be subject to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars for every such violation; andif such person has received 
a license under this act his license may be revoked by the board of health 
of said town; and if the license is revoked no new license shall be issued 
to him until the expiration of one year from the date of such revocation. 


Secrion 14. The said inspector of buildings shall annually make a 
full report in detail to said town of all his proceedings under this act 
during the year, and shall include therein a report of the board of ex- 
aminers appointed under this act, giving their proceedings during the year. 


SECTION 15. This act shall take effect upon its passage so far as to 
allow said town to vote upon the acceptance of the same, but it shall not 
take full effect until it has been accepted by a vote of two-thirds of the 
voters of said town voting thereon at a meeting duly called for the 
purpose. 
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Eleventh Article taken up,— ‘To authorize the Selectmen 
to make a contract for a term of years for electric street- 
lighting.” : 

Voted, That the Selectmen are hereby authorized, if they deem it for 
the interests of the town, to make a new contract for electric street- 
lighting for a term of years. 

Twelfth Article taken up,— “To make an additional appro- 
priation of 850,000 for the erection of the new Pierce Grammar 
School Building on School and Prospect streets.” 

Voted, That an additional appropriation of fifty. thousand dollars 
($40,000) be made for the erection of the Pierce Grammar School building. 

Thirteenth Article taken up,—“ To see if the town will 
authorize the School Committee to procure plans for a build- 
ing for manual training purposes in connection with the High 
School.” ' 

Voted, That the School Committee be authorized to procure plans for 
a building for manual training purposes in connection with the High 
School, and that the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) be appropriated 
therefor. 

Fourteenth Article taken up,—‘“ To appropriate the sum 
of $350 to complete the alterations and additions to the Long- 
wood Schoolhouse.” 


Voted, That the sum of three hundred and fifty dollars ($350) be 
appropriated to complete the additions to the Longwood Schoolhouse. 


Fifteenth Article taken up,—‘“To appropriate $500 for 
copying and printing in book form a list of the births, mar- 
riages, and deaths from the settlement of the town to the year 
1850.” 

Voted, That $500 be appropriated for copying in duplicate, in card 
catalogue form or otherwise, the births, marriages, and deaths, from 
the settlement of the town to the year 1850, from the town records, and 
such other sources as the town clerk may deem advisable. 

‘Sixteenth Article taken up,— ‘To appropriate $2,000 for 
improvements in the Walnut Hills Cemetery.” 

Voted, That the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000) be appropriated 
for improvements in Walnut Hills Cemetery. 

Seventeenth Article taken up,—‘“To hear and act upon 
reports of town officers and committees.” 


Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to lay water-mains in the 
streets now being constructed over the estate of Caspar Crowinshield 
at an estimated expense of $3,426.27.

Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to lay water-mains in the 
streets now being built over the estate of Sarah E. Lawrence at an 
estimated expense of $1,257.90.

A sealed package of ballots supplied by the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth, marked “ First set of ballots, 3900, Town of 
Brookline,” was then delivered to the presiding election officer, 
by the Town Clerk, together with specimen ballots and cards 
of instruction, and the presiding election officer gave his 
receipt therefor in conformity to law. 

The presiding election officer publicly broke the seal on the 
package, and delivered the ballots to the Ballot Clerks, who 
took their positions at the entrances to the polling place, and 
furnished the ballots to the voters who presented themselves 
and were found to be qualified. The Registrars of Voters had 
prepared duplicate lists of the qualified voters entitled to vote 
at this election, one copy of which was placed in the hands of 
the Ballot Clerks at the entrances to the polling place, and the 
other copy was placed at the ballot-box in charge of William 
H. McManus and Harry H. Whitney, Tellers. No voter was 
furnished a ballot until his name had been found and checked 
on the list at the entrance to the polling place, and he was not 
allowed to deposit his ballot in the ballot-box until his name 
was found and checked on the list in charge of the Tellers. 
The cards of instruction and specimen ballots were posted in dif- 
ferent parts of the building, outside the rail, as required by law. 

The ballot-box — the “ Ideal,” as furnished by the Common- 
wealth to be used at elections — was then opened in public 
meeting, examined by the election officers and found to be 
empty. The register of the box was then set at zero (0), and 
the box was locked; the key was delivered to Willard Y. 
Gross, the constable, appointed in charge of the meeting. 

At fifteen minutes before seven o’clock the polls were 
declared open for the reception of votes, and were kept open 
until thirty minutes after four o’clock in the afternoon, when, 
after due notice, they were declared closed. 
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By unanimous consent the ballot-box was opened at five 
minutes before nine o’clock, and also several times during the 
day, for the purpose of removing the ballots to be counted.

each having a radius of fifteen (15.00) feet; at Hammond street, the 
southeasterly corner with a curve having a radius of twenty (20.00) feet, 
and the southwesterly corner with a curve having a radius of thirty

Such portions of the part of Boylston street between the westerly line 
of Cypress street and the boundary line between the city of Newton and 
the town of Brookline as were included within the relocation of the said 
street by the decree of the Norfolk County Commissioners, dated 
November 3d, 1870, and are not included within the limits of the said 
street as hereby altered and widened, are hereby discontinued, excepting 
in the case of the three following described parcels, which are hereby 
expressly made a part of the said street as hereby altered, widened 
and relocated. The first of said parcels is bounded as follows, viz.: 
Beginning at a point on the present southerly line of Boylston 
street, where it is intersected by the boundary line between land 
of Francis Cabot and that of the Roman Catholic Archbishop of

Wherever the said Boylston street as constructed in accordance with the 
plans and profiles accompanying this laying out is to be built in embank- 
ment, the Selectmen take the right to support said embankment by means 
of side slopes upon the adjoining land, the upper surface of the said side 
slopes having a rate of slope of one and one-half (14) feet measured hori- 
zontally to one (1) foot measured vertically, measuring down to the level 
of said adjoining land, from the grade of the side lines of the street, as 
shown on the said plans and profiles; but we expressly reserve to the 
owners of the land taken for said slopes and their heirs and assigns the 
right to use said slopes and the land taken therefor up to the side lines of 
said way, as hereinbefore defined and shown on said plans and 
profiles, for building or for any other purpose or use whatsoever 
incident to the ownership of the fee in the land taken for said slopes, 
which will not impair the security of the roadbed of said way. 

The alteration, widening and relocation of said Boylston street is in 
accordance with plans and profiles of the same, made by Alexis H. 
French, Town Engineer, dated September 20th, 1899, approved by us, 
and such plans and profiles are adopted by us as a part of this record. 

We bave estimated the damages sustained by the owners of lands, 
rights and interests caused by altering, widening, relocating and con- 
structing said street, whether by taking land or by injuring property in 
any manner whatsover, and do estimate and determine the amount to be 
paid to the said parties respectively as follows : —

To Mary W. Poor no award is made for the land taken, but the town, 
at its expense, is to rebuild the wall and fence on the new side line of 
Boylston street. 

To Frances E. Hunt no award is made for the land taken, but the 
town, at its expense, is to rebuild her wall and fence on the new side 
line of Boylston street. 

To the city of Boston no award is made for the land taken, but 
the town, at its expense, is to rebuild the fence on the new line of 
the said street, cover the slopes with soil, build a retaining wall to 
support the slope where the latter would approach nearer than a distance 
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of 15.00 feet from the edge of the Reservoir, and leave the Reservoir 
grounds, which may be disturbed by the street improvement, in a condi- 
tion satisfactory to the city.

Voted, That the alteration, widening and relocation of Boylston street, 
as laid out by the Selectmen, and reported to the town at this meeting, 
be accepted and allowed. 

The vote on this motion was taken by tellers, and the 
whole number voting was seven hundred and fifty-two (752), 
as follows: “Yes,” four hundred and seventy-three (473); 
“No,” two hundred and seventy-nine (279); and the vote was 
declared passed in the affirmative. 


Mr. Horace James then offered the following : 

Voted, That the sum of $200,000 be appropriated towards paying the 
land damages and cost of constructing the alteration, widening and relo- 
cation of Boylston street. 

Considerable discussion followed the offering of the above 
vote, and on motion of Mr. Charles L. James, 

Voted, That the vote offered by Mr. Horace James, to appropriate the 
sum of $200,000 for the construction of Boylston street, be put to the 
meeting at ten o’clock unless sooner reached. 

At ten o’clock, in accordance with the previous action of the 
meeting, the vote was taken on the motion offered by Mr. 
Horace James as follows: 


Voted, That the sum of $200,000 be appropriated towards paying the 
land damages and cost of constructing the alteration, widening and relo- 
cation of Boylston street. 
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The vote was taken by tellers, and the whole number voting 
was seven hundred and fifty-nine (759), as follows: “Yes,” 
four hundred and ninety (490); ‘“No,’’ two hundred and sixty- 
nine (269); and the vote was declared passed in the affirmative. 


On motion of Mr. Horace James, 


Voted, That an entry for the purpose of constructing such alteration, 
widening and relocation, is hereby authorized to be made before all claims 
for damages by reason thereof shall have been finally adjusted or deter- 
mined. 


Mr. Horace James then offered the following : 


Voted, That the Town Treasurer be authorized to borrow from time 
to time, when so directed by the Selectmen, a sum or sums not exceeding 
in the aggregate $200,000, appropriated at this meeting, towards paying 
the land damages and cost of constructing the alteration, widening and 
relocation of Boylston street, giving therefor the note or notes of the 
town, bearing interest at a rate not exceeding four per centum per 
annum, payable semi-annually, signed by the Treasurer and countersigned 
by a majority at least of the Selectmen. Such note or notes shall be 
made payable in such annual proportionate payments as will extinguish 
the same in or within ten years from the date of delivery thereof. 

The vote was put upon its passage, the same tellers act- 
ing, and the whole number voting was six hundred and sixty- 
four (664), as follows: “Yes,” four hundred and fifty-five 
(455) ; “No,” two hundred and nine (209); and the vote was 
declared passed in the affirmative by more than two-thirds of 
the voters present and voting thereon. 

Fourteenth Article taken up,—“To accept and allow the 
alteration and widening of Cypress street as laid out by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting ; to appro- 
priate $25,000 to pay the land damages and cost of construc- 
tion, and authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same; and to 
authorize the Selectmen to make an entry for the purpose of 
construction before all claims for damages are finally adjusted 
or determined.” 


On motion of Mr. Horace James, 


Voted, That the reading of the report of the Selectmen on the altera- 
tion and widening of Cypress street be dispensed with. 
The Selectmen presented in print the following report on 
the alteration and widening of 
Cypress Street. 


We, the undersigned, Selectmen of the town of Brookline, having given 
written notice to Patrick and Richard Johnson, Washington I. Taylor, 
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Samuel W. Bowker, Annie E. McGillen, Tappan E. Francis, Cornelius 
Hickey, Harriet Vass, James H. Allen, Thomas H. Watson, Ellen Hughes, 
Heirs of Michael Lynch, Town of Brookline, Annie L. Crocker, Charles 
E. Riley, J. Maynard Russell, Fanny Macomber, George LD. Noyes, 
Thomas B. Garland, trustee, Joseph O. Burdett, Katherine B. Jenkins, 
Elizabeth G. Rice, James Moloney, Edward Holleran, Heirs of James King, 
Michael Walsh, John J. O’Brien, James Donohoe, Thomas Waldron, 
Ann Dolan, Heirs of 8. Rowland Hart and James Crohan, being all the 
parties known to us from whom land is taken, or who may be interested in 
the subject-matter, of our intention to alter and widen Cypress street to 
a width of about sixty feet, from Boylston street to its junction with 
Franklin street at the Sewall School-house, such notices requiring such 
persons to appear before us in our room at the Town Hall, on Monday, 
the second day of October, A. D. 1899, at 7.45 o’clock Pp. M., and having 
caused such notices to be actually served according to law upon all such 
persons by a constable of this town seven days at least before the day so 
appointed for the hearing, and having given notice to them and all other 
persons and corporations (if any) who may be interested in said street, 
whose names are not known to us, by posting up true and attested copies 
of the same notice in three public places in the town seven days at least 
before the day appointed for the hearing. 

Pursuant to such notice we met at the time and place appointed, and 
thence by adjournment in the lower Town Hall, and having heard the re- 
marks and objections of all the parties who desired to be heard in rela- 
tion thereto and the route of the street as hereinafter described having 
been viewed and examined by us, after fully considering the subject, do 
hereby alter and widen Cypress street to a width of about sixty feet, so 
that the westerly line of said street from Boylston street to its junction 
with Franklin street at the Sewall School-house shall hereafter be 
bounded as follows, to wit :— 

Beginning at a point on the southerly line of Boylston street as altered 
and widened according to a plan of the same, dated September 20th, 1899, 
signed by Alexis H. French, Town Engineer, to be filed in the office of 
the Town Clerk, said point being situated 61.22 feet westerly from 
its intersection with the present westerly line of the part of Cypress 
street adjacent thereto, and running southeasterly by a curve to the 
right of 40 feet radius for a distance of 72.40 feet; thence running 
southeasterly by a tangent for a distance of 419.23 feet; thence 
curving to the right with a radius of 400 00 feet for a distance of 
35.66 feet; thence running southerly by a tangent which follows sub- 
stantially the front face of the existing wall for a distance of 21.16 feet; 
thence curving to the right with a radius of 40.00 feet for a distance of 
37.89 feet to the northerly line of Walnut street. Also beginning at a 
point on the southerly line of Walnut street, situated 28.05 feet westerly 
from its intersection with the present westerly line of the part of the 
said Cypress street adjacent thereto, thence running southeasterly by a 
curve to the right of 20.00 feet radius for a distance of 29.30 feet;

287.33 feet; thence curving to the left with a radius of 260.00 feet for a 
distance of 131.68 feet; thence running easterly by a tangent for a dis- 
tance of 209.38 feet; thence curving to the right with a radius of 20.00 
feet for a distance of 29.82 feet to a point on the westerly line of 
Franklin street.

The only amount borrowed during the past year has been

$25,000 in 1919. The loans, amounting to $275,000, recently 
authorized for street widenings, have not yet been issued, 
and $35,000 of the amount appropriated for land for play- 
grounds has not yet been borrowed. The last of the sinking 
fund debt, amounting to $42,000, came due on January Ist, 
1900, and was provided for by the resources in the sinking 
fund. During the fiscal year 1899-1900, the amount of funded 
debt which came due and was paid from current taxes and 
receipts was $161,011, and the amount which will mature in 
the fiscal year. 1900-1901 to be paid in this way is $138,511. 
The usual comparative statement, showing what these large 
sums are for, follows.

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The population of the town is estimated at 21,500. The 
valuation of real and personal property for 1899 is $74,530,000 
as compared with $66,527,000 for the previous year, an increase 
of over $8,000,000. The increase in the valuation of buildings 
is smaller than that of the previous year, and is about the 
average annual increase since 1892. The increase in the 
valuation of land is considerably larger than has been the case 
for any year since 1893. The valuation of personal property, 
which has remained nearly the same for many years, has been 
increased more than $5,500,000, or about one-third. It will 
thus be seen that the unusually low tax rate, $10.50, was 
due, in part at least, to increased valuation. An increase 
on so large a scale cannot be expected every year, and a 
high tax rate in future can only be avoided by prudence in 
expenditure. The great increase in valuation taken in con- 
nection with the fact that loans to a considerable amount, 
which have been authorized, have not yet been issued, has 
nominally increased the town’s borrowing capacity under the 
municipal indebtedness act to nearly $1,216,000. 

Many projects for large exceptional expenditures and a 
serious increase in the annual burden of Metropolitan District 
taxation confront us. The rapid growth of the town willalso 
compel some annual increase in regular appropriations. If 
our present prosperity is to be maintained, careful discrimina- 
tion must be exercised between the different objects proposed 
for new expenditure, and whatever involves any considerable 
permanent increase in any annual appropriation must be criti- 
cally scrutinized. 


State and County Taxes. 

The preliminary estimates indicate that the State and 
County taxes are likely to be the same as last year, when the 
State tax was $1,500,000 and the Norfolk County tax was 
$160,000. Brookline’s proportion of these amounts comes to 
$36,360 and $57,714.29 respectively. 


Metropolitan Sewer Tax. 

This is the year for making a new award of the Metropolitan 
Sewer expenses between the towns and cities in the district. 
The first award of the cost of the new high-level sewer is also 
made this year. It is impossible to tell at present what the 
town’s share of these expenses will prove to be, but it is not 
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impossible that we may be called on for $25,000 this year and 
that the amount may be increased to $50,000 within a few 
years, when the high-level sewer is completed. 


Metropolitan Park Tax. 

The law requires that the first apportionment of the cost of 
Metropolitan Parks and Boulevards shall be made by a commis- 
sion this year. The loans issued by the State for Metropolitan 
Parks amount to $6,725,000, and for Metropolitan Boulevards 
to $2,700,000, one-half of the latter amount being paid by the 
state. There are also a great many plans under consideration 
for additional Metropolitan Boulevards. The appropriation for 
maintaining the whole Metropolitan Park system this year is 
$130,000. The annual'contribution to be paid by Brookline for 
all these purposes ought to be very much less than $20,000, but 
it may reach or even largely exceed that sum. In considering 
what other expenses can safely be undertaken by the town, it 
will not be prudent to estimate the Metropolitan Park tax at 
less than $20,000 a year. 


Appropriations. 

The amount of the annual and minor exceptional appropria- 
tions recommended for the current financial year, as shown in, 
the table below, is $969,403.44, compared with total amounts 
charged against the taxes and receipts of previous years of —

These figures taken in connection with the probable receipts 
and the unappropriated balance on hand, indicate that some 
at least of the large exceptional expenditures to be undertaken 
this year should be provided for by taxation rather than by 
borrowing. This policy has been possible under the condi- 
tions which have prevailed for the past two years, and can, it 
is believed, be continued without unduly increasing our tax 
Tate. 

The net expenditures from all sources, after deducting pay- 
ments to sinking fund and for maturing debt, compare as

The appropriations recommended for the current year are 
presented below in tabular form with the appropriations and 
expenditures of last year. The summary, which precedes the 
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detailed list of appropriations, is obtained by simply adding 
together the items in each group of objects for which appro- 
priations are made. A formal vote expressing more fully the 
objects of the appropriations and authorizing and limiting 
their expenditure will be prepared and presented later. Such 
a vote has been used for two or three years, and is of con- 
siderable value in making clear what each appropriation may 
properly be used for. 

The amounts recommended for schools, library, water 
works and parks are furnished by the several boards having 
charge of those subjects and have not received the independent 
judgment of the Selectmen.

New Special Appropriations. 





New special appropriations will be needed for grading around 
the new Pierce School and the new Court House, for remodel- 
ing the Pierce Grammar School and for building a new school- 
house on Druce street. A new manual training school and 
gymnasium are also proposed. The time is at hand for decid- 
ing upon the disposition to be made of the Pierce Primary 
School and of the old Police Station in connection with the re- 
arrangement of offices in the Town Hall. Additions must be 
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made to the Board of Health Hospitals, and several street and 
surface drainage improvements are contemplated. It is ex- 
pected that a number of these matters can be presented to the 
town at the annual meeting, but definite estimates of cost are 
not yet ready. 

Highway Department. 

A description of the new shed built during the year, in 
connection with the addition to the Town Stable on Cypress 
street, will be found in the report of the Superintendent of 
Streets. The additions to the Town Stable built in the last 
two years have concentrated the horses, men and teams of the 
department at that place, and fixed it as the principal town 
stable for many years. It is necessary, however, that a few 
horses should be regularly kept in the northerly part of the 
town, in order that ashes and waste material may be removed, 
snow plowed out, and the streets cared for in a prompt and 
satisfactory manner. The lot on Devotion street has been 
made much more sightly by filling, and a small branch stable 
and sheds can be erected there in such a way as to be unob- 
jectionable to anybody, while contributing much to the 
comfort of those who live in the neighborhood through 
increased efficiency of the service rendered them by the 
department. 

The use to which our streets are subjected quickly grinds 
the surface into dust, which is converted by watering into 
scarcely less objectionable mud. It is believed that both 
these evils can be considerably lessened by a greater use of 
trap rock for the upper layer of the street. The cost of this 

material, which has to be brought by rail from a considerable 
~ distance, has been substantially reduced within a short time, 
and it is intended that it shall be used much more freely in 
the future than it has been in the past. . Various plans have 
been considered for improving the crossings near the transfer 
station in the village, and it has been decided to pave the 
whole width of the street for a space three or four hundred 
feet long with brick, which can be swept clean. This work 
will be done early in the year. More section men have been 
recently employed, and it is intended that the work of 
regular, constant cleaning of the streets shall be made more 
thorough. The cost of removing snow and ice, always an 
uncertain item, was very large in the early part of the 
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financial year, amounting to $9,063.83 during February, March 
and April, 1899, while the cost for the present winter, up to 
February Ist, has been only $1,841.57, including $325 for a 
new snow-scraper. Repairing and improving the streets 
never stops and is never finished. The amount of work done 
is limited only by the size of the appropriation. The mileage 
of streets is constantly increasing, and it is very difficult to 
keep expenditures from increasing in proportion. The Select- 
men believe that the purchase of a second steam road-roller 
this year will prove an economical investment. 

An appropriation of $75,000 is recommended, estimated in 
detail in comparison with the expenditures of other years as

Lighting Streets. 

At the last annual meeting the Selectmen were authorized 
to make a new contract for electric lighting. It was then 
hoped that a new contract could be made providing for lights 
of the enclosed arc pattern, such as are in use in Boston. 
The enclosed are lights burn more steadily then the present 
kind, and do not cast heavy shadows; they also require less 
care and cleaning. Changes in the plant of the Brookline Gas 
Company at Allston, which have been going on during the 
year, have not yet advanced far enough to permit the making 
of a contract for enclosed arc lights, but negotiations with the 
company continue, and the new style of light may be obtained 
during the year. The present contract between the town 
and the company by its terms continues until a new one is 
made, but may be terminated by either party on six months’ 
notice. 

The number of Welsbach lights has been considerably 
increased during the year, and, in fact, nearly all the new 
lights have been of this kind. These lights are not in use on 
the widest streets or in open squares, and where used con- 
tinue to give satisfaction. The contract with the Welsbach 
Company has two more years to run. 
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The naphtha lights furnished by the Globe Gas Light 
Company continue in use on outlying streets at a cost of six 
cents per night per light. The company has desired to place 
mantles upon these lights and to increase the price to seven 
and one-half cents per light per night, but doubts about their 
rights under the patents for mantles have prevented this from 
being done. 

The town is now better and more thoroughly lighted than 
ever before. A considerable demand for new lights is 
expected upon newly constructed streets and in districts 
now being developed. A few additional lights are also needed 
in various parts of the town. 

To maintain the lights now in use at present prices, and to 
provide for a reasonable number of new lights, will require an 
appropriation of $46,500.

Police Department. 

Alonzo Bowman, Chief of Police, died on the eighteenth of 
October, after a long and faithful service in the department 
extending over a period of more than twenty-eight years, dur- 
ing twenty-three of which he was Chief of Police. The new 
Chief, Alonzo W. Corey, has been connected with the depart- 
ment since 1879, is forty-eight years old, and is well qualified 
for the position. His salary has been fixed at $1,800, with a 
view of increasing it to $2,000 if, after a term of years, his 
administration of the department proves satisfactory. The 
pay of patrolmen is three dollars a day, after a year’s service, 
and this amount attracts plenty of applicants of a good class 
and is ample. The Selectmen think that the first heutenant 
and the inspector should be paid $1,400 a year, the second 
lieutenant $1,350, the first sergeant $1,250, the second, $1,225, 
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and the third $1,200, the increase to date from the beginning of 
the financial year, and the appropriation recommended is made 
up on this basis. At present leutenants receive $1,274 a 
year, sergeants $1,183 and patrolmen $1,092. The force has 
recently been increased by the appointment of one additional 
patrolman, in order that another man may be constantly on 
duty at the Police Station, and we recommend that two addi- 
tional men be appointed so that more ground can be thor- 
oughly covered, as explained in the report of the Chief of 
Police. 

It is expected that the new Police Station will soon be ready 
for occupancy, and some increase in the expenditures for 
maintenance of equipment and general expenses may be ex- 
pected in connection with making the change. The appro- 
priation of $2,000 made last July for furniture for the new 
station has not yet been drawn upon. 

For maintaining the department for the current AAS: an 
appropriation of $54,250 is recommended.

Police and Fire Alarm Telegraph, Poles and Wires. 


The old style police alarm boxes have~Continued trouble- 
some throughout the year. It has been the policy of the town 
to alter a few of these boxes to the modern up-to-date style 
each year, but the Selectmen now recommend that all the 
remaining boxes of the old-fashioned type—eleven in number— 
be changed this year, believing that the improvement in the 
service will be well worth the cost, which is $1,875. Except 
for these old boxes the system has worked very well and is in 
first-class condition. It is proposed to add two new police 
boxes and two new fire alarm boxes this year in response to 
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requests of citizens and upon the recommendation of the 
Chief of Police and the Fire Commissioner. The Selectmen 
also recommend that a box repeater be placed in the fire 
department headquarters at a cost of $350. This will enable 
the department to ring an alarm at once upon receipt of 
notice by telephone of a fire without requiring anybody to go 
to the box in the district where the fire is. A second horse 
has been purchased for this department, partly because the 
additional duties of the Inspector of Wires and Lights as 
Inspector of Gas Fitting have required him, even more than 
before, to go quickly from place to place at short notice. The 
additional horse has been kept at the town stable, and the 
cost of his board there has been charged to this appropriation. 
A new wagon should be purchased this year to replace an old 
one. The work of removing the central apparatus to the new 
police station, for which an appropriation of $3,000 was made 
at the last annual meeting, has not yet been begun. The 
Superintendent’s careful financial management and good for- 
tune in avoiding costly breaks have again made it possible to 
pay from this appropriation for a piece of apparatus not 
included in the original estimate. Last year $200 was paid in 
this way for the striker at the Chestnut Hill Engine House, 
and this year $250 has been paid for the striker at the new 
Washington Street Engine House. 

Comparatively little has been done this year in the work of 
putting the town’s wires under ground in the telephone com- 
pany’s conduits, because the company’s work has been done 
chiefly in streets where the town has no wires. This year the 
wires should be buried for a long distance on Boylston street. 
The telephone wires on Beacon street, between Harvard street 
and St. Paul street, should also be removed this year. There 
are no other telephone wires on Beacon street, east of Cool- 
idge’s Corner, nor any of the town’s wires. The West End 
Railway has agreed to remove all its overhead feed wires 
on Beacon street, east of Coolidge’s Corner, this year, and 
has also agreed to have no overhead feed wires or return 
cables on any of the new locations recently granted to it. 
There are no telegraph wires on Beacon street. The electric 
light wires alone stand in the way of obtaining a clear street, 
and giving the trees in the reservation the opportunity for 
growth which they have so sorely needed for the past ten years.

No agreement has yet been reached with the gas company 
about its wires, but now that Mr. Whitney, whose name is so 
honorably identified with the building of the street, has be- 
come the president of the company, we may confidently expect 
that he will not long permit the appearance of this great 
street to be marred by these obnoxious wires.

Fire Department. 


The new statute relating to the fire department was accepted 
by the town at the town meeting held on July 7th. This 
statute (St. 1899, c. 185) vests all the powers of fire engineers 
in a single Commissioner, appointed by the Selectmen for a 
term of three years, and gives him absolute authority in the 
administration of the department, subject only to such limita- 
tions in the expenditure of money as the town may prescribe. 
On Sept. 6th the Selectmen, after very careful consideration, 
appointed Burton W. Neal, Jr., as Fire Commissioner. Mr. 
Neal at once assumed control of the department, and his report 
shows clearly just what has been done. The statute provides 
that the Commissioner shall receive such salary as the town 
may determine. We recommend that his salary be fixed at 
$500 a year and that it begin with the current financial 
year. The increase in the number of pieces of appara- 
tus, and in the number of permanent men attached to 
each piece of old apparatus, which has taken place in 
the last year or two, has unquestionably increased the 
efficiency of the department, and of course has very largely 
increased the cost of its maintenance. As new men are 
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usually appointed long after the beginning of the financial 
year, and the salaries paid them increase by a sliding scale 
for two years, the full effect of additions to the force does 
not usually appear in the accounts of the year in which they 
are made. The amounts paid for salaries in the fire depart- 
ment for several years are as follows. (The figures are in 
some cases taken from the report of the Treasurer, in others 
from that of the Accountant.)

Engineering Department. 

A great deal has been done by this department in the past 
year, the details of which will be found in the report of the 
Town Engineer, but still more must be done this year, 
especially in connection with the widening of Boylston, Har- 
vard and Cypress streets, work upon all of which will be 
begun as soon as the weather permits. The cost of all engi- 
neering work is charged to the appropriation for the Engineer- 
ing Department, and not to the various appropriations for 
carrying out different pieces of work upon which the depart- 
ment is from time to time engaged. A new horse and wagon, 
which has been contemplated for some time, must this year be 
procured for the use of the department. The sum of $939.33 
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was repaid to the town by the city of Boston and credited to 
this appropriation on account of engineering work done by 
Mr. French in connection with Longwood Bridge, so that the 
net expenditure for the year was $11,047.55. 

The appropriation recommended for 1900 is $12,500, which 
compares with actual expenditures of previous years as

Guide Boards. 
In complance with statute we report that the same guide 
boards previously reported are still maintained, and that in 
our opinion they are sufficient for the present. 


Reports and Accounts. 

Various matters which are touched upon in this report, as 
well as a number which are not even alluded to here, are fully 
explained in the different department reports, to which the 
attention of citizens is directed. 

Separate accounts of expenses are kept in the several depart- 
ments, and when made up at the end of the year show in an 
interesting way what has been done during the period which 
they cover. It is, however, the Accountant upon whom the 
Selectmen must mainly rely for promptness and accuracy in 
furnishing the financial data upon which many important 
decisions are necessarily based. The value of the Accounting 
Department since its establishment has been great, and the 
amount of work done very extensive. Such further improve- 
ments as may be looked for will be chiefly in the direction of 
avoiding a rush of work at important times by doing some of 
it beforehand when possible, and by making more frequent 
comparisons with the accounts kept by others. 


Contingencies. 


While many different expenses are brought together under 
this head, and the appropriation is a large one, the classified 
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subdivision of the expenditures makes clear the general pur- 
poses for which the money is spent, and the details under each 
head are readily ascertainable from the reports of the Account- 
ant. An appropriation of $15,000 is recommended for the 
current year. The expenditures for three years compare as 
follows : —

Street Railways. 


On January 25th, 1900, the following order was passed. 
The accompanying contract, executed at the same time, con- 
tains some provisions of considerable importance and value to 
the town. 


TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


IN BOARD OF SELECTMEN, 
BROOKLINE, January 25, 1900. 


Ordered, That permission is hereby given to the West End Street Rail- 
way Company to construct, maintain, and use double tracks on Boylston 
street, connecting with the existing tracks on said Boylston street, and 
thence extending on and through Boylston street to the dividing line be- 
tween the city of Newton and the town of Brookline on said Boylston 
street, with all necessary cross-overs, curves, and connections. 

Also that permission is hereby given to the West End Street Railway 
Company to construct, maintain, and use double tracks on Cypress street, 
with curves connecting with existing tracks of said company on Boylston 
street, and thence extending on Cypress street to the car-house of the 
company situate thereon, with all necessary cross-overs, curves, and con- 
nections. 
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Also that permission is hereby given to the West End Street Railway 
Company to construct, maintain, and use double tracks on Harvard 
street, with curves connecting with the existing tracks on Beacon street, 
thence extending through said Harvard street to and connecting with the 
tracks of said company on Washington street in Harvard Square, so 
called, with all necessary cross-overs, curves, and connections. 

Also that permission is hereby given to the West End Street Railway 
Company to construct, maintain, and use double tracks on Brookline 
avenue, with curves connecting with existing tracks of said company on 
Washington street, and thence extending on Brookline avenue to the 
Boston line, and there connecting with the location of the said company, 
with all necessary cross-overs, curves, and connections. In case said 
street should be altered or widened, the location of said tracks therein 
shall, on request of the Selectmen for the time being of said town, be 
changed at the expense of said company to such part of said street as 
said Selectmen shall fix therefor. 

The precise location of all the above-mentioned tracks shall be deter- 
mined by the Board of Selectmen, and the same shall not be constructed 
until plans shall have been filed with and approved by said board. 

And consent and permission is hereby given to said West End Street 
Railway Company to establish and maintain the overhead single trolley 
electric system of motive power in the operation of its cars on said 
locations, and to erect, lay, and maintain, and use the poles, wires, 
appliances, and electrical appliances, and apparatus, and to make the 
underground and surface alterations of the streets necessary for that 
purpose, upon complying with the regulations from time to time made 
by the Superintendent of Streets of said town and subject to his 
approval. : 

The precise location, number, and character of said poles shall be de- 
termined by the Board of Selectmen, and the same shall not be con- 
structed until plans thereof shall have been filed with and approved by 
said board. 

The above rights and locations are granted upon the express condition 
that the kind and quality of material and the form of rail and pavement 
to be used in the construction of said tracks and electrical appliances 
shall be satisfactory to the Board of Selectmen and approved by them, 
and that the whole work shall be done under the direction and to the sat- 
isfaction of the Superintendent of Streets of said town, and that the 
pavement of that part of the streets covered by these locations, includ- 
ing the space between the tracks, shall be kept in repair by said company 
and be from time to time renewed by said company with such form of 
pavement as the Selectmen of said town shall from time to time direct; 
and said rights and locations are also subjcct to all terms, conditions, and 
provisions assented to by said company in connection with the acceptance 
of previous locations and orders; and are also granted upon the condi- 
tion that all of said tracks, except those on Boylston street, shall be laid 
with cars running regularly thereon, on or before September first, 1900, 
and that the tracks on Boylston street shall be laid, with cars running 
regularly thereon, on or before September first, 1902, and said locations 
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are expressly made subject to such regulations as to the rate of speed, 
mode of use of the tracks, and removal of snow and ice therefrom 
within the town of Brookline, as the Selectmen may from time to time 
establish and the interest and convenience of the public require. 

This order shall be void unless said company shall within thirty days 
after it has received notice of the passage thereof file with the town 
clerk of said Brookline a written acceptance of the same, containing an 
agreement on the part of said company to comply with the terms, condi- 


tions, and agreements thereof.

AGREEMENT. 


The West End Street Railway Company, by its attorney, the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, in consideration of one dollar and other 
valuable considerations to it paid by the town of Brookline, the receipt 
whereof is hereby acknowledged, hereby covenants and agrees with said 
town of Brookline :— 

1. That said company will from time to time, when requested by the 
Board of Selectmen, lay its tracks upon such portions of the location 
this day granted to it on Boylston street as the work of widening the 
street will permit, and will run cars regularly over the tracks so laid as 
soon as requested by said Board without waiting until tracks are laid 
over the whole of said location. . 

2. That prior to September Ist, 1900, the tracks of the West End 
Street Railway Company now existing on Harvard street between 
Coolidge’s Corner, so-called, and the Boston line, shall be relaid witha 
form of rail and pavement satisfactory to the Board of Selectmen and 
approved by them. 

3. That said West End Street Railway Company, its lessees and 
assigns, will continue to furnish free transfers at Village Square, so- 
called, and shall also, beginning within three months from date, furnish 
free transfers at Coolidge’s Corner, so-called, substantially to the extent 
and in the manner, at both places, as transfers are now furnished at 
said Village Square, or as may be satisfactory to or required by the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners. 

4. That no overhead wires or cables, except trolley, guard or span 
wires, shall be erected or maintained upon any of the locations this day 
granted to said company by the Board of Selectmen. 

5. That all the overhead wires or cables, except trolley, guard or 
span wires, which are now maintained by said company in Brookline on 
Boylston, Washington, Beacon, and Harvard streets, shall be placed 
underground at the expense of said company in a manner satisfactory to 
the Selectmen within ten years from date, not less than one-tenth to be 
so placed under ground each year, and the Selectmen to determine which 
of said wires shall be dealt with each year. 
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6. That cars shall be run regularly on all locations granted to said 
company in the town of Brookline, at least as often as once in fifteen 
minutes between the hours of six in the morning and half-past ten in the 
evening.

Sewers. 

The usual list of sewers constructed will be found in the 
report of the Town Engineer. The amount expended for 
sewer construction was larger than for the last year or two, 
$21,934.56, but there was a corresponding increase in the 
receipts from sewer assessments, which amounted to 
$24,898.32, or rather more than the cost of the sewers paid 
for during the year. Quite a number of sewers already built 
in new streets are likely to be acquired by the town this year. 
A system has been adopted under which sewers built in 
private streets and afterwards offered to the town shall here- 
after be inspected during construction under the supervision 
of the Town Engineer. Separate surface-water drains are 
quite generally being built in new streets, and the Town 
Engineer is at work on a comprehensive system of surface 
drainage for the whole town, a most important subject, which 
must soon be dealt with. 


Legislation. 

Since the last annual report, bills relating to the fire depart- 
ment and providing for the inspection of gas fitting have been 
enacted and accepted by the town. At the town meeting held 
on November 9th, 1899, the Water Board and Selectmen were 
instructed to apply to the next General Court for authority to 
take additional water from Charles river. A bill for this 
purpose has been prepared, and it has been introduced by 
Representative Dean and is now pending. 


Repairs of Town Buildings. 
The appropriation for this purpose has gradually become an 
appropriation for exterior repairs only, as one department 
after another has undertaken more and more of the interior 
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repairs required in buildings under its charge. It now seems 
best to formally adopt this distinction and to make an appro- 
priation for exterior repairs alone, and to provide for interior 
repairs in the appropriation for each department. The principal 
work paid for from this appropriation in the past year has been 
repairing defects of construction in the High School and in 
the new engine house on Washington street, adding to the 
plumbing at the Almshouse, digging drains at the Bath House 
and at the Devotion street engine house, placing a new ven- 
tilator in the Sewall School, putting screens upon the doors 
and windows of the hospitals, and the usual repairing of roofs 
and setting glass at school-houses, engine-houses, and Bath 
House. Full details are clearly given in the Accountant’s 
report. 

This year the fire engine house at Chestnut Hill must be 
repainted, as its present colors are a source of dissatisfac- 
tion to all beholders.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I respectfully submit my twenty-fourth an- 
nual report of the work done, and the expense incurred in the 
Highway Department for the year ending January 31, 1900. 

The amount appropriated at the annual meeting for the 
support of highways, including the salary of the Superin- 
tendent, was $70,000 and receipts. 'The amount charged to 
other departments, and to special appropriations, for the use 
and board of horses, and for material prepared at the expense 
of the Highway Department, was $2,429.62, and $283.43 was 
received from sundry parties for labor and materials furnished. 
The gross amount expended was $72,710.92, and the details of

For other details of this expenditure reference is made to 
the report of the Town Accountant, which shows the same 
result but in a different form. 

The expenditure on account of snow and ice has been 
divided, the amount given under the heading of “last winter” 
covering the period from January 29, 1899, to the end of the 
season, while that given under the heading of “this winter” 
includes what was spent from the beginning of the present 
season to January 29, 1900. The snow storm of February 13, 
1899, was very severe, and cost more than any storm in 
recent years. 

The amount charged under the heading of “Repairing 
Streets”? is much larger than usual, because the cost of 
repairing the damage caused by the very heavy rain of 
August 22, 1899, when more than an inch of rain fell in less 
than half an hour, was charged in a lump sum instead of being 
divided among the different streets. 

Mr. Fred B. Richardson was appointed Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Streets, and has continued to perform his duties in 
an acceptable manner. ; 

One horse was bought early in the season to replace the one 
which died just before the close of the last financial year. 
It will be necessary early in the coming season to buy some 
heavy young horses to replace four or five old ones which 
have passed their usefulness. The town now owns twenty- 
two work horses and one driving horse, which with those 
furnished by the Superintendent and his assistant makes the 
whole number maintained at the expense of the Highway 
Department twenty-five; three of these are kept in the steam- 
roller shed on Devotion street. One horse belonging to the 
Wire and Light Department has been boarded at the Town 
Stable since last June, and the cost of his keeping has been 
paid in and is included in the receipts of the Highway Depart- 
ment. Somewhat more than usual was spent in repairs -of 
equipment, principally on carts, etc.; but as they are con- 
stantly used they must, of course, be constantly repaired and 
renewed. 

The lot on Devotion street is being gradually filled with 
ashes, and the matter of building a branch stable and sheds 
on this lot, which has long been contemplated, and against 
which there is a numerously signed remonstrance, should be 
definitely settled in the near future. 
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A substantial brick shed, with slated roof and hard pine 
posts set on masonry piers, for the storage of wagons and carts 
has been built at the Cypress-street yard, from plans made by 
Messrs. Peabody and Stearns. It measures 170 ft. x 21 ft. 
and will cost $4,282.95, of which amount $3,240 has been 
paid, which was charged to the appropriation for “ Addition 
to Town Stable.” The contract for its erection was awarded, 
after advertising for bids, to Mr. B. Frank Carroll. 

Most of the stone used in the repairs and resurfacing of our 
roads is taken from ledges of conglomerate rock on Newton 
street, near the Almshouse, and on Washington street in the 
Brighton district, just beyond Commonwealth avenue. This 
stone is not of the best quality, and as the cost of handling is 
practically the same in either case, it is certainly in the interest 
of economy, as well as of comfort to the traveling public, to 
use the best material obtainable. For some years past short 
pieces of road have been resurfaced with trap rock from Salem, 
Waltham and Westfield; the experiments were made under 
varying conditions of location, traffic, etc., and the results are 
such as to justify me in recommending that this imported 
stone be used in larger measure in future, even if at a some- 
what increased cost. There is considerable trap rock in the 
southerly part of the town, and some of it is of very good 
quality, but we have been unable hitherto to find a suitable 
place for a crusher, and the cost of hauling to the central 
and northern parts of the town would be so much increased — 
that it would probably be cheaper to use the imported stone, 
limiting its use to a few inches on the surface. In the busi- 
ness parts of the town, and more particularly at the transfer 
stations, recently established by the street railway company, 
it might be better to use some more durable form of pave- 
ment, which would insure greater freedom from dust and 
mud. In this connection I would renew my suggestion of 
two years ago, that the merits of brick pavements for road- 
ways be considered. We might profit by the experience of 
our neighbors, who have, at some expense, investigated this 
subject, and who are trying the system, under conditions in 
which its success or failure will be amply demonstrated. 

A petition asking for cleaner and better cared for streets, side- 
walks and crossings in Village Square, and in the streets and 
alleyways leading therefrom, was received in December last, 
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when it was too late to do anything towards improving the 
surface of the roads, which, by the way, was in very fair condi- 
tion ; another section man was employed, and a decided improve- 
ment in cleanliness was at once apparent, not only in the dis- 
trict referred to in the petition, but also in the district north of 
the railroad bridge. The number of waste barrels should be 
largely increased, and the public, especially the school children, 
should be invited to make freer use of them. The alleyways, 
however, are private property, and this department has noth- 
ing to do with them. Another section man was employed on 
the Aspinwall Hill district, and the results were quite satis- 
factory. This system of sectional care should be extended so 
as to cover all but the more rural parts of the town. 

The guide boards, heretofore reported to the town, are all 
maintained, and seem to be all that are required. Many of 
them will need repainting the coming season. 

The work of maintaining and repairing our streets would 
be much facilitated by the use of another steam-roller, for 
which work could be found for most of the time. During the 
coming season, when important street widenings are to be 
made, it will be absolutely necessary to have one if not more 
additional rollers, and as it is cheaper to buy than to hire, I 
recommend the purchase of one immediately, so that it can be 
used in the spring repairs. . 

Many of the streets in the southerly part of the town are 
quite narrow, and others have never been worked out to 
the full width. While for the present they are perhaps wide 
enough for ordinary use, they are not wide enough for the 
ordinary horse and the automobile, which seems to have 
come to stay, and it would be well to at least determine the 
lines for future widenings. If this were done it might often 
be possible to avail ourselves of large amounts of material for 
filling, left over from the construction of under-ground works, 
such as water pipes, sewers, wire conduits and the like.

In addition to the foregoing, many of the older crossings 
were repaved, and in some cases almost wholly renewed, and 
much more of the same kind of work remains to be done. 
About $3,000 was expended in this work which is taken from 
the regular highway appropriation, and I think a much larger 
amount will be needed for the coming year. 


New Streets. 


DrEVOTION STREET was extended from the engine house to 
Stedman street, at a cost of $204.88, which was charged to the 
highway appropriation. The original layout of this street 
extended only 197.8 feet from Babcock street, and it should 
be carried through to Stedman street. 


NEW STREETS. i 


NETHERLANDS Roap was finished early in the season, and 
is in good condition. The balance of the appropriation, unex- 
pended a year ago, $994.49, was used in paying for the granite 
block gutters laid in the fall of 1898, and in fencing and fin- 
ishing the street. 


STEDMAN STREET, reported a year ago as unfinished, has 
been put in good condition; the unexpended balance of 
$246.73 was used, and it was necessary to draw on the regular 
appropriation for highways to the amount of $598.91 to finish 
the work. The total cost to the town has been $3,598.91. 


CAMERON STREET, reported a year ago as laid out and 
accepted as a public way, January 10, 1899, was put in order 
this past year, and is now in good condition. A surface-water 
drain, with four catch-basins, was built; edgestones were set 
on both sides the entire length, and gutters were paved on all 
but a short part of the flat grade; concrete walks were laid in 
front of all the houses, except on the westerly side of the 
easterly arm, where a plank walk suited the new grade better. 
The appropriation was $3,200, and $2,646.21 was expended. 


POWELL STREET, also reported a year ago as accepted as a 
public way January 10, 1899, has been put in excellent con- 
dition, with a macadam roadway, paved gutters, gravel side- 
walks, tree lawns, circular edgestones, catch-basins, and 
crossings. The appropriation for its construction was $6,000, 
of which one-half was repaid by the owners of the fee. The 
amount of filling was rather more than was estimated, and 
crossings were not included. The appropriation was exceeded 
by the amount of $827.23, which was paid from the highway 
appropriation. 


Ho.iuanp Roap was laid out as a public way and accepted 
by the town at the annual meeting. This is a street fifty feet 
wide, leading from Fisher avenue to junction of Hyslop road 
and Holland road, and makes, with the part of Holland road 
previously laid out, a continuous thoroughfare from Buck- 
minster road to Fisher avenue. It is a well-constructed road, 
having a Telford bottom, with gravel surface and gravel side- 
walks and tree lawns. It has cost the town nothing. 


Winstow Roap was accepted as a public way at the annual 
meeting. This is a street forty feet wide leading from Com- 
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monwealth avenue in Boston to Babcock street. It was made 
by the owners and given to the town free of cost. Nothing 
has yet been spent on it. 


Vitta LANE was accepted as a public way at the annual 
meeting. This was an old private way, twenty feet. wide, 
leading from Washington street to and across Morss avenue, 
and about 275 feet beyond. The street was put in good con- 
dition, with edgestones on both sides, and concrete walks in 
front of all but one vacant lot having a long frontage. $2,000 
was appropriated for its construction, and $1,931.69 was 
expended. 


THORNDIKE STREET was accepted as a public way at the 
town meeting held July 7, 1899. This is a street forty feet 
wide leading from Harvard street to Gibbs street, and is well 
“made, with concrete walks and grass borders. No appropria- 
tion was made for it, and it has cost the town nothing. 


HaRrRIsoN STREET was accepted as a public way at the town 
meeting held July 7, 1899. It is forty feet wide, and leads 
from Aspinwall avenue to the intersection of Kent square 
and Harrison street as formerly accepted. It was finished 
with gravel and stone surface and gravel sidewalks. $1,000 
was appropriated for its construction, which was all expended. 
Since its construction $93.75 has been paid from the highway 
appropriation. 


Homer STREET was accepted as a public way at the town 
meeting held July 7, 1899. This is a way forty feet wide, 
leading from Harvard street to Brook street. No appropria- 
tion was made for its construction, and very little has been 
done to it beyond removing a large elm tree from the road- 
way. Edgestones have been set and concrete walks laid on 
both sides, which were paid for from the appropriation, for 
sidewalks. 


CooLipGE STREET was accepted as a public way at the town 
meeting held November 9, 1899. This is a way forty feet 
wide, leading northerly from Harvard street to Gibbs street. 
It is practically made, but in part the gutters should be paved, 
and the street be reshaped and finished. $1,500 was appropri- 
ated to pay for this work, none of which has yet been done. 
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GREENOUGH STREET was accepted as a public way at the 
town meeting held November 9, 1899. This street, forty feet 
wide, leads from Washington street to Gorham avenue, and 
was finished by the owners as far as Cypress place, with gravel 
roadway and sidewalks and tree lawns. During the winter 
that part of the street from Cypress place to Gorham avenue 
has been practically finished, though it was deemed best not 
to open it to vehicular travel. A plank walk has been laid the 
whole length, and the street is open to foot travel. $5,300 
was appropriated to pay for land damages and construction, 
and $1,568.46 has been expended to date. 


Duprey Street. This street was widened from the end of 
Walnut street to the Reservoir grounds, in front of land of 
George Lee. $1,150 was appropriated, of which $400 was for 
construction, and it was all expended. 


HarvarRpD STREET, BoyLsTON STREET, CYPRESS STREET. 
The widening of these three important streets was accepted 
at the meeting held November 9, 1899, and appropriations 
were made to pay for land damages and construction. They 
will more properly be reported upon a year hence, and are 
mentioned here only for reference. 


Watering Streets. 

The appropriation for this work was $17,000, and $15,772.08 
only was expended; the large balance unexpended is owing to 
the fact that very little sprinkling was needed after October 31, 
when the monthly contracts expired. Twenty-three hired 
teams were employed, and the same rates were paid as hereto- 
fore, viz., $100 per month for each team for the six months, 
beginning May 1 and ending October 31; this rate included 
Sunday watering. Before May 1 and after October 31, pay- 
ment was made by the day, at the rate of $5 per day for 
each team. Besides these hired teams, three, and for a part of 
the year four, teams of the Fire Department sprinkled limited 
sections of streets near the engine-houses. The acceptance of 
so many new streets in the year just passed, with the proba- 
bility that a considerable number will be accepted this spring, 
most of which will require sprinkling, will make it necessary 
to revise the districts before May 1, and it is doubtful if the 
work can be done satisfactorily without increasing the number 
of teams.

Hard pine lumber, planed to an even thickness, was used 
for the most part in making the new plank walks, but owing 
to the difficulty of getting this in sufficient quantities free from 
sap, the use of spruce was resumed in the autumn. If we are 
to continue using hard pine lumber, we must get the “all 
heart” grade, which is scarce and expensive. Our attention 
has been recently called to a wood preservative which has 
been used in bridge work in this vicinity for some years past 
with good results, and it may be that No. 1 spruce, treated 
with this, may prove, after all, to be most economical for our 
purposes. 


Care of Sewers. 


The usual work of keeping the sewers, catch-basins and 
drains in good working condition was done at a cost of 
$3,732.31, and no serious difficulty was met with during the 
year. The syphon under the Village brook, in Pond avenue, 
was abandoned, and the sewer was carried across the brook in 
two iron pipes laid at grade. The sewers in Walter avenue, 
and in Washington street near Fay place, are carried under 
this same brook in syphons, and require constant watching to 
keep them in good condition. 

Most of the sewers laid in recent years have been built on 
the “separate” system, from which storm water, both from 
roofs and roads, is excluded, thereby losing the periodic 
flushing, which sewers built on the “combined” system 
receive with every rain. The cost of the care and main- 
tenance of sewers must therefore increase. | 

The opening up of large tracts of land for building pur- 
poses requires more adequate facilities for removing storm 
water quickly. The old culverts, which served their purpose 
well enough when these tracts were used for farming, are in 
most cases too small for the increased demand upon them, and 
in many cases have to be rebuilt, either on account of location 
or to allow water-pipes and other structures to go above or 
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below them. Frequently it is necessary to change the loca- 
tion of the water course, and this generally means that the 
town is to bear the expense. This whole question of surface 
drainage is most important, and should be carefully con- 
sidered, and a comprehensive system adopted without delay. 

Some cracks have been noticed in some of the larger sewers, 
which have been filled and pointed with’cement. A careful 
watch will be kept on them. 


-Collecting Ashes. 

The cost of collecting ashes and dry dirt throughout the 
town was $10,903.23, which sum includes $1,937.58, credited 
to the highway department for the use of horses, the whole 
cost of whose keeping was charged to the highway appropria- 
tion. The cost of this work for the last seven years was as 
follows : —

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The number of loads collected was 18,276. Until June the 
ashes and combustible waste were collected together and 
deposited on the same dump, but by that time the nuisance 
of paper and other light rubbish blowing about the streets 
and private grounds became so intolerable, a change in the 
method of collection was made. The following circular was 
distributed through the agency of the police department to 
every house in the town: —

NOTICE OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


June 23, 1899. 
To the Citizens of Brookline: 


The Board of Health has passed the following Orders, to which your 
attention is respectfully called : — 

28. Ordered, That all householders be required to keep the waste 
material set out by them for removal by the town in separate receptacles. 
In one or more of such receptacles, only ashes, tin cans, and other incom- 
bustible waste material shall be placed for removal; in a second, prefer- 
ably made of sheet-iron and having a close-fitting cover, only the swill; 
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in a third, only dry combustible waste, such as paper, old shoes, house 
Sweepings and such other waste material as it is customary for the 
Health Department to remove. 

29. Ordered, That no person shall overhaul the contents of receptacles 
for waste material set upon the sidewalks to be removed by the town. 


EXTRACT FROM THE PUBLIC STATUTES, 


CuaP. 80, Srcr. 18. The Board of Health of a town shall make such 
regulations as it judges necessary for the public health and safety, 
respecting nuisances, sources of filth and causes of sickness, within its 
town. . . . Whoever violates any such regulation shall forfeit a sum 
not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

The same orders were passed by the Board last year and they were 
generally observed, but as no provision was made for the disposal of the 
combustible waste no separate collections were made. 

The subject is now under consideration by a committee of town offi- 
cials appointed by the Board, and their report will be submitted to the 
town at the next town meeting, when it is hoped that a permanent 
arrangement for the proper sanitary disposal of the dry combustible 
waste can be made. 

The Street Department has made a temporary arrangement for the 
disposal of this class of waste material, and hereafter householders will 
be required to observe the foregoing orders. Into the receptacle for 
ashes all broken glass and crockery, floor and street sweepings, and 
other incombustible material, should be placed. Into the receptacle for 
swill, all animal and vegetable matter, catsup and sauce bottles, and all 
fruit, vegetable and meat cans should be put. Into the third receptacle, 
all paper, rags, excelsior, straw, mattresses, old clothes and old shoes, 
pasteboard boxes, leather and rubber scrap, old carpets and combustible 
refuse generally should be put. 

Householders are cautioned against using receptacles too large for con- 
venient handling. 

With the co-operation of the citizens a great reform can be made in 
this necessary work.

The orders of the Board of Health were quite generally com- 
plied with, and separate collections were at once begun. Two 
light and roomy carts were purchased for collecting the lighter 
combustible waste, which was carted to remote places, and 
either burned or disposed of in an unobjectionable manner, 
while the ashes were carted to the usual dumps. Since the 
separate collections were begun a few complaints of the con- 
dition of the dumps have been received, but investigation 
showed that the trouble was caused by the acts of persons 
over whom we have no control. 

Meanwhile the committee referred to in the circular (the 
Superintendent of Streets, the Agent of the Board of Health, 
and the Superintendent of Water Works), after considering 
the matter for some time, reported to the Board of Health, 
recommending “that a suitable furnace be constructed in 
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which the worthless portion of the dry, combustible refuse can 
be quickly, completely and smokelessly burned, while in the 
' same building the more or less valuable portions of each wagon 
load are dropped through chutes into the basement, baled up 
and sent away to be sold, thus making the process of final dis- 
pat partly pay for itself,’ and ‘that a contract be made 
with some experienced and reliable individual or 
company to erect, free of cost to the town, on land provided 
by the town, a suitable plant and to operate it during the 
period to be agreed upon; the annual cost to the town for such 
disposal not to exceed $2,000.” 
The report was submitted to the town at the meeting held 
July 7, 1899, and on recommendation of the Selectmen the fol- 
lowing vote was passed : — 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized to make a contract for a 
period not exceeding ten years for the disposition of waste paper and 
other dry combustible waste. 


Specifications were prepared, which were submitted to the 
Town Counsel for approval, after which bids were called for 
by advertisement, and the contract was awarded to the City 
Wastes Disposal Company for the sum of $1,875 per annum. 
The company was to secure all necessary permits, and erect 
and operate the plant on land belonging to the town on Warren 
street in the Brighton district. (This lot is about four hun- 
dred feet from the town line on Winchester street. Warren 
street is a continuation of Winchester street.) The material 
was to be delivered to the company in a certain condition of 
dryness, and was thereafter to be its property, and the plant 
was to be ready by March 15, 1900. <A similar contract was 
made. by the company with the City of Boston for the disposi- 
tion of the waste material of Brighton at this same plant. 

The company was ready to proceed with the erection of the 
buildings, and applied to the Board of Health of the City of 
Boston for permission to cart the material over this short 
distance of four hundred feet, which, by a city ordinance, is 
necessary. On this petition several hearings were had, in the 
course of which considerable opposition on the part of Brighton 
citizens, as well as of others owning lands in the vicinity, was 
manifested, and finally the company was notified that the 
petition would not be granted to cart the waste material to 
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this particular lot. The company are now looking for another 
site, and at the date of this writing are hopeful of securing 
a location which will be better for us in the matter of length 
of haul. 


Sundries. 

Sundry work in connection with building new sewers and 
surface-water drains was done, and the cost, amounting to 
$424.08, was charged to the appropriations for sewers and 
drains. Sundry other work in connection with repairs of 
town buildings, the care of the Town Hall, grading around thé 
new engine-houses, and connecting the Heath street house 
with the sewer, etc., was done, and the cost, amounting to 
$1,306.77, was charged to the proper appropriations. 

The inventory of property belonging to the department will 
be filed with the Town Accountant.

It will be noticed in the above classification of the expenses 
of the department that more than a third of the appropriation 


* Estimated. 
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was devoted to street work, most of it being on the street 
widenings recently acted upon by the Town. For the coming 
year the construction of the streets, especially if the work is 
done by contract, will probably require a correspondingly 
large part of the appropriation. 

Granite monuments have been set for the purpose of accu- 
rately defining the position of the newly accepted streets, and 
many of the older ways which were deficient in that respect. 
The streets included in the work done are, Carlton street, 
Chapel street, Colchester street, Bartlett Crescent, Evans 
Road, Harrison street, Hawes street, Homer street, Ivy street, 
Kent street, Longwood avenue, Mountfort street, Powell street, 
St. Paul street, Salisbury road, Thorndike street, Williston 
road, and Winchester street, the total number of monuments 
set being eighty-seven. 

For the purpose of making matters of record in the Regis- 
tries of Deeds all lands purchased or taken for public sewers, 
streets or highways, which heretofore, as a rule, in Brookline 
at least, have only been filed in the office of the Town Clerk, 
the Legislature of 1898 made the following law, it being 
Chapter 134 of the Acts of that year : — 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


SECTION 1. Hereafter in all cases in which lands are purchased or 
taken for public sewer, street or highway purposes, the city, town, or 
other authority, within sixty days after the passage of its order or 
vote so to purchase or take, shall cause the description and plan of the 
lands purchased or taken to be filed in the registry of deeds for the 
county and district in which the lands are situated. 

SEcTION 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. (Approved 
March 3, 1898.) 

Inasmuch as nothing has been done about complying with 
the law until recently the unusually large amount of street 
work done during the last two years has made a very consid- 
erable call upon the resources of the department. 

The rapid growth of the town has rendered necessary a 
_better set of street numbering plans than those which were 
made some ten or twelve years ago. The new plans are well 
advanced and will show all buildings and ownerships, as well 


as the street numbers. 


Assessors’ Plans. 
These plans, which were hegun several years since, are now 
substantially completed. 
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In the judgment of the writer, the plans would have been 
more permanently useful if a system of block numbers had 
been adopted by which each entire block, when possible, might 
appear on a single sheet, and that when several blocks are 
shown on the same sheet they might bear consecutive block 
numbers. To have carried out this plan it would have been 
necessary to change a system of block numbers adopted before 
the plans were completed, which the Board of Assessors did 
not think it desirable to do. 

Several of the office assistants are engaged in bringing the 
plans up to date by adding the sub-divisions, changes in own- 
ership, new buildings, etc. 


Sewers and Drains. 


The details of sewer and drain construction for the year are 
given in an appended table. 

In order to relieve from surface drainage parts of the sewer 
system which were designed to take sewage only, the writer 
advises the extension of the surface drainage system, espe- 
cially in those districts where the soil is so impermeable that 
dry wells, as they are called, are useless for roof water dis- 
posal, and also in districts which are being so closely built up 
that insufficient space is left about the buildings for dry wells 
to work satisfactorily. 

When surface water drains have been provided orders 
should be issued directing property owners to disconnect sur- 
face and roof water from the separate system sewers, and 
thereby avoid the backing up of sewage into basements during 
heavy storms with which some sections have been greatly 
annoyed. It should be said in passing that the roof water 
connections above mentioned have been made without the 
authority from the town. 

The inverted siphon in the Pond avenue sewer where it 
crosses the Village Brook channel has been very troublesome 
to maintain, as is usually the case with such structures. The: 
water line of the sewer is 4.50 feet above that of the brook 
channel, and the only method of getting rid of the siphon is 
by carrying the sewage across the brook channel in iron pipes. 
Inasmuch as the brook channel at the point of crossing is ten 
feet wide and nine feet high, the laying of the iron pipes will 
have the effect of diminishing the capacity to a large extent. 
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The size of the channel was determined by the conditions 
which will exist when the area served by it shall be closely 
built up, but it is not likely the diminution in capacity will 
produce any serious results for a considerable period of time. 

Upon the urgent recommendation of Mr. Driscoll, Superin- 
tendent of Sewers, it was finally decided to abandon tem- 
porarily the use of the siphon, the work to be done in such a 
way that it could be restored to its original design whenever 
it should become necessary. Accordingly two 20" pipes were 
laid across the brook channel, the siphon manholes filled with 
gravel to the water line of the sewer, and the surface of the 
gravel covered with concrete. . . 


Longwood Avenue Bridge. 

This structure was completed in October, 1899, the work 
having been commenced in August, 1897. During the early 
part of the year, the centering of the large arch was removed, 
the coping set, the masonry pointed, the grading and planting 
completed, the curbing set, the gutters paved, the sidewalks 
surfaced with stone dust and the roadways with macadam, 
crosswalks laid, fences built, and such other work as was 
necessary to complete the bridge and approaches. By the 
terms of the releases the town was to restore the private 
grounds which were effected by the changes in grade, etc. 
This work has been done to the satisfaction of the parties. 

The estimated cost of construction to the town for the 
bridge and its approaches was $87,000. 

The expenditures during the three years which the work 
has been in progress are as follows, viz.:—

The actual cost to the town has, of course, been the cost of 
engineering plus the cost of construction, amounting to 
$70,307.44. But as all engineering is paid for from the 
appropriation for that purpose it is not properly chargeable to 
the bridge appropriation. 

The saving in cost is due to a very favorable contract, and 
the fact that it was thought best to include in the original 
estimate a sum sufficient to cover the cost of a more expensive 
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class of foundation than proved to be necessary when the 
foundation pits were excavated. 


Devotion Playground. 

This ground comprises an area of about 224,000 square feet, 
and has a frontage of about 1,215 feet on Harvard street, 
Stedman street and Devotion street. Station E of the Brook- 
line Fire Department is located on the Devotion street end of 
the land, and near the Harvard street end are the Devotion 
Primary and Grammar School buildings, together with the 
old Devotion house, which is placed about midway between 
them. When another school building becomes necessary it is 
proposed to locate it in the rear of the Devotion house, so 
that it shall form, with the present school buildings, three 
sides of a quadrangle, Harvard street making the fourth side. 

The work done consisted in the removal of such trees as 
was necessary to provide proper space for those remaining, 
the building of a flight of steps at the easterly end of the new 
school building, the grading of the grounds, avenues and 
walks, planting, seeding, etc. 

Owing to a considerable difference in level the grounds, 
which were exceedingly rough when the work was entered 
upon, were placed at two elevations; the lower one, about one 
acre in extent, was built at the grade of the lower part of 
Stedman street, and thé upper one, on which the buildings 
are located, was placed at an elevation about ten feet higher, 
the two being separated by a slope which it is proposed shall 
be either covered with turf or shrubbery. 

In order to provide dry spaces for play purposes during wet 
weather the lower area above mentioned was surfaced with 
gravel, and an area of 16,000 square feet in the rear of the 
Primary School was surfaced with cinders.

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Linden Square. 


This lot, containing about 9,500 square feet, was presented 
to the town in 1894 by Mr. Leonard Stone. The lot, which 
was originally considerably below the level of the surrounding 
public streets, has been filled, curbstone set all around it, two 
eight-feet diagonal walks laid across it, and the remaining 
surface either laid down to turf or planted with shrubbery. 
By including portions of the streets the lot as graded contains 
about 10,600 square feet. The filling of the lot was done last 
year with ashes at a cost of $135.57. The other expenditures 
may be divided as follows, viz. :—

About $1,500 of the above was expended on the repairs of 
the Park Drive opposite the southerly end of Leverett Pond. 
Much of this part of the drive was in a very unsatisfactory 
condition from settlement into the underlying mud and the 
very great wear to which it has been subjected. Hitherto the 
repairs of the drives have been very slight and temporary in 
character, but for several years it has been my judgment that 
an occasional more expensive repair was necessary to keep the 
drives up to the proper standard. In addition to making up 
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the settlement in the drive, we have applied about a three-inch 
coat of the hardest and toughest trap rock obtainable, it being 
brought from Westfield, Mass. I have every reason to believe 
that it will give a fine surface for driving for many years with 
a very small expenditure for repairs. 

I think that there should be an allowance of $1,000 in this 
year’s appropriation to provide for a continuation of this 
work. 

The larger part of the mud bank in Leverett Pond opposite 
the mouth of Village Brook, and for which an allowance of 
$500 was made in this year’s appropriation, has been removed 
at an expense of about $500. It was impossible to remove the 
entire deposit with the money available, on account of the 
water not running out to a depth less than two feet. 

When the mud again accumulates sufficiently to warrant its 
removal, the best course of procedure will be to set up at the 
Tremont Street Bridge a steam pump, having sufficient power 
to remove all the water from the pond and keep it free from 
water, while the work of excavation is in progress. The mate- 
rial removed had been gathering since 1893. 


Office Accommodations. 

The attention of your Board is again called to the inade- 
quateness of the present office accommodations as regards 
light, floor and drawing table space, and storage for plans. 
That the doing of the public business under such cramped 
conditions is a direct financial loss annually of several times 
the rental value of quarters adapted to the needs of the 
department, there is no doubt whatever.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF POLICE. 


Brooking, Jan. 3), 1900. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen + — 


GENTLEMEN,—I have the. honor herewith to submit the 
annual report of the Police Department for the year ending 
January 31, 1900. I also offer for your consideration such 
suggestions and recommendations as I deem necessary for the 
welfare of the department. 

The Force. 

The force has undergone several important changes during 
the year. 

It is my sad duty to report the death of our beloved Chief 
Alonzo Bowman, which occurred at his home on the eighteenth 
day of October, after an illness extending over a period of 
about a year. Kind and considerate, of sterling integrity, he 
had won the respect and esteem of his associates in the 
department, and of the community at large. Faithful and 
efficient in the discharge of his police duties, he administered 
the office of Chief to the general satisfaction of the citizens of 
the town. 

Upon the death of Chief Bowman, Lieutenant George F. 
Dearborn assumed command of the department, and remained 
in charge until the appointment by the Selectmen, on Novem- 
ber 28, of Inspector Albert S. Paige as Chief of Police. Chief 
Paige served in that capacity for some three weeks, but feel- 
ing that he could serve the town to better advantage in his 
former position, requested the Selectmen to relieve him of the 
duties of Chief and allow him to resume the duties of Inspec- 
tor. His request was granted by the Selectmen at a meeting 
of the Board held on December 14, and at the same meeting I 
was appointed Chief of Police, and assumed charge of the 
department on the following day.

The number of persons furnished with lodgings at the 
Police Station during the past year is 808 less than during 
the preceding year. I attribute this gratifying decrease par- 
tially to improved business conditions, and partially to the 
very mild weather that has prevailed during the present 
winter.

By reference to the foregoing table it will be seen that four 
hundred and eighty stores and residences were found open 
and secured. This shows the thorough work done by the 
patrolmen, and undoubtedly prevented larcenies that might 
otherwise have occurred. 


Crime. 


During the period covered by this report the town has been 
free from any serious crimes. Two sneak robberies were 
committed during the day and several houses temporarily un- 
occupied were entered, but the amount of property stolen was 
in the aggregate small. There has also been a number of 
bicycles stolen, several of which have been recovered. Many 
of the latter class of thefts would be prevented if owners of 
bicycles would take the precaution to lock them when leay- 
ing them in public places, thereby saving themselves loss and 
annoyance. 


The Liquor Laws and Their Enforcement. 


A determined effort has been made to suppress the illegal 
sale of intoxicating liquors, with a good degree of success. 
The difficulty of procuring evidence sufficient for conviction 
is such as few persons unacquainted with the business are 
aware of. 


Police Signal Service. 


The police signal service (Gamewell system), under control 
of Superintendent Davis, is giving excellent satisfaction, and 
the usefulness of this important branch of the department is 
apparent. I recommend two additional boxes the coming 
year and relocating two others. 


Swimming Lessons. 


Early last summer the Selectmen made arrangements with 
Dr. L. A. B. Street to instruct the members of the department 
in the art of swimming and life saving, and under his tutor- 
ship many of the men have become very proficient.

Hucksters and Pedlers. 


I would recommend that some restrictions be put upon huck- 
sters and pedlers who frequent the town. While many honest 
people are engaged in the business there are also many irre- 
sponsible parties who come here at irregular periods from 
neighboring cities and towns, and many complaints have been 
received by this department from citizens of petty thefts com- 
mitted that were directly traceable to itinerant pedlers. 


Recommendations. 


Owing to the rapid growth of the town north of Beacon 

street it is very desirable that a new day route be established 
in that section. Should this meet with your favor, one of the 
patrolmen now performing night duty would be selected for 
the purpose, which would create a vacancy in one of the night 
platoons; and as a vacancy now exists in the second platoon 
which should be filled, this would require the appointment of 
two additional patrolmen, which I respectfully recom- 
mend. : 
As in past years the mounted force has maintained its reputa- 
tion as a very efficient branch of the service. One of the horses 
now in use has outlived his usefulness for riding purposes, and 
I recommend he be exchanged for another. 


In General. 


The new police station is now nearing completion and will 
probably be ready for occupancy in the early summer. 

The detective work of the department has, as for years past, 
devolved upon Inspector Paige. He has been zealous and untir- 
ing in the work confided to him, and has rendered the town 
valuable service. 

I am pleased to commend to your attention the excellent 
work of the officers and members of the force. They have been 
vigilant and attentive to their duties, and have cheerfully 
responded to all calls made upon them for extra service, and I 
sincerely extend my thanks to them for the cordial support 
they have given me since my appointment as Chief. 

In concluding this report, permit me to return thanks to you, 
gentlemen, for the support you have given me. Also to the 
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Justices, Clerk and Probation Officer of the Municipal Court 
my thanks are due for advice and assistance rendered, and to 
the Fire Commissioner and Engineers for courtesies extended.

REPORT ON SUITS TO WHICH THE TOWN 
Idea PARTY’.

In these two actions, which were brought to recover the 
taxes assessed in two separate years on a portion of the land 
owned by the plaintiff on Beacon street, Brookline, the facts 
have been agreed upon, and the cases will very shortly be 
submitted to the court for its decision. 


Tenth. 
Mary Cleary vs. Brookline. 


Action brought to recover damages for injuries alleged to 
have been sustained by falling on the sidewalk on Allerton 
street. 

This case has not yet been tried. 


Eleventh. 
Charles EF. Riley vs. Brookline. 


This was an action to recover damages for injuries sus- 
tained by the plaintiff on two separate occasions while plaintiff 
was in the employ of the Water Board of the town. 

The injuries were very serious. The question whether the 
town was legally liable was a somewhat nice one, and after 
careful consideration by the Selectmen, the Water Board and 
counsel it was deemed wise to settle the case by the payment 
of $3,600. This amount was paid and the case disposed of on 
the docket. 


Twelfth. 
Samuel B. Thing vs. Brookline. 


This is an action brought to recover a tax assessed upon the 
plaintiff by the Town Assessors, and it has not yet come up for 
trial. The plaintiff claims that he was not legally taxable in 
the town of Brookline. 


Thirteenth. 
Joseph H. Darragh vs. Brookline. 


This is an action brought to recover damages for injuries 
alleged to have been sustained by reason of a fall on the side- 
walk on Boylston street. It has not yet come up for trial. 
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Fourteenth. 
Town of Dedham vs. Town of Brookline. 


This is a bill in equity brought in the Supreme Judicial 
Court to secure the removal of a so-called dam of gravel 
erected by the Water Board in Charles River for the protec- 
tion of the water supply of the town. 

The plaintiff contends that the town of Brookline has no 
right to maintain this dam. This case will probably be heard 
some time this spring.

To the Board of Selectmen : — 


GENTLEMEN,—1 herewith respectfully submit my first annual 
report of the service of this department for the year ending 
January 31, 1900, and with it a few recommendations. 

We have had during the past year the largest number of 
alarms of any year since the department was organized, but 
our losses, as you will see, were very small in proportion, this, I 
think, being due, to a certain extent, to the increase in number 
of our permanent men, giving us at all times enough men in 
the houses to make quick time in starting for fires, and also to 
make quick work when we arrive there. 

As far as our finances would allow we have kept the houses 
and apparatus in order. 

There have been eleven new permanent men appointed dur- 
ing the past year, and one resignation ; also, a young man has 
been hired to take care of the Chief’s horse and wagon and help 
on the house detail. 

Our horses are in good condition with the exception of four 
that are about eighteen years old, and these will probably have 
to be replaced before long with new ones. 

Our apparatus is in fair condition, but a number of the pieces 
will have to be repaired this year. 

Our houses are in good condition with the exception of 
interior painting and regular repairs. 

A short synopsis of some of the changes in the department 
are as follows : — 


Sept. 6. A Fire Commissioner was appointed to serve three years 
under the provisions or Chapter 135 of the Acts of 1899. 
Sept. 12. The department was reorganized and put on apermanent basis, 
with no call officers, but having a permanent oflicer in charge 
of every piece of apparatus, besides the driver and other per- 
manent men. 
Sept. 27. Ladder 1 transferred to new house on Washington street. 
Ladder 2 transferred to house vacated by Ladder 1 on Wash- 
ington street. 
Sept. 28. Engine 2 transferred to new house on Washington street. 
Noy. 11. Chemical 1 transferred to house in Village Square vacated by 
Ladder 2. 
Combination 3 put in service in house on Monmouth street 
vacated by Chemical 1. 
Hose 4 put in service in new house on Washington street. 
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Combination 3 is a new piece of apparatus purchased from 
S. F. Hayward & Co., agents for the Babcock Fire Extin- 
euisher Co. It is all steel with roller bearings and is one of 
our best pieces of apparatus. 

I would recommend that a new combination wagon and 
equipments be purchased to take the place of Hose 4 in the 
new house on Washington street. I think that there is great 
need of a piece of chemical apparatus in this district, as our 
most valuable real estate is in the close vicinity of this house ; 
and the present piece of apparatus is not suitable for the pur- 
pose, being our old coal wagon temporarily fitted up as a hose 
wagon, and we need it at the present time in the department 
for its original purpose, and also for a supply and exercise 
wagon. 

I would also recommend that the sum of five hundred dol- 
lars be appropriated for the purchase of hose and hose fittings. 


Fire Record. 

During the past year the department has answered ¢ one hun- 
dred and sixty-five alarms of fire. Sixty-one of which were 
bell alarms, and one hundred and three were still and tele- 
phone alarms.

PLACE. 


Playground, Br’kline av. 
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Little change has been made in this system since last year. 
One light was added and five discontinued, making the total 
four less than 1898. 

Now that Boylston street is to be widened, it will be neces- 
sary to add more lights, especially between Reservoir lane and 
Hammond street. Reports of the “enclosed arc” lights seem 
to be favorable, and quite a number of cities and towns are 
adopting this lamp. 

The Brookline Gas Light Company have been investigating 
this system for the past year, but nothing has been done as yet. 

During the month of April the underground work for 
three arc lights was finished on Netherlands road, Aspinwall 
avenue, and Brookline avenue, which reduced the price one 
cent per night per lamp. ; 

The aerial wires and poles on Brookline avenue and Aspin- 
wall avenue were removed, so that everything has been done 
as requested by the Park Commissioners. 
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The poles on Netherlands road were not removed, as this 
was the only way they could reach the house near the Park- 
way, the occupant depending entirely on electric lights. 

The eleven iron lamp poles on the Parkway, between Wash- 
ington street and Chestnut street, were changed during May, 
the wooden poles were set and lamps connected. 


Welsbach Lights. 

This system seems to meet with the approval of many citi- 
zens of the town, and on the whole is quite satisfactory. 
Forty-two lights were added during the year, locations of 
which can be found in the list of street lights. Requests were 
granted for one light on Hawthorn road, one on Linden street, 
at the corner of Kent. But these have not been put in, owing 
to the late hour at which the petitions were received, and it 
was thought best not to open the streets at this season of the 
year, aS many complaints came to the Street Department of 
the improper way in which this work was done during the 
previous year. 

There are several new streets which will probably be opened 
this year and will need to be lighted. I would respectfully 
recommend that an appropriation for fifty new lights be made 
for 1900. 


Naphtha Lights. 

The number of lights are four more than last year, these 
having been placed on South street, between Newton and 
Grove streets. One light was discontinued on Chestnut street, 
as it was replaced by a gas lamp. : 

Considerable work was done by the department in the way 
of straightening and painting the posts during the year. 
Twenty-five lanterns were repaired at a cost of $1 each. 
Three mantle burners were attached to lamps on Winthrop 
place as an exhibition, which proved satisfactory. Owing to 
some difficulty in procuring mantles, nothing further has been 
done in the matter. | 

Requests for new lights on Lagrange and Newton streets 
have been received. Several new streets are being con- 
structed, and two new houses, with a prospect of more, are 
being built in this vicinity. The travel through Lagrange 
street seems to be increasing; as there are not any lights — 
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there at present, it may be well for your committee to con- 
sider this territory during the coming year. 


Fire Alarm System. 

The number of fire-alarm boxes was increased to fifty-one, 
four having been added during the year. Box 218 was placed 
at the corner of Dean road and Druce street; box 214 was 
placed at the corner of Kilsyth road and Salisbury road; box 
215 was placed on Park street, opposite Park vale; box 316 
was placed at the corner of Center and Williams streets. 
Twenty-two arms were used to reach these boxes and four 
thousand feet of wire. As fast as underground wires are put 
in, the aerial wire and arms are removed, and as most of this 
is in good condition, it is used for extending lines beyond 
the limits of underground construction. We have not been 
obliged to purchase wire for overhead construction since it 
was first put up in 1892. 

Two new boxes have been petitioned for, one on Beacon 
street, opposite Still street, one on Rawson road, at the junc- 
tion of Colbourne crescent. 

Inquiry has been made by the Fire Commissioner in regard 
to some method of striking boxes from headquarters. Asa 
great many calls come by telephone, an instrument of this 
kind could be placed at headquarters on Washington street, 
where they could strike the number of the nearest box. 
I would respectfully recommend that this be purchased and 
placed in the above location. 

The fire-alarm boxes are painted each year, usually in the 
spring. 

Police Signal. 

This system has worked fairly satisfactorily throughout the 
year. Most of the trouble was caused by the old Chicago 
boxes, which were installed in 1887, the mechanism of which 
has become very much worn, so that more repairs are neces- 
sary each year. It was recommended that these boxes be 
changed one or two a year. As they seem to be giving so 
much trouble, I would suggest that they all be changed this 
year, the cost of which would be $1,375. 

Two new boxes were added during the year; one was placed 
on Walnut street, near Walnut path, and one on Washington 
street, near the town line. Two of the old style boxes were 
replaced with new, one on Tappan street, opposite Gardner 
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road, one on Beacon street opposite Marion street. The loca- 
tion of this box was changed from opposite Short street upon 
request of the Chief of Police. 

Request for two boxes for the coming year recommended 
in the report of the Chief of Police, one to be located on God- 
dard avenue near Rockwood street, one on Winchester street 
near Fuller street. Also change in location of box 312 Har- 
vard street from its present location at Coolidge street to a 
point nearer the town line. Change the location of box 323 
now on Harvard street at the corner of Harris street to School 
street corner of Harvard street. There are two reasons for 
changing box 325: one is, that three men will be obliged to 
report at this point; the other is, it brings the box and men 
nearer the business portion of the town. 


Interior Wiring of Buildings. 

There has been great improvement in this class of work 
since the town adopted the by-law for inspection. Nearly all 
the houses built during the past year have had wires run 
while the house was being constructed, and quite a number of 
old houses have had them installed.

Underground Wires. 

Considerable work has been done by the Telephone Company 
this year. Instead of building through new streets they have 
been obliged to increase the number of ducts through many 
streets where the conduit is laid. Following are the streets 
through which additions and extensions have been made: 
Aspinwall avenue, from Brook street to St. Paul street; St. 
Paul street, from Aspinwall avenue to Beacon street; in St. 
Paul street an extension was made from near Beacon street to 
Freeman street; Longwood avenue, from St. Paul street to 
Harvard street, and thence to Beacon street; Beacon street, 
from St. Paul street to Carlton street; Beacon street, from 
Harvard street to Washington street, which is new with the 
exception of 110 feet near Fairbanks street; Beacon street, 
from Washington street to Tappan street, additional ducts, 
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three ducts were already laid; Beacon street, from Tappan 
street to the town line, is all new; Englewood avenue to town 
line, new; Kilsyth road to town line, new ; Corey road to Salis- 
bury road, new; Boylston street, between Cypress and Warren 
streets; Tappan street, between Blake road and Beacon 
_ street; Boylston street, between Heath and Hammond streets, 
permit not granted owing to the proposed change in street 
widening. 


Total number of feet of conduit in the town at present 62,366.7 
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The above work has enabled this town to have its wires 
placed under ground, and this is being carried on as rapidly as 
possible. From the work done during this year, we were 
enabled to run through St. Paul street, which connects two 
fire alarm boxes, 36 at Alton place, and 46 at Sewall avenue, 
also one police box. The wires were also extended on St. 
Paul street, from Beacon street to Freeman street, connecting 
one fire alarm box and one police box. | 

In Beacon street they were extended from Harvard street 
to Summit avenue, connecting two fire alarm boxes, from 
Fairbanks street to Marion street, to connect one police box. 
Beacon street, from Tappan street to Dean road, connects four 
fire alarm boxes and three police boxes, at and beyond this 
point.

As this is an entirely new branch of work for the depart- 
ment a system has not yet been worked out to handle it advan- 
tageously. Several methods have been tried for keeping 
records in an accurate and simple form, and the one in use 
now I do not consider perfect. 

We have today application blanks to fill out for proposed 
work, and when these are filed a written permit is granted. 
Contractors should see that the parties doing the work have 
such a permit when they start on the job. The reason of this 
is, quite a lot of work is finished before application is made, 
which is not permitted under the act, except in case of a bad 
leak or break. Then again, applications for small jobs, such 
as extending pipe for one or two lights or connecting stoves, 
are not reported to the department until after the work is 
finished ; in many cases have called expecting to find the work 
completed, and it has not even been started. This makes 
a great many useless calls, and is certainly a waste of time. 

A great deal could be said on this matter, but as there are 
other subjects which involve larger expenditures I will not 
take up more valuable space in your report.

REPORT ON THE LICENSING OF GAS FITTERS. 


To the Selectmen : — 

GENTLEMEN,—In accordance with the Act relative to the 
licensing of gas fitters and the supervising of gas fitting in the 
town of Brookline, the Inspector of Buildings makes this his 
first report. 

The Board of Examiners, as created by said Act, consisting 
of Mr. Luther M. Merrill of the Board of Health, Mr. William 
K. Melcher, Inspector of Buildings, and Mr. Alfred G. San- 
born, designated by the Board of Health, met at the Town 
Hall, on May 15th. The board organized by the choice of 
Luther M. Merrill as chairman, and Alfred G. Sanborn as 
clerk. 

At an adjourned meeting, held May 22d, it was voted to 
accept the form of examination prepared by the clerk. 

The number of persons licensed and registered is 156. Of 
that number 154 held a Boston license, and under the Act paid 
no fee for license; of this number 59 were masters and 97 
were journeymen. | 

The Examining Board has certified 12 persons to the In- 
spector of Buildings for a license. Of this number, two per- 
sons passed as journeymen gas fitters, and paid the fee of 50 
cents each, making the receipts amount to $1.00, which has 
been passed to the Treasurer. 

There have been 599 applications filed, and the same num- 
ber of permits granted, to perform work connected with gas- 
piping.

Dear Str,—I herewith submit my seventh annual report, 
for the year ending January 31, 1900. 

The whole number of applications received for permits to do 
plumbing was 338. Of this number, 52 were for brick and 
stone buildings, 132 were for wood and frame _ buildings, 
89 were for additions and repairs, and 65 were for improving 
the drainage. 

The aggregate cost of the above plumbing was $149,240, as 
against $139,670 in 1898, a gain of $9,570, and an increase over 
any previous year of record. This increase is chiefly due to 
the magnitude and costly character of the plumbing installed 
in brick and stone buildings, and in some considerable degree 
to the extent of the work done in additions and improvements. 

Number of visits of inspection, 1,186. 

Number of water tests, 298. 

There have been no changes in the existing law, and nothing 
of special importance has transpired during the year. Of the 
quality of the work it can be said that it has continued to be of 
the same high character as that executed since the adoption of 
the revised plumbing ordinance. In the matter of back-vent- 
ing, there has been a decided improvement, due very largely 
to the number of special back-vent fittings used. I have 
alluded to this in a former annual report, and would repeat 
substantially what I then said, viz.: that it is an improvement 
of great merit, promoting the sanitary efficiency of the work, 
and assuring a neat, compact and durable job. Wherever 
within my knowledge this system has been installed, it has 
given the most complete satisfaction. 

A number of excellent cast-iron and brass fittings have been 
noticed the past year, specially designed for inlets from open 
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lavatories on concealed main wastes. The efficiency and appear- 
ance of the completed work has been much enhanced by the 
introduction of these practical contrivances. Other ingenious 
devices have also been noticed, which have been a positive 
benefit to the service. 

The practice of visiting all new buildings on receipt of 
notification of beginning work has continued as heretofore. 
The ultimate saving in annoyance and expense, resulting from 
this somewhat unusual course, has proved satisfactory alike to 
contractor and Inspector. 

No great difficulty has been met with in enforcing the regu- 
lations during the past year. In general, I have found those 
chiefly interested quite ready to comply with the rules. Most 
of such changes as were necessary were due more to ignorance 
and misapprehension than from any intentional desire to 
evade the law. .

Murphy, R. A. Thomson, M. P. Lynch, D. J. Riley, Lionel 
McKenzie, H. H. Smith, J. E. Lynch and W. W. Hammond, to 
be licensed as journeymen plumbers. 

The licenses of six master plumbers and three journeymen 
plumbers have been renewed as required by statute. 

The amount of fees collected for plumbers’ licenses for the 
year is $10.50, and said sum has been paid into the town 
treasury as required by law. |

Of the latter number, six were notified that unless their 
scales, weights and measures were made to conform with the 
legal standard, prosecution would follow. Five destroyed 
their measures in the Sealer’s presence and bought legal ones, 
rather than have them seized to be used as evidence; and the 
other one gave your Sealer a wrong address, but will be 
promptly dealt with if found again doing business with illegal 
measures upon our streets. 

Highty-five places of business were visited during the year, 
and 3,011 scales, weights and measures were inspected, for 
which fees amounting to $50.27 were collected and turned 
over to the Town Treasurer. 6,861 scales, weights and meas- 
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ures were inspected at the Sealer’s office, 5 Harvard street, for 
which no fees were charged, in accordance with Chap. 65, 
Sec. 23 of the Public Statutes. 

The town scales were inspected, adjusted and_ sealed, 
January 29th. 

The number of scales, weights and measures condemned for 
the year amounted to 133% of the whole number inspected, 
and the Sealer has at the office a considerable number of 
scales, weights and measures which, after being marked 
“condemned,” have not been called for as yet. 

Of forty-three itinerant pedlers who were reported to the 
Sealer,— mostly by sealers of adjacent cities and towns,— 
thirty-eight were inspected, fifteen of whom were found using 
short weights and measures, and in cases where plain evi- 
dences of fraud were found, their measures were seized, and 
can be used as evidence at any time. 

I am constantly asked, “What are your duties?” It might 
be well to state that I have to visit at least once a year every 
store, shop, factory or place where scales, weights or measures 
are used for buying or selling goods and test their accuracy. 
I am expected to keep a sharp lookout for all hawkers, pedlers, 
junk, ice, charcoal, oil and milk dealers doing business within 
our town limits, and examine their scales, weights and measures. 
In addition to this, a large amount of time is consumed in 
marking the thousands of milk jars brought to the office, 
either by writing on them with acid, or cutting with a diamond. 

There are several important things which come under the 
immediate inspection of the Sealer, in which there ought to be 
some radical changes made for the better protection of our 
citizens against fraud and deception, which are practiced by a 
certain class of men who go from house to house in the 
prosecution of their business. Hawkers or pedlers, who 
have no residence in our town, hire a team (loaded with 
apples, potatoes, etc.,) for aday at a time, come to our town 
and impose upon our housewives by using measures from 
twenty to thirty per cent under standard, and in many cases 
will have a legal measure exposed to view, with another cut 
down so as to fit inside this, showing outside the full measure, 
but inside from two to three quarts short. To our own 
citizens who are obliged to compete with this class of men, 
and who are trying to earn an honest living, and who pay 
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taxes to the town, is due the protection for which they are 
willing to pay. 

A visit was received December 23d, 1899, from Mr. Palmer, 
the State Deputy Sealer, who, after looking over the book of 
records, expressed his entire satisfaction with the work done 
in Brookline up to that date. Mr. Palmer recommended the 
purchasing of some additional apparatus, and the transferring 
of the government standards and the cabinet from the room in 
the rear of the lower Town Hall to the Sealer’s office, or a 
place more convenient for the unloading of milk bottles, etc., 
as the use of the cabinet balance is now allowed in determin- 
ing by weight the milk jars that are necessary to test, thereby 
saving time and unnecessary labor; but as the work for the 
year was so nearly completed, this matter will probably come 
before you at a future time. 

I wish to acknowledge the extreme kindness and assistance 
of Mr. A. F. Roberts, Sealer of Cambridge, and Mr. Alfred 
Doane, Sealer of Newton, Mass.; also to Mr. W. Y. Gross, 
members of the Police Department, and citizens and officials 
of the town who have so kindly assisted me.

The Board organized with Horace James as chairman. 
George F. Joyce was appointed clerk; H. Lincoln Chase, M. 
D., agent; Michael Duffley, sanitary agent; Frederick H. 
Osgood, M. R. C. V.8., veterinary inspector and inspector of 
milk, also inspector of animals and provisions; Francis P. 
Denny, M. D., bacteriologist ; Willard E. Ward, disinfector. 

Licenses were granted to J. C. Barthelmes, C. A. Bryant, W. 
H. McManus, J. J. O'Day, Mrs. T. F. O’Day and E. Smyth, as 
funeral undertakers. 

Orders relating to dangerous infectious diseases and to other 
matters connected with the public health were passed, and are 
appended to this report. 

During the year ending December 31, 1899, there were 
reported to the board 50 cases of scarlet fever, 118 cases of 
diphtheria, 18 cases of typhoid fever* and 99 cases of measles, 
occurring as follows : —

There were 11 deaths during the year from diphtheria, none 
from scarlet fever, two from typhoid fever, none from measles, 
none from whooping cough, and 25 from consumption. 

The number of deaths from all causes between January 1, 
1899, and December 31, 1899, inclusive, was 255, as against 
264 in 1898, 220 in 1897, and 239 in 1896. Deducting the still 
births, 18 in number, leaves 237 deaths during the year. With 
a population of 20,374 as estimated by Dr. Samuel W. Abbott, 
Secretary of the State Board of Health, who based his estimate 
upon an increase from 1890 to 1895, census years, 237 deaths 
gives a mortality of only 11.63 per one thousand inhabitants 
for 1899 as against 13.05 for the previous year. When it is 
remembered that this number of deaths includes (as is usual 
in the reports of this Board) those of several (35) residents 
who died away from home, and also of several non-residents 
who died while temporarily sojourning in Brookline, the mor- 
tality the past year is a very small one. 

The number of births reported during 1899 was 475, as 
against 472 in 1898 and 426 in 1897.

The laws in regard to vaccination are being well observed, 
and there have been no cases of small-pox. 

As the citizens are aware, the diphtheria epidemic of Sep- 
tember, October, November and December, 1899, did not 
entirely pass by Brookline, where 118 cases were reported and 
11 deaths. During the outbreak the Board of Health Hospital 
had unprecedented demands made upon it, but with two excep- 
tions every request of a physician for hospital isolation of a 
scarlet fever or diphtheria patient was promptly granted, the 
reason for the two exceptions being lack of room at the time. 
The large number of diphtheria patients and convalescents 
that occasionally had to be provided for, taxed severely the 
capacity of the inadequate hospital buildings, and made very 
hard the work of the attendants. Itis easy to infer whatserious 
consequences the absence of an isolation hospital during our 
local epidemic might have entailed. Though the cost of main- 
tenance of such hospitals is necessarily considerable, the Board 
considers that money spent for the prevention of suffering and 
death from the more or less preventable diseases, is money 
wisely expended. Of the 89 patients admitted to the hospital 
during 1899, 68 had diphtheria and 21 scarlet fever. Of the 
68 diphtheria patients, all except 3 recovered (a mortality of 
4.4 per cent), and of 21 scarlet fever patients, the whole num- 
ber recovered. ‘To the use of anti-toxine generously provided 
by the State Board of Health, the very small death rate in the 
diphtheria hospital is in large part due. 

A supply of State Board antitoxin is constantly kept on 
hand by the local board, and for convenience is kept at 
Young & Brown’s drugstore, where any physician or his 
messenger may obtain it free at any hour of the day or night. 

Though neighboring towns have had a scarlet fever epidemic 
the past year, as well as a diphtheria epidemic, Brookline has 
been spared the former, a fact mainly due, it is believed, to the 
Board’s policy of rigidly isolating every case needing it. 

The experience of the past year has clearly shown the 
present and future need of more adequate hospital accommo- 
dations, and for the thorough consideration of this important 
matter, the Board appointed in January, 1900, a committee 
consisting of the chairman and Mr. Merrill with the Agent and 
the Bacteriologist of the Board. One of the recommendations 
of the committee will undoubtedly be a new contagious ambu- 
lance. 
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The medical inspection of the public schools and of the 
parochial school have been made as circumstances have re- 
quired; at times daily, at other times every second day. 
During a large part of the year they seemed unnecessary, and 
were therefore wholly suspended until needed. They have 
been faithfully and tactfully conducted by the nine inspectors 
and substitutes, and are mentioned more in detail in the 
appended report of the Bacteriologist. These inspections are 
paid for by the Health department. For short periods a few 
school rooms were vacated on the advice of the inspectors, and 
with the approval of the Superintendent of Schools and the 
Agent of the Board of Health. Most of the cases of diphtheria 
were recognized early by means of cultures, and were promptly 
isolated. As a result of this, in comparatively few instances 
could the infection be traced to patients reported to have diph- 
theria. In a series of 97 cases of diphtheria the reports sent 
to the laboratory with the cultures for diagnosis show that in 
only 33 cases could the infection be traced to other cases. It 
is probable, therefore, that most of the patients were infected 
by mild unrecognized cases which could be detected only by a 
bacteriological test. 

In time of epidemic it is the physician’s duty, when called 
to a. case of sore throat, to take upon himself the slight trouble 
and inconvenience of making a culture in order to determine 
correctly and as early as possible, whether or not he is dealing 
with diphtheria. 

Considerable pains have been taken to preventrthe spread of 
typhoid fever and diphtheria through infected milk, and the 
work of Dr. Osgood, Inspector of Milk, whose report is 
appended, is worthy of mention in this connection. 

The number of deaths from consumption (25) shows an in- 
crease when compared with the previous year. The vital im- 
portance of the earliest possible recognition of this too common 
disease, and the removal of the patient as early as possible 
from the climatic and other conditions in which he or she con- 
tracted it, to a more favorable climate and surroundings can 
not be overestimated, and the opportunity for the poor now 
offered by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts in the excellent 
sanitarium for such patients at Rutland, in central Massa- 
chusetts, is being availed of by a number of Brookline 
residents. 
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The free bacteriological examinations provided by the Board 
for the early diagnosis of typhoid fever, diphtheria, and con- 
sumption have been much more extensively taken advantage 
of the past year than in previous years, and with great benefit 
to both patients and their families. The obvious advantages 
of a local laboratory, among others the securing of earlier re- 
ports from diphtheria diagnosis examinations, are so great that 
the Board took the necessary steps, and on February Ist, 1899, 
had its temporary laboratory in operation, having appointed 
Dr. Francis P. Denny as Bacteriologist on January 30th, 1899. 
During the year 1,242 diphtheria cultures, 91 specimens of 
sputum, suspected to be tubercular, and 25 typhoid tests 
(Widal’s) were examined by him. To facilitate the making of 
these tests by physicians, diphtheria culture outfits and spu- 
tum bottles are constantly kept on hand at the drug stores of 
Messrs. Young & Brown, Harvard Square, and A. J. Hayman, 
corner Beacon and Park streets. Every evening all cultures 
made during the day are taken to the laboratory by a mes- 
senger. The following morning reports are telephoned to the 
physicians. By this arrangement a report is received much 
earlier than before the local laboratory was established, a very 
great advantage to the patient and to the family. 

Formaldehyde disinfection of rooms, bedding, etc., after 
scarlet fever and diphtheria, has been continued, and proves to 
be effective. After cases of these diseases, the disinfection 
is done by the disinfector appointed by the Board, and is done 
free of expense where the householder is unable to pay for it. 
During the year ending January 31st, 1900, formaldehyde dis- 
infection has been done after 122 cases of diphtheria, 49 cases 
of scarlet fever, and by special request, after 13 other cases of 
infectious disease; for example, consumption, measles and 
typhoid fever. Infected books and other articles are now dis- 
infected by formaldehyde in a cabinet specially constructed by 
the Board and tested by the Bacteriologist. 

Intermittent fever (malaria) has been less prevalent than in 
previous years, and it is believed this may be attributed in part 
to the draining of certain districts. 

The securing of greater cleanliness and tidiness of sidewalks, 
streets, squares and yards, especially back-yards, has been 
receiving the attention of the Board, and the rubbish barrels 
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placed by the Superintendent of Streets in a number of places 
in need of them, have done good service. In its efforts for 
this improvement in cleanliness and tidiness of our town, the 
Board earnestly asks for the help of all the citizens, and es- 
pecially of the school children. 

Believing that certain dwelling houses have become unfit for 
occupancy, the Board has taken the necessary steps to have 
them vacated. (See report of the Sanitary Inspector.) 

Notices of the order directed against the spitting nuisance 
in the street cars, on sidewalks, and in certain other public 
places, have been conspicuously posted by the police as in the 
previous year, and improvement is noticeable. 

Kitchen garbage was removed the past year as heretofore by 
a contractor, who sold most of it to out-of-town farmers. More 
sanitary systems of garbage disposal continue to receive the 
attention of the Board, and a special committee is at work on 
the question of sanitary disposal of dry, combustible waste 
material ; for an account of what is being done, reference is 
made to the report of the Superintendent of Streets. 

In compliance with Chapter 418 of the Public Statutes, the 
Board has had copies of this chapter posted in the bakeries of 
the town, and directed the Sanitary Inspector to visit each 
bakery to see if the provisions of the Act were being lived up 
to. 

The appreciation of the valueas a health measure of fre- 
quent bathing continues to be shown by the experience at our 
Public Bath House, where 49,391 baths were taken the past 
year, a good increase over the attendance of any previous 
year. 

Before closing this report of an unusually busy year, the 
Agent of the Board wishes to thank the physicians of 
the town, especially the Medical Inspectors of Schools, and 
the many other persons, whether town officers or private citi- 
zens, who have assisted him with his work, some with profes- 
sional service, many with gifts of books, magazines and toys 
for the Board of Health Hospitals, others with information or 
valuable suggestions, and all, when possible, with their cheer- 
ful co-operation. 
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The appropriation required by the Health Department for 
1900 is $25,000, based on the following estimate : —

EXTRACTS FROM THE PUBLIC STATUTES CONCERNING 
VACCINATION. 


CuaP. 80, Secr. 51. Parents and guardians shall cause their children 
and wards to be vaccinated before they attain the age of two years, and 
revaccinated when the Selectmen or Mayor and Aldermen shall, after five 
years from the last vaccination, require it. For every year’s neglect the 
party offending shall forfeit five dollars. 

CHAP. 80, Secr. 53. Towns shall furnish the means of vaccination to 
such of their inhabitants as are unable to pay for the same. 

Cuap. 47, Secr. 9. The School Committee shall not allowa child who 
has not been duly vaccinated to be admitted to or connected with the 
public schools. 

[Application for vaccination, by persons who are unable to pay for it, 
may be made to any member of the board or to its clerk or agent. | 
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[Acts of 1884, Chapter 98. ] 
AN ACT CONCERNING CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


SECTION 1. [As amended by Act of 1890, Chapter 102.] When a 
householder knows that a person within his family or house is sick with 
small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any other infectious or conta- 
gious disease dangerous to the public health, he shall immediately give 
notice thereof to the Board of Health of the city or townin which he 
dwells, and upon the death, recovery or removal of such person, such of 
the rooms of said house and such of the articles therein as, in the opinion 
of the Board of Health have been subjected to infection or contagion 
shall be disinfected by such householder to the satisfaction of said Board 
of Health.* Any person neglecting or refusing to comply with either of 
. the above provisions shall be punished by a fine not. exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars. 

SecT. 2. When a physician knows that a person whom he is called to 
visit is infected with small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any other 
disease dangerous to the public health, he shall immediately give notice 
thereof to the Selectmen or Board of Health of the town; and if he 
refuses or neglects to give such notice, he shall forfeit for each offence 
not less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 


Sect. 3. The Boards of Health in the several cities and towns shall 
cause a record to be kept of all reports received in pursuance of the pre- 
ceding sections, and such record shall contain the names of all persons 
who are sick, the localities in which they live, the diseases with which 
they are affected, together with the date and names of the persons report- 
ing any such cases. The Board of Health shall give the School Commit- 
tee immediate information of all cases of contagious diseases reported 
to them according to the provisions of this act. 

Sect. 4. The Secretary of the Commonwealth shall furnish the 
Boards of Health with blank books for the record of cases of contagious 
diseases as above provided. 

[The Board of Health considers small-pox, scarlet fever, measles, 
diphtheria, membranous croup, cholera, typhus fever and typhoid fever 
to come within the meaning of sections one and two of the above, but 
disinfection after measles and typhoid is not insisted upon. | 


ORDERS OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


1. Ordered, That no child be allowed to attend school from any house- 
hold in which there is or has been a case of scarlet fever, measles or 
diphtheria, until the following conditions have been complied with,— 
namely, that six weeks shall have passed from the commencement of the 
last case in the household if scarlet fever; two weeks shall have passed 
after the disappearance of the eruption, if measles; and if diphtheria, 
two weeks shall have elapsed from the date of the second successive 
negative bacteriological culture. Any pupil coming from such household 
shall be required to present to his or her teacher, a certificate from the 
attending physician, or the Board of Health, or its agent, stating the 
facts necessary to entitle the pupil to readmission, in accordance with 
this order. 

2. Ordered, That no child who has visited a house in which there was 
at the time a case of scarlet fever shall attend school until the expiration 
of two weeks following exposure, unless he has already had that disease, 


3. Ordered, That no child ill with whooping-cough be allowed to attend 
school; and further, that no child from a household in which there is a 
case of whooping cough shall continue in school, unless he or she has 
already had that disease. 


*In Brookline disinfection after scarlet fever and diphtheria is in all cases done by the 
Board of Health, and is done free of expense where the householder is unable to pay for it. 
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4. Ordered, That no child from any house where there is a case of 
scarlet fever or diphtheria shall be allowed to mingle with persons from 
any other house until after the removal, recovery or death of the patient 
and the disinfection of the premises. 

5. Ordered, That every house infected with diphtheria, scarlet fever 
or small-pox shall have affixed on or near the front door a card, furnished 
by the Board of Health, stating the disease to be avoided; and any 
unauthorized person removing such card shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding one hundred dollars. 


6. Ordered, That the clerk of the Board of Health be directed to 
notify the Trustees of the Public Library of the existence of any case of 
contagious disease as soon as reported. 

7. Ordered, That such rooms and such articles in any house as in the 
opinion of the Board of Health have been subjected to infection or con- 
tagion from small-pox, scarlet fever or diphtheria shall be disinfected 
by the board. The attending physician or the agent of the board shall 
decide in each case as to the proper time for disinfecting, and shall then 
notify the board; but in no case of scarlet fever shall disinfection be 
done in less than four weeks from the commencement of the last case in 
the house (except by special permit of the agent of the Board); in 
diphtheria disinfection shall be done after two successive negative 
bacteriological cultures; and in all cases a certificate of the attending 
physician shall be required, stating that all danger of infection has 
passed; said certificate in case of diphtheria to be based on the result of 
bacteriological examinations. 

8. Ordered, That no public funeral shall be held over the remains of 
any person wbo has died of small-pox. scarlet fever or diphtheria, unless 
the written permit of the Board of Health has been obtained, and under 
such regulations as may prevent the spread of disease. Ordered, further, 
that the remains of any person who has died from one of said diseases 
shall at once be placed in a tight or sealed coftin, and shall not thereafter 
be disturbed except for burial. 


9. Ordered, That the undertakers of the town be notified to warn 
families, in the case of the death of amember from contagious disease, 
against a public funeral. 

10. Ordered, That circulars suggesting means for preventing the 
spread of scarlet fever and diphtheria be sent to every house in which a 
case of said fever or diphtheria shall be reported. 


ll. Ordered, That no person infected with diphtheria. membranous 
croup or scarlet fever, shall leave the Board of Health Hospitals until the 
Board of Health or its agent shall find and certify that all danger of 
communicating such disease has passed. 


12. Ordered, That no persons other than patients, physicians and 
nurses shall enter the Board of Health Hospitals, except with the special 
permission of the board, or of its agent. 


13. Ordered, That in case of death, where the deceased had not been 
attended by a practicing physician, the cerficate of death shall be issued 
by the Medical Examiner. 

14. Ordered, That no dead body of any person shall be carried to any 
cemetery, or from one place to another within the town, in any public 
vehicle other than a hearse or undertaker’s wagon provided for that 
purpose. 

15. The Board of health hereby adjudges that the use of ‘ wall 
draperies” at funerals is a source of filth and cause of sickness, and it 
is therefore Ordered, That the use of ‘‘ wall draperies” in any room or 
place used for a funeral or for the preparation or retention of any 
human body before or in connection with such funeral be and the same 
is hereby forbidden. 

16. Ordered, That no person shall spit upon the floor of any public 
conveyance, shop, store, hall, church, school-house, railroad station, or 
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other public building in said town, or upon the steps of any of said 
conveyances or buildings, or upon the sidewalk (spitting into the gutter 
or street is not forbidden) of any public way in said town. 


17. Ordered, That no person or corporation shall keep or allow to be 
kept upon any premises in his or its possession, within the limits of this 
town, more than one cow, without securing a permit from the Board of 
Health to do so. Such permit shall expire on the first day of May, 
annually. 


18. Ordered, That no person or corporation shall use any building as 
a stable for cows, unless such building is properly lighted and ventilated ; 
has a tight floor and roof; good drainage, connecting wherever prac- 
ticable with the public sewer; a supply of pure water, and not less than 
one thousand cubic feet of air space for each animal. 


19. Ordered, That manure shall not be allowed to accumulate in the 
neighborhood of barns. Yards surrounding buildings where cows are 
kept must be well drained and free from standing water and filth. The 
barns shall be kept as clean as possible, and the floor shall be sprinkled 
before being swept. 


20. Ordered, That animals kept for the production of milk shall not 
be fed upon swill. 


21. Ordered, That neither hogs nor manure shall be kept in cellars of 
cow stables, except by special permit of the Board of Health. 


22. Ordered, That a person having any infectious disease (the Board 
considers consumption to come within the meaning of the statutes in 
regard to infectious diseases), or having recently been in contact with 
any such person, shall not be allowed to milk cows or handle cans, 
measures or other vessels used for milk intended for sale, or in any way 
take part or assist in the sale of the same, until the Board of Health is 
satisfied that all danger of communicating such disease is past. 


23. Ordered, That premises where cattle are kept shall be open at all 
times to inspection by the Board of Health, or its appointed officer. 


24. Ordered, That upon satisfactory evidence being furnished to the 
Board of Health of violation of any of the above regulations, the permit 
will be revoked. 


25. Ordered, That from May Ist to November Ist no vault or cess- 
pool shall be emptied by any other than the odorless process, nor by 
carts not of the Odorless Excavating Company, except permission be 
first obtained of the Chief of Police. 


26. Ordered, That the manure from livery stables shall not be re- 
moved between the hours of sunrise and sunset. 


27. Ordered, That no manure heap shall be allowed within one hun- 
dred feet of any dwelling, unless so covered as not to prove offensive. 


28. Ordered, That all householders be required to keep the waste 
material set out by them for removal by the town in separate receptacles. 
In one or more of such receptacles, only ashes, tin cans, and other 
incombustible waste material shall be placed for removal; in a second, 
preferably made of sheet iron and having a close-fitting cover, only the 
swill; in a third, only dry combustible waste, such as paper, old shoes, 
house sweepings and such other waste material as it is customary for the 
Health Department to remove. 


29. Ordered, That no person shall overhaul the contents of receptacles 
for waste material set upon the sidewalks to be removed by the town. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE PUBLIC STATUTES. 


CuaPp. 80, Sect. 18. The Board of Health of a town shall make such 
regulations as it judges necessary for the public health and safety, 
respecting nuisances, sources of filth and causes of sickness, within its 
town. . . . Whoever violates any such regulation shall forfeit a sum 
not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


REPORT OF THE SANITARY AGENT. 


OFFICE OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 
BROOKLINE, Mass., January 31, 1900. 


To the Board of Health :— 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the following re- 
port for the year ending January 31st, 1900 : — 

The number of visits of inspection was 168. All written 
complaints received of alleged nuisances were fully investiga- 
ted, and where actual nuisances were found to exist, they have 
been abated, under direction of the Board; these nuisances 
usually consisted of filthy yards and cellars, offensive water- 
closets and stables, and defective house drainage. 

During the year stables to the number of seven have been 
complained of. The Board required extensive changes to be 
made in the drainage of two of them, and certain necessary 
improvements in four others. A large number of inspections 
have been made in dwellings, in most of which there had been 
cases of serious illness, believed to be due to bad drainage, 
and other unsanitary conditions. Minor defects were found 
in the drainage of five of them, which were corrected by the 
owners under direction of the writer. Report having been 
made to the Board that the drainage system of two tenement 
houses was seriously defective, an inspection was ordered, and 
made, which resulted in the installation of an entirely new 
and effective system of drainage and plumbing ventilation in 
one of them, and at the time of this writing similar work is 
in progress in the other. 

In June, on earnest complaint, a very careful inspection was 
made of certain tenement premises on Emerald street by the 
Inspector of Buildings and the Medical and Sanitary Agents 
of the Board. A subsequent inspection was made in October, 
but no improvement was noticeable. The matter was there- 
fore brought to the attention of the Board, and appropriate 
action was taken, but pending a decision of the court relative 
to the ownership of the premises, the matter is at present in 
abeyance. , 
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In January, urgent complaints reached the Board relative to 
the filthy condition of a certain tenement house on Brookline 
avenue. An inspection verified the justice of the complaints, 
and the occupants were legally notified to remove therefrom, 
within six days, which they did. The house is still unoccupied. 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 418, Acts of 
1896, all buildings occupied as biscuit, bread or cake bakeries 
have been inspected, and copies of the above statute posted 
therein. Aside from the fact that certain defects were noticed 
in the sanitary arrangements of some of them, and which will 
be corrected under direction of the Board, their general con- 
dition as to cleanliness was satisfactory. 

During the year three cesspools have been built as required 
by the ordinances, and in places where a sewer was not avail- 
able, and sixty-five permits for improving the drainage were 
granted. 

Several complaints of lesser nuisances and various unsani- 
tary conditions have received attention, but they do not deserve 
special mention in this report. 

From February Ist, 1899, to January 31st, 1900, Mr. W.E. 
Ward, Disinfector for the Board, disinfected with formalde- 
hyde the infected rooms (from a single room to a whole house) 
after 122 cases of diphtheria and 49 cases of scarlet fever. 
By special request of the attending physicians he also disin- 
fected the infected rooms after 13 cases of other infectious 
diseases, such as typhoid fever, consumption aud measles. He 
has disinfected in a receptacle especially constructed for the 
- purpose, and tested by the Bacteriologist, about 1,200 school 
and library books and various articles of clothing and bedding. 
He has also burned up a considerable quantity of other in- 
fected material.

REPORT OF THE BACTERIOLOGIST. 





LABORATORY OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 
BROOKLINE, MaAss., January 31, 1900. 


To the Board of Health : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending January 31, 1900 : — 

The Board of Health Laboratory was opened February 1; 
1899. The work undertaken at that time consisted of exam- 
inations of cultures from suspected cases of diphtheria, and 
the examination of sputum for the bacilli of tuberculosis. In 
August, Dr. R. C. Cabot, of Boston, asked to be relieved from 
the making of the typhoid tests, and since that time these 
tests have been made in our own laboratory. All of the above 
examinations are made without charge for residents of Brook- 
line. The necessary outfits for the use of physicians are kept 
at Young & Brown’s, Harvard Square, and also at Hayman’s 
Drug Store, corner of Beacon and Park streets. 

In May the Board authorized the making of other micro- 
scopical and chemical examinations which aid in the diagnosis 
of non-contagious diseases. A number of the physicians 
have availed themselves of these examinations. A small fee 
has been charged, which has contributed somewhat to the — 
support of the laboratory. 

During the past year 1,242 cultures have been examined for 
the presence of the bacilli of diphtheria. In previous years the 
number has never exceeded 200. This marked increase in the 
number of cultures is to be explained largely by the unusal 
prevalence of diphtheria. 

The cultures examined were from 602 individuals, of whom 
108 were found to have the bacilli of diphtheria. Of these 
108 positive cases, 42 (39%) were considered not to be diph- 
theria by the attending physician at the time the culture was 
made. The cultures have, therefore, made an early diagnosis 
of diphtheria possible in many cases, and have enabled the 
physicians to isolate patients early, and to give antitoxine at 
the time when its effect is most beneficial. 
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Many of the cases never developed any serious symptoms, 
and had no bacteriological examination been made, they would 
not have been considered to be diphtheria, and would not have 
been isolated. In some of these mild cases the diphtheria 
bacilli were very abundant, and, as far as the public health 
was concerned, were as dangerous as the severer cases. 

In addition to the mild cases, seven individuals were detected 
with the germs of diphtheria in their throats, who, as far as 
could be learned, neither before nor after the discovery of the 
bacilli, showed any symptoms of the disease. Certain persons 
are by nature very much less susceptible to diphtheria than 
others. It is now well recognized that virulent bacilli may 
multiply in the throats of individuals who are not susceptible 
to diphtheria without producing any symptoms, and that such 
healthy individuals may give the disease to those who are sus- 
ceptible. Special efforts were made during the recent epi- 
demic to detect such healthy persons with the bacilli in their 
throats. Cultures were made by the Agent of the Board, by 
the school inspectors, and by other physicians, from 216 healthy 
individuals, who were believed to have been exposed to diph- 
theria, with the result that seven healthy persons were detected 
having the bacilli in their throats. To four of these healthy 
persons two serious outbreaks of the disease (in all nineteen 
cases) have been traced. The detection and isolation of these 
four persons stopped the further spread of the disease from 
these cases. It seems probable that the infection would also 
have been spread by the other three, had they not been detected 
and isolated. 

Contrary to popular opinion, diphtheria bacilli are not fre- 
quently found in the throats of healthy individuals, except 
where there has been great exposure to diphtheria. This has 
been shown by the cultures which have been sent to our labo- 
ratory, as well as in other places. Excluding the cultures 
from forty-eight persons made in connection with the two 
outbreaks referred to above, where the exposure had been 
very great, there were 178 cultures from healthy individuals, 
among whom only one was found with the bacilli of diphtheria 
in his throat. 

About 185 of the cultures examined were made in the 
schools. At the time of the opening of the schools in Sep- 
tember, diphtheria was prevalent, and extra precautions were 
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taken to secure the detection of mild cases among the children. 
Culture outfits were sent to all the schools for the use of the 
school inspectors. The inspectors made cultures from the 
throats of those who appeared to be in any way suspicious. 
Cultures were also made by them from the throats of healthy 
children whenever it seemed possible that there might be 
children in the school with the bacilli in their throats, who 
could give the disease to others. As a result of these pre- 
cautions, two cases of diphtheria were detected at a very early 
stage, and three healthy children were found with the bacilli 
in their throats. 

To detect these few cases, a great deal of work has had to 
be done; but so many children can be infected from a single 
case in the school-room, and with such serious results, that 
the discovery of even a single child capable of infecting others 
would have repaid for all the precautions which have been 
taken. It is owing to the care and watchfulness of the nine 
school inspectors, under the direction of the Board of Health, 
through its Agent, that diphtheria did not spread more through 
the schools during the recent epidemic. 

About 600 of the cultures examined were made from per- 
sons convalescing from diphtheria. Almost without exception 
the bacilli have persisted in the throat after all symptoms of 
the disease have disappeared. The only practical way, there- 
fore, of determining when it is safe for a patient to be released 
from quarantine is to make cultures at short intervals until it 
is found that no more bacilli are present. The Board now 
requires two successive negative cultures before a case is 
released. | 

In a few instances the bacilli remained in the patient’s 
throat for a very long time. The longest was 110 days. That 
the bacilli in this case remained virulent throughout this time, 
and that in consequence the person was a source of danger, 
was shown by the inoculation of a guinea pig with the bacilli 
from the patient’s throat. 

The following table shows, in brief, the work which has been 
done in the laboratory : —

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In addition to the above, there were made seven disinfection 
tests, two examinations of milk for the presence of diphtheria 
bacilli, and four inoculation tests.

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF MILK AND 
VETERINARY INSPECTOR. 


OFFICE OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 
BROOKLINE, MAss., January 31, 1900. 
To the Board of Health : — 

GENTLEMEN, — As Inspector of Animals and Milk, I have 
the honor of submitting the following report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1899. 

Three glandered horses were destroyed and the stables 
thoroughly disinfected. A number of suspected cattle were 
subjected to the tuberculin test, with negative results in each 
instance. One other cow quarantined by me as being upon 
physical examination a suspicious case of tuberculosis, and 
reported under the law to the State Board of Cattle Commis- 
sioners, was examined by them and released without subjec- 
tion to the tuberculin test. 

The premises of all applicants to keep cows under Sections 17 
and 18 of the Orders of your Board, have been inspected and 
their condition certified to you. No permits were granted until 
after all of the necessary conditions had been complied with. 

During the year the license of one dealer was temporarily 
revoked, owing to the existence of diphtheria in his family 
and among his help, in accordance with Section 22 of the 
Orders of your Board issued April 10, 1899. 

Several bills relating to the inspection of dairy products were 
brought before the Legislature of 1899. While the majority of 
these bills were calculated to benefit the dealer, there is but one 
to which I wish to call your especial attention. As finally 
passed, it provides that each dealer from whom a sample of milk 
is taken, shall, within ten days thereafter, be notified of the re- 
sults of the analysis of suchsample. This is, of course, no more 
than simple justice to the dealer in the cases wherein prosecu- 
tion is liable to follow, for, if his milk is below the standard 
he should know it at once so that he may prepare himself, 
under the law, to answer any charges which may be brought 
against him; and in these instances it has been my aim to 
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notify all such persons at once, on completion of the analysis. 
On the other hand, in cases where the milk has proved to be of 
good quality notices have not been sent because only a part of 
such milk is subjected to complete analysis, the rest being 
passed on inspection. It has, therefore, been deemed sufficient 
that the dealer should understand, if no report to the con- 
trary is received by him within ten days after his sample has 
been taken, that the milk was found to be fully up to standard ; 
and dealers have been so notified. 

The quality of milk sold in Brookline has been fully up to 
the standard of last year. No new prosecutions have been 
made, although the appealed case of the year before was tried 
in the Superior Court and a conviction secured. <A consider- 
able number of warnings have been sent out which have 
proved effective in correcting occasional carelessness on the 
part of the dealers. 

One or two new adulterations iti preservatives have 
appeared on the market during the year, but their use has 
not been detected to any extent in the milk supplied to the 
town. 

Notwithstanding the considerable recent legislation on 
the milk question, we have yet no direct means of ensuring 
proper care and sanitary surroundings for our milk supply 
before it comes within the town limits. If favorable legisla- 
tion is to be obtained in this direction, the demand for it must 
come from the consumer. 

As there has seemed to be a considerable amount of doubt as 
to the orders of the Board regulating the conditions under 
which animals can be kept in the town of Brookline, I take 
this occasion to print .Sections 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23 and 
24 of the Order passed April 10, 1899. 


17. Ordered, That no person or corporation shall keep or allow to be 
kept upon any premises in his or its possession, within the limits of this 
town, more than one cow, without securing a permit from the Board of 
Health to do so. Such permit shall expire on the first day of May, 
annually. 


18. Ordered, That no person or corporation shall use any building as 
a stable for cows, unless such building is properly lighted and ventilated ; 
has a tight floor and roof; good drainage, connecting wherever practic- 
able with the public sewer; a supply of pure water, and not less than 
one thousand cubic feet of air space for each animal. 
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19. Ordered, That manure shall not be allowed to accumulate in the 
neighborhood of barns. Yards surrounding buildings where cows are 
kept must be well drained and free from standing water and filth. The 
barns shall be kept as clean as possible and the fioor shall be sprinkled 
before being swept. 

20. Ordered, That animals kept for the production of milk shall not 
be fed upon swill. 

21. Ordered, That neither hogs nor manure shall be kept in cellars of 
cow stables, except by special permit of the Board of Health. 

22. Ordered, That any person having any infectious disease (the Board 
considers consumption to come within the meaning of the statutes in 
regard to infectious diseases), or having recently been in contact with 
any such person, shall not be allowed to milk cows or handle cans, 
measures or other vessels used for milk intended for sale, or in any way 
take part or assist in the sale of the same, until the Board of Health is 
satisfied that all danger of communicating such disease is passed. 

23. Ordered, That premises where cattle are kept shall be open at all 
times to inspection by the Board of Health or its appointed ofticer. 

24. Ordered, That upon satisfactory evidence being furnished to the 
Board of Health of violation of any of the above regulations, the permit 
will be revoked. 


During the past year the number of both butter and vinegar 
samples has been considerably larger than for 1898. The 
vinegars may be divided into four classes; first, those that are 
above the legal standard (a); second, those that are slightly 
below the legal standard, and that probably only by accident, 
(>) ; third, those considerably below the legal standard, prob- 
ably consisting of a mixture of straight vinegar and spurious 
vinegar (c) ; and fourth, the artificial or spurious vinegars (d). 
We find these four classes in about the following proportions : 
a, 42 per cent.; 0, 30 per cent.; c, 18 per cent.; d, 10 per cent. 

None of the butters as analyzed were found to be absolutely 
spurious, although several samples were of very poor quality. 
The following are the analyses of vinegar and butter made 
during the year : —

The appropriation for maintenance for the fiscal year begin- 
ning Februrary Ist, 1899, and ending January 31st, 1900, was 
$7,600, and the expenditure for the same period, $7,600. 
The details of this account appear in the report of the Town 
Treasurer. Deducting from the latter sum $5,233.50, which 
represents the receipts of the Bath House for the fiscal year, 
we find that the actual cost to the town for maintenance of its 
Public Bath for the twelve months was $2,366.50, as against 
$3,130.80 during the previous year. 

Considering the moderateness of the fees charged, and in 
view of the large number of free baths given, the committee 
considers the financial showing a favorable one. 


Heating and Lighting. 

The heating apparatus has worked easily and well, even in 
the coldest weather. One of the two boilers is amply sufficient 
to do all the required work; therefore they are used in alterna- 
tion. There is in this way a saving in wear and tear in the 
heating plant itself, as well as in labor and fuel. During the 
year 423 tons of Cumberland coal were used, costing $1,236 ; 
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this was 55 tons more than was used the previous year, and 
necessary on account of increased frequency in changing the 
water. 

The lighting, mainly by gas, but partly by electricity, cost 
$401. 

Water. 

The large tank in the Natatorium holds a little over 70,000 
gallons of water. While the exact amount used in this part 
of the establishment cannot be given, it is interesting to know 
how much town water has been consumed for every purpose 
of the Public Bath. For the twelve months this was found 
to be about 18,000,000 gallons, as against about 16,500,000 
gallons during the previous year. For this water no charge 
has been made. 

Non-residents. 

5,951 non-residents have availed themselves of the privileges 
of the Public Bath during the year, 2,890 of them being men, 
648 boys, 678 women and 39 girls. They have in no way 
interfered with resident bathers, and have materially con- 
tributed to the receipts. Since January Ist, 1899, they have 
had the privilege of buying commutation oaeahoae thus enabling 
many to come oftener than before. 

A considerable number of students from Wellesley College 
and from the Boston Normal School of Gymnastics received 
swimming instruction in small classes. As many of these 
students are soon to be teachers, there can be no doubt that 
the public will receive direct benefit from the knowledge they 
gained of bathing, swimming and life-saving. 


Fee System. 

During the fiscal year, 6,746 rain or tub baths were taken, 
and only 338 of these were paid for. If we add the 4,830 free 
baths in the Natatorium by pupils of our public schools and 
466 free baths by the police while receiving instruction in 
swimming, rescue work and resuscitation, we find that the 
total number of free baths taken was quite large. 

The public school children, of course, took their swimming 
baths as part of their regular school instruction. 

The committee feel that they were justified in adopting the 
fee system, not only because it has made the bath-house far 
less a burden to the tax payers of the town, but because it has 
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enabled them to exercise a proper control over those who 
have taken baths. It is a question. whether during the 
past year many persons have not availed themselves of the 
free days who were able to pay the small fee asked. Often 
bathers come on free days, not because they are free, but 
because it is convenient for them, Saturday, for instance, being 
an illustration of this, and they would prefer to pay if they had 
the opportunity. In the future the committee consider it 
desirable to ask all those to pay who can afford to do so. 
Employees. SP a bile 

The heating plant is necessarily expensive, as already stated, 
in proportion to the size of the building, and large numbers of 
persons must be: taken care of in varying numbers, not to be 
very definitely gauged in advance. Prompt and efficient ser- 
vice is therefore of the first importance. The staff as at pres- 
ent organized is composed of a superintendent, an assistant, 
a matron, two laundresses and two engineers. Rules have 
been drawn up specifying the duties of each one. In the 
busiest season occasional extra help is required in the Nata- 
torium, and during vacations. There are also experienced 
teachers of swimming who are paid from lessons given to 
private pupils. It will be readily seen that the salaries 
of this number of employees must be considerable, but 
_ there can be no reduction without impairing the efficiency of 
the establishment. : 

Bathing Suits. 

Bathing suits are furnished free, with towels, to all persons 
using the Natatorium, unless furnishing their own; such suits 
must meet the requirements of the committee. At first bath- 
ing suits were a large item in the expenditures, but strong, 
durable and inexpensive materials have since been secured, 
and this expense materially lessened. 


School Instruction. . 

During the fiscal year 4,830 swimming baths, with or with- 
out instruction, were taken by pupils in the Brookline public 
schools. A large number of these were taught to swim, and 
there is no reason why eventually most of our school children 
should not learn to swim well enough to.save their own lives | 
in emergencies, and occasionally the.lives of others... Already 
school pupils who learned to swim in the Brookline Public 
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Bath have saved valuable lives by swimming and by resuscita- 
ting the apparently drowned, which knowledge it is a part of 
Dr. Street’s duties as swimming instructor in the public schools 
to impart. With a few exceptions, both boys and girls enter 
upon this branch of their education with considerable enthusi- 
asm, and at the end of each school year give an exhibition 
in plain and fancy swimming under the direction of their 
teachers, Doctor and Miss Street. Certificates of proficiency 
have now been issued to a considerable number. Swim- 
ming instruction under the supervision of the Public Bath 
executive committee is a part of the regular school curriculum, 
and the expense, $500, is defrayed from the school appro- 
priation. 

‘This department of our school work has met with the 
cordial approval of the Massachusetts Humane Society, which 
on December 2, 1898, passed a vote to the effect that a 
committee of one, to be appointed by its president, be 
authorized to confer with the Brookline School Committee, 
and in behalf of the society to offer a special certificate to be 
awarded the pupil acquiring the greatest proficiency in 
swimming and life-saving during the year 1898-9. Dr. George 
B. Shattuck was appointed as the committee. This kind and 
stimulating offer of the society was accepted by the School 
Committee, and the award was duly made at the annual school 
exhibition in swimming, Radford J. McCormick of the High 
School receiving the special certificate. The same offer has 
been made and accepted for the ensuing year. 


REQUIREMENTS FOR THE SCHOOL CERTIFICATE. 


Boys.— Ability to swim one mile using chest, side and back 
stroke, the distance to be covered in no specified time; also, 
diving, treading water, picking up objects from the bottom and 
swimming the length of tank under water, as well as a practi- 
cal knowledge of life-saving and the proper method of resus- 
citating the apparently drowned. 

In addition, each pupil is expected to swim two lengths of 
the Bath in a suit of clothes and then undress in the water at 
the deep end; swim the length carrying another swimmer; 
also two lengths (fast stroke), required time forty-five seconds. 
(It is not expected that all the tests shall be attempted at one 
time.) 
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Girls.— Ability to swim eight and one-quarter lengths 
of the Bath (one-eighth of a mile) using chest, side and 
back stroke, the distance to be covered in a reasonable 
time. Also, diving, treading water, picking up objects from 
the bottom and swimming under water, as well as a practical 
knowledge of life-saving and the proper method of resus- 
citating the apparently drowned. 

The Committee takes this opportunity of commending Dr. 
Street for the efficiency in swimming obtained by the pupils, 
owing to the excellent instruction they have received at his 
hands. Attention is called to his report, appended to that of 
the School Committee. 


Police Instruction. 

During the year, 466 free swimming baths were taken by 
members of the police force, the instruction being furnished 
by Mr. Fletcher and Dr. Street. The men appreciated the value 
of the instruction and practice, and many have become pro- 
ficient in rescuing and resuscitating. It is believed that in 
the future this knowledge will prove of the greatest value, as 
it has in the past, during the skating season at Leverett Pond 
and elsewhere. 


Private Instruction. 

The total number of private lessons given was 5,180 as 
against 2,612 the previous year. Of these lessons 1,122 were 
given to men, 809 to boys, 2,818 to women, and 4381 to girls. 
Mr. Fletcher and Dr. Street and his sisters furnished the 
instruction, paying over to the town forty per cent of all 
the money received. It is believed that in the future there 
will be still larger numbers to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunities offered in this direction. 


Swimming Clubs. 

The Brookline Swimming Club and the Brookline High 
School Swimming Association are two flourishing organi- 
zations devoted to promoting the art of swimming and life- 
saving. The older club was organized shortly after the open- 
ing of the Public Bath. It hasa regular club night each week 
(Wednesday), though not interfering with the public use of the 
bath, when its members meet for practice in swimming, diving, 
water polo and other exercises. 
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Improvements and Addition. 

When. the Public: Bath was, completed in December, 1896, 
the entire second floor of the head house was. purposely left 
unfinished, and was not partitioned off into rooms. This was 
done in order that the active use of the building for a year or 
more might point out in what way the vacant space would be 
most needed. The experience of the first two years showed 
the urgent need of more space both upstairs and downstairs 
for toilet rooms, meeting rooms, and lockers, also more space 
for office room, storage, laundry and other purposes. The 
increasing number of patrons made these improvements neces- 
sary, including a much needed hair-drying room for women 
and girls. Mr. F. J. Untersee, the architect of the building, 
prepared plans and estimates, at the request of the committee, 
for the work most needed. The committee unanimously 
approved these, and brought the matter before the citizens in 
the town meeting held January 10, 1899, when the sum of 
$4,500, asked for by the committee, was appropriated. At a 
later date it was found that this amount would be insufficient 
to properly complete the work, and provide the necessary 
furnishings of the three additional rooms. A further sum of 
$500 was therefore asked of the town, and duly appropriated. 
These improvements have been carried into effect during the 
year, and greatly increase the usefulness of the establishment. 


Holidays. 


Finding an increasing demand for the use of the Public 
Bath on holidays, the committee considered the matter, and 
finally decided to have the Bath open for use on all 
holidays until 6 p. mw. It was found, however, that so few 
women and girls availed themselves of this privilege that 
the Committee now reserves the use of the building for 
men and boys on those days and charges special fees. 


Hydro-therapy. 


During recent years the attention of physicians has been 
more and more directed to the value of hydro-therapeutics in 
a great variety of diseases. This renewed interest in the use > 
of water comes, for us, at a fortunate time, as it helps many 
persons to understand that a bath means something more than 
either cleanliness or pleasure. We have always known that 
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water has a beneficial effect upon the skin, and indirectly upon 
the circulatory and other organs; but we lacked confidence 
of this knowledge, and availed ourselves very little of it as 
a means of treatment for disease. There is now, however, a 
different feeling growing up in this matter, and already a 
number of persons have been sent to the swimming instructors 
for treatment, and with good results. We wish the commu- 
nity could understand the great hygienic value of water not 
only in health, but in abnormal bodily conditions, for we feel 
that it would then still more appreciate the value of a public 
bath in a town like our own. 

We know that nervous and mental diseases are largely 
caused by toxins brought to the brain and nerve cells by the 
blood. Where such deleterious material is present in the sys- 
tem, as it often is, without the knowledge of the individual, it 
may, by a process of accumulation, gradually impair or break 
down the nervous tissue. To overcome such a condition of 
things, it is necessary.to use every effort to improve the nutri- 
tion, and through the blood to reach the nerve cells, and make 
good the waste that has taken place. One of the best means 
to do this is through the skin, which we may say for hundreds 
of years has not begun to perform all its functions, and in the 
action of water upon it we have a direct means of reaching 
and improving the circulation, and thus indirectly improving 
the nutrition of the nerve cells. What can be accomplished 
in this way is hard to determine, but.it is probably far greater 
than we have any idea of. 


General Remarks. 


The Bath House has continued to prove its value to the 
community by an ever-increasing amount of patronage, which 
certainly, in the popular sense, is the best proof of success. 
Financially, also, it has illustrated the same thing. It will be 
seen by reference to the tables that considerably more money 
has been taken in than during either of the other years. Buta 
public institution like a bath house should always be considered 
in. its relations to the community, and not be judged by the 
immediate results of its work alone. If it improves and ele- 
vates the tone of the community, supplies deficiencies and 
strengthens the hands of government, it is certainly far more 
beneficent than if it performed one kind of self-limited work 
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only. We believe that the bath house has influence in all 
these directions. 

A very pleasing evidence of good-will for the Bath House 
during its three years’ career has been the receiving by it of 
gifts of a flag and staff, and of a few appropriate books and 
pictures, and more of these would be very welcome. 

Before closing this report, the committee wishes to again 
acknowledge its indebtedness to Superintendent George S. 
Rich, to whose judicious management the success of the Bath 
has so largely been due. His assistants in every department 
have each and all supported him in his efforts to make the 
institution of the highest usefulness to the town, and the 
citizens, by their patronage and by their votes, have given 
unmistakable evidence of their appreciation of the value to the 
community of a well-managed Public Bath.

REPORT OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


In comparing the work of the Overseers of the Poor for one 
year with that of another, we find very little change, about the 
same amounts expended and very nearly the same lists of 
names. But if we go back over a longer space of time and 
compare this year’s report with that published in 1880, we 
find that twenty years have made a great difference both in 
the numbers relieved and in the method of relief. At that 
time there was no almshouse, and, though an equivalent in 
work was required from every able-bodied man and woman 
asking help, the number, and especially the number of men 
receiving aid during the winter months, was large. In 1879 
269 persons, men, women and children, were aided, in many 
cases with rent and fuel as well as with groceries. In 1899, 
notwithstanding the great increase in population, the number 
was only 167. Forthe year 1879 the appropriation was $6,000, 
the amount expended $7,358.41. In the year just ended the 
appropriation of $8,500 was afterwards increased to $10,000 
and we have spent $8,955.60. But in the year 1879 but two 
insane persons were charged to the town, at a total expense of 
$343.28. This year we have twenty-eight, at an expense of 
$3,573.85, and, if we deduct these two amounts from the total 
expenses of the two years, we find that in 1879 $7,015.13 was 
expended wholly for out-door relief, while during’ the last year 
the amount was $5,381.75. This last amount may be further 
reduced by deducting the amount spent for almshouse expenses 
$1,855.75, so that the real sum expended for actual relief for all 
persons aided in any way outside the almshouse was $3,526. 

An examination of this year’s tables further shows the fact 
that but three men, outside the almshouse, have received help, 
except in illness, and of those one is a helpless cripple requiring 
much care, one is nearly blind, one old and infirm. Our bene- 
ficiaries are now nearly all widows with young children, or old 
and infirm and crippled women, and in no case do we pay 
rent. 

Our numbers this year are about the same as last year. 
Four women have died, one after a lingering and painful 
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illness, requiring long hospital care. Two women have been 
otherwise provided for, andjwe have had five new cases re- 
quiring regular relief, four widows with children, in two cases 
with young infants, and one woman with five children deserted 
by her husband. 

Of the insane three have died, but the number goes on in- 
creasing, and there are now twenty-eight, of whom five are 
paid for wholly or in part by friends. Three children remain 
at the School for the Feeble Minded, and we have had one man 
for a time at the Hospital for Dipsomaniacs. The price of 
board at the Insane Hospital, at the School for Feeble Minded 
and at the Hospital for Dipsomaniacs, is placed by statute at 
$3.25 per week. 

Two more families of children have come under our care. 
In one case three orphan children are boarded with an aunt in 
another town, and three others have been placed in country 
families to separate them from their mother, a drinking woman. 
Of the other children under our care all but two have become 
self supporting. 

The almshouse has remained through the year under the 
management of Mr. and Mrs. Esty, and has been very satis- 
factorily carried on, though at a somewhat increased expense. 
Mrs. Campbell remained for one month after the arrival of the 
new Superintendent, which accounts for the apparent increase 
in salary, and the purchase of a new farm wagon has required 
a considerable outlay. Some improvements and repairs have 
been made in the house, and additional plumbing put in. 

The number of inmates at the present time is seven. At 
the beginning of the year it was nine. Six have been ad- 
mitted during the year, three of which were children, who 
remained only one night. One woman remained less than 
three months. One man was sent to the Carney Hospital, 
where he died. One man, discharged early in the year, was 
re-admitted and later transferred to the Massachusetts General 
Hospital. One man left to support himself. 

The amount of illness during the year has been large and 
costly, but the cases mentioned here do not include cases of 
contagious diseases treated at the hospitals under the care and 
from the appropriation of the Board of Health. An appropria- 
tion of $9,000 will probably be sufficient for the coming year. 
The usual tables follow, and also a comparative table of the 
expenses of the last two years.

REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSIONERS. 


The Board of Park Commissioners submit herewith their 
nineteenth annual report for the year ending January 81st, 
1900. The appropriations for the work under charge of the 
Commissioners were as follows :—

At the annual election of town officers in March, Mr. 
William H. Lincoln, who had served on the board of Park 
Commissioners since 1890, declined a renomination, and Mr. 
Charles H. Pearson was elected as his successor. The board 
organized by the choice of Desmond FitzGerald as chairman. 
George F.. Joyce was appointed clerk. 

Longwood-avenue Bridge. 

This bridge, which was begun in August, 1897, was finished 
during the past year. The centering was removed, the struc- 
ture pointed, and the curbing, gutters and sidewalks completed. 
It consists of two masonry arches, one of 31 feet span which 
crosses the railroad, and the other a single span of 100 feet 
crossing Muddy River and the paths following the stream. 
The masonry of the exterior is of seam-faced granite of a 
reddish color. Owing to the favorable condition of the sand 
underlying the foundations, and a more reasonable contract 
than was anticipated, the bridge was completed inside of the 
Engineer’s estimate, which amounted to $87,000 for Brook- 
line’s portion. The actual expenditures on this account have 
been $68,292.62, exclusive of engineering, $2,014.82, which is 
paid from the regular town appropriation for engineering. 
Including engineering the cost to the town has been $70,307.44. 
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Playgrounds. 

With the approval of the Selectmen, sixty-two acres of land 
have been purchased in the Putterham meadows at the corner 
of Hammond and Newton streets for $22,000. This piece of 
land is, in part, high, rocky, and is covered with a fine growth 
of hemlock trees. The larger part of the land is, however, 
a low meadow which can be flooded for skating in the winter, 
or drained and used for playground purposes during the rest 
of the year. 

An agreement has been obtained for the purchase of an 
estate on Boylston street, containing 17,046 square feet, for 
the sum of $15,000. The agreement has not yet been con- 
summated by the passage of the final papers. The land will 
be of value for the enlargement of the Boylston Primary 
School playground. 


ADDITIONAL APPROPRIATION FOR PLAYGROUNDS. 


At the adjourned annual town meeting held on April 14, 
1896, an appropriation of $100,000 was placed in the hands of 
the Park Commissioners to expend in acquiring pieces of land 
in different parts of the town for playgrounds and school- 
house sites, on condition that no purchase should be made 
until it had been approved by a majority of the board of 
Selectmen. 

Under the authority of this vote, the Commission has made 
the following purchases : — 

157,288 feet of land near the corner of Warren and Clyde 
streets, adjacent to town property, now used as a gravel pit, 
for $15,728.80; 12,125 feet of land on Heath street, for $4,700, 
to enlarge the town lot in that part of the town with the view 
of its use in the future as a school-house site; 2,700,720 feet 
of land at the corner of Hammond and Newton streets, as 
above described, for $22,000 ; 17,046 feet of land on Boylston 
street, referred to above, for $15,000. 

It is negotiating for the purchase, for about $30,000, of about 
180,000 feet of land between Washington and Beacon streets, 
from the Griggs estate and others. If this transaction is 
accomplished, the Commission will have spent $87,483.80 from 
the appropriation of $100,000, leaving at their disposal only 
$12,566.20. 

The extreme southwestern part of the town, we believe, is 
now reasonably well supplied with public land, for on the 
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land purchased at the corner of Hammond and Newton streets 
there are numerous excellent sites for school-houses, and abun- 
dant space for out-door recreation. .The northwestern part of 
the town is, however, still unprovided with public grounds. It 
is the opinion of the Commissioners that a considerable and 
ample tract of land should be secured here before the growth 
of population in this direction makes it impossible to buy land 
there at a reasonable price. 

In the whole region between Boylston street, Chestnut Hill 
avenue, Beacon street, Tappan street and Sumner road there 
are no public playgrounds. This region seems destined to 
become one of the most important and best settled parts of the 
town, and provision for a playground should be made there 
now. Public ground is also needed for school-house sites and 
recreation in the Longwood region north of Beacon street, 
already occupied by a large population, soon to become truly 
urban in character. 

In other districts playgrounds, too, are needed; and the 
Commissioners believe that the policy of the town, to secure 
from time to time, in advance of its immediate needs, land for 
recreation and school-houses, is a wise and economical one. 
It recommends, therefore, to the town to appropriate at the 
next annual meeting $100,000, in addition to the unexpended 
balance of the appropriation of $100,000, made at the town 
meeting held on April 14, 1896, to be expended by the Com- 
missioners from time to time for the purchase of land for play- 
grounds and public-school sites, with the condition, that: no 
purchase shall be made without the approval of a majority of 
the Selectmen. This recommendation is made after a discus- 
sion of the whole subject with the Selectmen, who approve 
of it. 

Devotion School Playground. 

This playground has a frontage on Harvard, Devotion and 
Stedman streets. There are at present two school-houses upon 
the land, the old Devotion house, and at the extreme end, 
farthest removed from Harvard street, Station E of the Fire 
Department. During the past year a comprehensive plan of 
grading has been carried out at an expense of $10,550.40. 
On the lower portion of the land and fronting on Stedman 
street, a general playground, about one acre in area, was 
graded. Another area of somewhat less than half an acre was 
surfaced with cinders for the use of the primary school 
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children, and the remainder of the land was graded, avenues 
and walks built, and the grounds seeded and planted. 
Linden Square. 

An appropriation of $1,200 was made by the town for the 
work of grading Linden square. Two diagonal walks have 
been built across the square, and the remainder of the lot 
planted and seeded. The whole piece was enclosed by a stone 
curbing. 

Linden Park. 

On May 25th, all of the parties owning an interest in “ Lin- 
den Park,” so called, a triangular piece of land on Linden 
place, containing 14,200 square feet, signed a deed transferring 
all their rights in the land to the town for a park. As the 
Park Commissioners have no authority to accept the land 
without a vote of the town, the matter will be referred to the 
next town meeting to grant the requisite authority. 

Maintenance. 

Mr. David H. Sheehan is in charge of the work of main- 
taining the parks and public grounds. A portion of the 
appropriation has been expended under the direction of 
the Engineer on the repairs of the park drive opposite the 
southerly end of Leverett Pond. At this point there has been 
a settlement in the road. When the drive had been brought 
to grade it was surfaced with trap rock from Westfield, Mass. 

A large amount of mud was removed from Leverett Pond 
opposite the mouth of Village Brook where sediment is 
deposited after every rain. This mud has been collecting 
since 1898, and it will be necessary to remove it whenever it 
accumulates sufficiently to appear above the surface of the 
pond. 

The parks, school-house lots, playgrounds, squares, town 
hall and library grounds, and other public grounds in the 
town, which are all in the charge of the Commissioners, 
have received the usual care during the past year. 

Appropriation. 

The following appropriation will be required for the ensuing 

year: For maintenance of parks and all public grounds, 


$8,500.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PLANTING TREES. 


There are now, according to actual count by the Town 
Forester, six thousand four hundred and ninety-seven (6,497) 
trees in Brookline, under the charge of this Committee, and 
the labor of caring for them increases yearly. 

There seems to be a prevalent idea that after a tree is once 
planted and wired it needs little or no attention for some 
time; whereas, in point of fact, it needs more or less constant 
oversight. The wire guard may be broken or chafe the stem 
of the young tree; caterpillars or borers may infest it; water- 
ing may be necessary in dry time, and its branches often need 
pruning to prevent interference with teams or foot passengers, 
so that the cost of maintenance becomes a very considerable 
item of expense. 

Last summer it was found that the regular appropriation of 
two thousand dollars ($2,000) was likely to run out before the 
close of the fiscal year, and the Committee felt obliged to 
discharge the Town Forester’s assistant, who was doing work 
much needed in pruning and refitting wire guards. This 
maintenance is now, in consequence, much behindhand, and 
we hope that an increased appropriation of say two hundred 
dollars ($200) will be allowed this coming season to meet the 
probable emergency. 

It may be urged that the Committee might have used the 
$168.37 available from the Warren Tree Fund for this purpose, 
but it was deemed better judgment to retain this for special 
use in case of a bad wind or ice storm, when a great deal of 
heavy pruning becomes necessary. Another added expense is 
the advance in price of wire netting for tree guards. 

The Committee was able to effect one very profitable trans- 
action through the liberality of Mr. Charles U. Cotting. He 
wanted one hundred and ten rock maple set out at once on 
newly developed land in Longwood. If he had waited until 
the new roads thereon were accepted the town would have 
been obliged to furnish the trees and plant them. Instead, he 
bought the trees from the Town Nursery for $110, and set 

17 
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them out at his own expense, and this sum was credited to 
our account, so that we really have had $2,110 to expend the 
past season, and felt short at that. 

Of course it is possible to get along with whatever appro- 
priation the town decides to grant, but the Committee feels 
that the interests of all concerned would be best served by an 
appropriation of $2,200, rather than $2,000, as formerly, owing 
principally to the very large increase in the costs of mainte- 
nance. 

There were planted the past season seventy-five trees on 
Addington road, thirteen on Addington path, fifty-eight on 
Salisbury road, and about twenty others here and there in 
replacement where they were injured or destroyed. The 
one hundred and ten trees set for Mr. Cotting will undoubtedly 
become town trees later. 

The Tree Committee has ordered the removal of public 
shade trees as follows: Two lindens and one elm from westerly 
side of Fisher avenue; one linden from northeast corner of 
Fisher avenue and Holland road; one elm from southerly side 
of Linden street, near Harvard street; two maples from 
northerly side of Longwood avenue, near St. Paul street; four 
elms from northerly side of Vernon street, near Harvard 
street; one maple from southerly side of Winchester street; 
one elm from easterly side of Babcock street; one elm from 
westerly side of High street; one ash from the westerly 
side of St. Paul street; one elm from southerly side of Long- 
wood avenue between St. Paul street and Sewall avenue; five 
trees on the westerly side of Prospect street, in front of new 
Police Station; and four trees in front of Mr. Hartt’s new 
avenue entrance on Goddard avenue. 

Balance returned to Town Treasury at close of fiscal year, 
February 1, $57.46.

A large percentage of the sales of lots in recent years has 
been to out-of-town people. A careful investigation of the 
prices at the various cemeteries in and around Boston has 
been made, and it was found that the prices in Walnut Hills 
were lower than in any other cemetery. As the area that can 
be used for burial purposes is limited, and the number of lots 
remaining unsold is restricted, and as it was considered that 
the cemetery was established primarily for our own towns- 
people, the trustees have recently established a new scale of 
prices for lots, as follows, viz. :—

The Trustees have to report that the receiving tomb is in a 
very unsatisfactory condition, —it has been almost entirely 
rebuilt since the original construction, and is now again in 
fully as bad a condition. It is built into a bank, which is 
largely a ledge, and the water makes its way into the walls, 
which in winter freezes and forces the walls out of place. It 
is recommended that an entirely new structure be built out of 
ground. The Trustees have visited the various cemeteries in 
the vicinity, and are convinced that this form is the only one 
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that will be satisfactory. They have also obtained plans and 
approximate estimates for a structure that they think will be 
appropriate, simple and economical in design, and useful for 
many years to come. 

There has never been any good accommodations for the 
horse and such vehicles as are needed at the cemetery. The 
small shed which was originally built has been patched on 
from time to time and used for a stable, and the carts have 
been left out of doors for want of room. The location of this 
shed seems to be the best one for the proposed receiving tomb, 
and the Trustees recommend that a suitable stable with sheds 
and an enclosed yard be built elsewhere. 

The $2,000 appropriated by the town last year has been 
used in trenching a large area of land for single graves; this 
required a great deal of blasting, and in many ways it was an 
expensive piece of work. The trenching, however, has been 
practically done, but the ground requires loaming and seeding. 
A large quantity of loam can be had from the “ Denny Farm” 
at a comparatively low price, and the Trustees recommend an 
appropriation for this purpose.

REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD. 


The Brookline Water Board herewith submits its twenty- 
fourth annual report, it being for the fiscal year ending Janu- 
ary 31,1900. As in former years the report of the Superin- 
tendent of the works and the engineers at the pumping stations, 
with pumping statistics, are appended. 

At the annual town meeting held March 30, 1899, Mr. 
Charles E. Riley was elected a member of the Board for three 
years. The Board organized by the choice of William K. 
Melcher as chairman, and Zeph. R. Forbes was appointed as 
registrar and clerk. 

The department has made more than the ordinary gain in 
street-mains and service-pipes laid the past season, and a greater 
amount of water has been pumped than in any previous year. 


Extensions. 

In addition to the regular work of the department we have 
been obliged to care for the water-mains and service-pipes in 
the route of the thirty-six-inch gas-main laid by the Massachu- 
setts Pipe Line Co. through Washington and Harvard Streets. 
This work consisted of relaying all pipes which come within 
the location of this pipe. The cost of these changes was 
$916.32 and was assumed by the Massachusetts Pipe Line Co. 

The development of a large tract of land in the vicinity of 
Newton and La Grange streets necessitated laying a water- 
main from the high-service station, which is located at the 
junction of Newton and Grove streets, to this district. It was 
deemed for the best interests of the town, in view of the future 
needs of this district, to lay a twelve-inch main through New- 
ton street to the property to be supplied. The pipe was con- 
tracted for on July 26, and on its delivery work was at once 
commenced. Owing to very favorable weather the work was 
completed before frost interfered with outside work. 

At a town meeting held July 7, this Board was authorized 
to lay a water-main in Reservoir lane. Considerable difficulty 
was experienced in obtaining a location through this way as 
the Metropolitan Water Board had made a taking of nearly 
the whole of the street. A location was finally agreed upon 
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which was satisfactory to the Metropolitan Water Board and 
this Board, and plans of the same were placed on record. The 
work was completed in the late fall, and the water turned on, 
thus affording the residents of this district a domestic and fire 
supply which they have never before had. 

Beside the above-mentioned special work, numerous short 
extensions to our system have been made. For a detail of this 
work attention is called to the report of the Superintendent 
hereto appended. 

The contract for cast-iron pipe and special castings for the 
coming season has, in accordance with authority granted by 
the town, been awarded, and the material will be delivered in 
the early spring. 


Maintenance. 

The rapid growth of the town and the consequent increased 
demand for water has made it necessary that steps should be 
taken to obtain the right to take additional water from Charles 
River. This matter was brought before the town at a town 
meeting held Nov. 9, 1899, and the following vote was passed : 

Voted, That the Water Board and Selectmen be authorized to apply to 
the next General Court for an act authorizing Brookline to take addi- 
tional water from Charles River. 

In conformity with the above vote the Water Board and 
Selectmen have presented a bill to the Legislature authorizing 
Brookline to take an additional two million gallons of water 
from Charles River per day. 

The method of obtaining this additional supply has been ' 
submitted to the State Board of Health, as required by law, 
(Chapter 875, Acts of 1888,) and after careful investigation on 
their part, has been approved. The bill is at present before 
the Legislature. 

During the early part of the season it was found that the 
water-ends of the Blake pump at the High-Service Station 
were leaking. Patching was resorted to without permanent 
effect and it became evident that new castings would have to 
be purchased. The matter was brought before the town at a 
town meeting held July 7, 1899, and the necessary appropria- 
tion ($1,500) made. The work was completed in the early fall, 
and since this time the pump has worked in a satisfactory 
manner. 
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Meters. 

It will be seen, on referring to the statement of water rates 
received during the past year, that considerably more than one- 
half of this sum has been paid by the meter method. As 
meters, with few exceptions, are only set at the request of the 
consumer, this practical indorsement of the system which we 
believe to be the most equitable, is encouraging. The use of 
the meter is beneficial to both the consumer and the town. 
By its use the consumer pays for water actually consumed on 
his premises and no more. For the town the meter serves to 
check waste and leakage far more successfully than any system 
of house to house inspection.

Quality of Water. 

No changes in the quality of water supplied to the town have 
been observed during the past year, its previous high standard 
having been fully maintained. The State Board of Health, in 
reply to our request for advice regarding an additional supply, 
makes the following statement: “The water obtained from 
your present works is of excellent appearance, being clear, 
nearly colorless, and otherwise of good quality, and since a 
covered reservoir has been: provided, the quality does not dete- 
riorate in the distributing system.” 

The continued dry weather during the first of the season, 
while severely crippling many public water supplies, did not 
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affect, either in quality or quantity, the supply of this town, 
but convinced us that legislation should be obtained authoriz- 
ing the taking of an additional supply. 

The land owned by the town, from which our supply is 
drawn, is extensive, and a future supply, much in addition to 
that now obtained, can be had at a small expense. 

All the buildings, reservoirs and stand-pipes connected with 
this department are in good condition, and, with the exception 
of the high-service stand-pipe, which should be painted both 
inside and out, will not require more than the ordinary repairs 
during the coming year.

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The amount recommended for general extensions is $500 in 
excess of the sum appropriated for this purpose at the last annual 
town meeting. This increase is made necessary by the advance 
in price of all pipes and fittings used for this work. 

We have not been able to finish the extension of the main 
pipe in Wolcutt road within about 1,100 feet owing to the 
uncompleted condition of the street. The main authorized to 
be laid in Cypress street, between Walnut and Franklin streets, 
has not been laid as it is impracticable to do this work until 
the street is widened. We therefore turn back tothe town an 
unexpended balance of $1,037.57 on our extension account. It 
is proposed to lay the above-mentioned mains as soon as the 
condition of the streets will allow, and charge the cost of the 
same to general extensions. 

Our works have greatly increased during the past years, but 
owing to the saving in coal, effected by the high duty pump- 
ing engine, no additional appropriation for maintenance has 
been required for the past three years. An addition will be 
necessary the coming year to provide for a greater coal con- 
sumption at the pumping stations, for general increased cost 
for maintaining our plant, and for care and repair of our 
meters. 

There has been an increase of 110,058,947 gallons of water 
consumed the past year over that of the previous year, and to 
provide for the requirements of the coming season, at least one 
hundred and twenty-five tons of coal in addition to our regular 
order must be purchased. This, together with the increased 
cost of the care of the works and the repairs of meters, brings 
the cost of maintenance to the amount as above stated. 

The appropriations recommended for salaries are the same as 
the amounts appropriated for the past year.

The most valuable parts of all town reports are, of course, 
the tables, precise. statements of work aay and the 
recommendations. 

Sometimes it seems hardly necessary to add more; but per- 
haps it is wise to say a few words in explanation and in com- 
parison with former years, that a better understanding may be 
obtained. 

A brief summary of the year’s work, etc., is as follows : — 

Over five miles of street-mains have been laid the past 
season, which is a greater amount of work of this kind than 
has been done during any other year since the original con- 
struction was completed. 

It will be seen that thirty-nine new liydrants have been set, 
all of which were connected with the new mains. 

The number of service-pipes laid was unusually large, and, 
with the exception of one year, has not been exceeded since 
this work was done by the town. 

The new 12-inch main in Newton street insures an ample 
supply of water to that part of the town for many years to 
come. 

The widening of Boylston street will undoubtedly bring the 
Jand in this neighborhood (Newton street) in the market soon, 
and a good revenue can be expected from the money invested 
before the expiration of the 5 per cent guarantee. 

We have not much to record which is new in the regular 
maintenance of the works, as the routine of one year is quite 
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like that of another, and, with the exception of replacing the 
pump-barrels of the Blake engine at the High-Service Station, 
made necessary by cracks which appeared in them, nothing has 
occurred out of the usual. 

No leak has been found in the street or force mains. Four 
or five leaks have been repaired in the service-pipes, all of 
them occurring in the lead connections. 

No service-pipe has been stopped up by rust. 

The hydrants have received the usual attention, and as they 
are scattered over the entire town, the time required to care 
for them is considerable. It is intended to paint all of them 
in early spring. 

It is perhaps well to note that the hydrants made by the 
Boston Machine Company twenty-six years ago still continue 
to do good service, and with the slight repairs which can be 
made, as needed, by our own men, they can be safely depended 
on for as many years to come. 

Some diking has been done on the meadows at Cow Bay to 
keep off the water during stages of moderately high river, and 
a few low places filled up. The fences around the meadows 
have been kept in repair. 

It may be wise to employ a man during the summer months, 
in the near future, to keep people from trespassing on these 
grounds. 

The severely dry weather of the summer and fall did not 
affect the wells as much as was expected, and an abundant 
supply of water was always in reach of the pumps. 

The usual care has been taken of the grounds around the 
pumping stations. ' 
Attention has been called in former reports to the natural 
beauty of this neighborhood, and it is hoped that more citizens 

will visit it in the future. 

The Allis pump at the Low-Service Station still continues 
to do excellent work without repairs, except those ordinarily 
expected. All the water has been pumped with this engine 
the past year. 

If the town succeeds in obtaining a right from the legisla- 
ture to take a larger quantity of water from the wells, as it 
undoubtedly will, a new engine should be purchased in 1901, 
as the old spare engines will not be able to keep up the supply 
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much longer when repairs are needed on, or an accident should 
occur, to the Allis engine. 

Estimates and plans can be made in the meantime, and all 
information in relation to cost, etc., made ready to submit to 
the town in the next annual report. 

The consumption of water, as might be expected in a very dry 
season, is much larger than it would have been if more rain 
had fallen to wet the lawns and streets, and shows an increase 
of twenty per cent. The daily consumption per capita for all 
water pumped was eighty-six gallons. 

The population of Brookline is increasing rapidly, and it is 
to be expected that a larger quantity of water will be required 
each year. 

More time is needed each year to read, test, and repair 
meters, but we believe this is the business way to sell water, 
and consequently all the necessary labor is cheerfully per- 
formed. } 

Several new telephone poles in the line to the pumping 
station have been set in the place of decayed ones, and the 
coming season more must be changed. 

The high-service tank should be painted inside and out as 
soon as the weather becomes fit. We find that the work 
should be done once in three years. 

Few repairs will be needed on any building of the depart- 
ment. 

If the Jamaica Plain Gas Company can be induced to lay a 
gas pipe in Gardner street to Cow Island it will be wise to 
pipe the Low-Service Pumping Station and use gas for lighting. 
The piping from the street and in the building could be done 
by our own men and the cost to the town therefore would be 

small. | |

FORTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 





The report of the Librarian will show the work in which 
the Trustees have been engaged during the past year. 

Mr. Charles C. Soule, moving from town last autumn, 
resigned his position on the board. He was an earnest, hard- 
working member, with the interest of the Library always at 
his heart; never economical of the time he gave towards pro- 
moting its welfare, and peculiarly fitted to be an efficient 
trustee, which he was. Ata convention of the Trustees with 
the Selectmen, the Rev. W. H. Lyon, D.D., was unanimously 
chosen to succeed him. 

The growth of the town, and its resulting demands upon the 
Library, has obliged us to increase our working force, and an 
additional assistant, Miss Annie J. Gray, has been appointed. 
To relieve our rather small reference room, which was often 
crowded by school children, and to carry out active plans the 
School Committee had in relation to the Library and the 
school children, a room has been opened in the basement, 
directly under the reading room. The fact that the children 
have been thus transferred from upstairs to the new room 
below has proved a great comfort to the older patrons of the 
reference room. MissH. H. Stanley has been placed in charge 
of the new room, which at considerable expense, under a 
special appropriation of the town made a year ago, has been 
supplied with reference books and school books for the work 
desired. Lectures are here given by Miss Stanley to the vari- 
ous school classes on different themes. ‘The popularity of the 
room on the part of the younger members of the community 
is evidence of its need. While meeting the needs for which 
it was opened, being light, cheery and convenient, it is still 
far from being entirely satisfactory, but is the best that, under 
existing circumstances, could be provided. Its distance from 
the delivery desk, when it should be near enough to allow 
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Miss Stanley to supervise the books asked for by the school 
children, its almost lack of inside connection with the Library 
proper, its limitations as to size, which will soon be outgrown, 
make it far from being the ideal reference room, and add force 
to the gradually growing feeling that the present library 
building will not, in the near future, be sufficiently large, and 
cannot be thoroughly well adapted to our growing needs. 

It is hoped that on the opening of the various electrics con- 
templated by the town, the Library will be brought within 
easy and convenient reach of every person. 

For the details of the past year’s work, as'has been already 
stated, reference is made to the full report of the Librarian.

To the Trustees : — 

I have the honor to submit my report for the year ending 
January 31, 1900. 

Library and Schools. 

By far the most important development of the year has been 
extension of work with the schools. 

A special appropriation of $2,500 was received last spring for 
fitting up a basement room under Gardner Hall for reference 
use by school children, and an additional appropriation of 
$2,000 was obtained for furnishings, books and maintenance. 

An outside entrance and flight of stairs leading to this base- 
ment had to be constructed; the foundation walls were cut 
through to allow of enlarging the old windows and inserting 
five new ones; electric lights and Welsbach burners were 
introduced, and a complete system of heating and ventilating 
installed, with an electric fan forcing in fresh air over a coil 
of steam pipes and driving out stale air through a flue. The 
room was painted, carpeted with linoleum, and furnished with 
shelving, tables, and chairs for fifty readers. The result is a 
light, attractive and unusually well-ventilated room. 

Nine hundred books, recommended by the School Com- 
mittee, together with a good collection of works of reference, 
have been purchased and located in this room; and Miss 
Harriet H. Stanley, formerly a school teacher of several years’ 
successful experience, and latterly, after graduation. from the 
Albany Library School, for four years librarian of the public 
library at Southbridge, Mass., was secured to take charge of 
the department. 

Miss Stanley entered upon her duties, and the room was 
opened, on October 2d. Her primary duty is to take charge 
of the school-reference room during the hours it is open, — 
from two to six o’clock week-day afternoons, and from nine to 
twelve also Saturday mornings. She explains the use of refer- 
ence books, and otherwise assists the children constantly 
referred to the room by their teachers to look up topics of 
study. 
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The bulk of the books in this room were selected for sup- 
plementary reading in connection with school lessons. Besides 
the children using reference books, others flock to the room to 
read along the lines of their studies, both at the recommenda- 
tion of their teachers, and also of their own inclination; and 
Miss Stanley helps them select books suited to their wants. 
The attendance during the four months the room has been 
open amounted to 3,695 readers. It is steadily growing, and it 
is interesting to note that an increasingly large proportion of 
the children come with a definite purpose. 

In morning hours the school-reference room is at the service 
of teachers wishing to bring classes to the Library for study 
of particular subjects. Not only the books in the room, but 
all other material in the Library illustrating the topic, is, upon 
request, set apart for inspection. By examination of such a 
collection, useful information is acquired ; by comparison of 
different works, the power of discrimination is trained; but, 
above all, from an exhibition of this kind most of the children 
gain their first insight into the resources of a library. 

Half a dozen teachers have thus far availed themselves of 
the privilege of bringing classes to the Library for study. 

The books in the school-reference room were designed, not 
only for use on the premises, but especially for use at school. 
In addition to the “teacher’s card,” a special “class card ” is 
issued to each teacher by which she may draw twenty books 
for the use of her class. Upon request, a collection of books 
on a specified subject is made up and sent to the school. The 
books may relate strictly to studies, or may be of general 
interest; they may be used in the schoolroom, or may be 
loaned to pupils to take home. The system is by no means 
in full operation yet. Thirty-four. teachers, however, have 
applied for “class cards,” 688 volumes have been issued on 
them, and 235 of them, on which reports have been received, 
were loaned 698 times to pupils for home use. 

The school-reference librarian purposes frequent visiting at 
the schools to come in contact with teachers, learn their wants 
and enable them to consult her readily. Extensive effort in 
that direction has as yet been prevented by the work of organ- 
izing a new department, and the mechanical labor of classify- 
ing, shelf-listing and labeling in three months nearly a thou- 
sand volumes. Sixty-two teachers, however, have come to the 
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Library to examine the new collection, or to consult with the 
school-reference librarian. 

Preparation of useful lists of books is a recognized function 
of the Library. A comprehensive catalogue of children’s books 
in the general library has been compiled, and is nearly ready 
for the press. A briefer list, covering the books in the school- 
reference room has already been prepared, and is in the hands 
of the printer. It will shortly be distributed to the teachers. 

Besides general assistance, the school-reference librarian 
gives definite instruction upon books as sources of information, 
and relative to methods of using the Library. Her purpose is 
to teach simple and elementary facts regarding books, which, 
while prerequisite to their intelligent use, unless systematically 
learned, are likely never to be acquired. With this end in 
view, a course of three lectures has been prepared, and they 
are being given, — the first to each class in the eighth grammar 
grade, the second to the ninth grade, the third to the first-year 
pupils in the high school. 

The simplest lecture deals with the book itself. The chil- 
dren are shown a title-page and told the meaning of the 
imprint, —publisher’s name, place and date of publication. 
Turning the page, they are shown the copyright entry, and 
are told its meaning, how long copyright lasts, why the date 
of copyright is often different from and more important than 
the date on the title-page; and finally are reminded of the 
clause in the Constitution authorizing Congress to grant copy- 
right. Proceeding, the value of preface or introduction is 
suggested, the difference between a table of contents and an 
index is described, and how and when to use each. Finally, 
the chief steps in the manufacture of a book are detailed. The 
sheets of paper are exhibited as first printed, and are then 
folded into signatures; the manner in which the signatures 
are sewn on the bands is indicated, and the way the back is 
rounded, the covers laced on, sided up and backed. Each step 
is illustrated by books in different stages of binding; and as 
the process is explained, it is carefully demonstrated how care- 
less treatment injures the books. We are confident that more 
careful handling of the books has resulted already from the 
children’s having gained an intelligent comprehension of how 
the book is made, why shutting a pencil in it starts the 
bands, or opening it improperly breaks the back. 
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The lecture given to ninth-grade pupils deals chiefly with 
the contents and use of common reference books, — diction- 
aries, encyclopedias, gazetteers, biographical dictionaries, cer- 
tain hand-books and almanacs, and Poole’s Index.. The 
lecture, conducted largely by means of questioning, holds the 
interest of the children; while the answers to a set of test 
questions at the close show that the lesson has been grasped 
and can be applied. 

For the high school, the lecture will deal with more advanced 
reference books and the use of the card catalogue. The class 
in government also received a lesson in indexing, and its 
members voluntarily undertook the preparation of an 
index to back volumes of Zhe Chronicle, which, when com- 
pleted, will be of lasting value in connection with Brookline 
history. 

Some of the children attending these lectures have never 
been inside the building before. Through the lectures, each 
child is brought to the Library at least twice in his life, given 
an idea of its value, and the methods of obtaining cards and 
drawing books, — matters which otherwise some of them are 
too shy to inquire about. Moreover, our experience of the 
difficulty found by not a few of their elders in consulting refer- 
ence books, sometimes even in using the card catalogue, assures 
us of the value of these lessons to the pupils. The lectures 
have thus far been given to about four hundred children. 
Inquiries instituted a year ago showed that only 52 per cent 
of the school children over twelve years of age had taken out 
library cards. At this date 66 per cent of the children entitled 
to cards are registered at the Library, and many of the others 
state that they are in the habit of using their parents’ 
cards. 

The work has been inaugurated but a very few months. 
The co-operation of the Superintendent of Schools and teachers 
has been most cordial. Above the information acquired by the 
_ pupils, we value certain indirect results. For there is already 
observable a distinctly better appreciation on the part of the 
children of the value and dignity of a Library, a disposition to 
conduct themselves accordingly, and a desire to make of it the 
best use. 

Notwithstanding the attractive quarters secured for the 
school-reference room, its necessary location in the basement, 
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remote from delivery desk and card catalogue, is a serious 
drawback. Itis highly important to place the whole collection 
of children’s books in such a room, and to issue them from it. 
The value of allowing children, teachers and parents to come 
in direct contact with the books and with the assistant issuing 
them so that she may counsel and guide the children in their 
choice, is very great. In the branch libraries of the Boston 
Public Library where, owing to construction, general access to 
the shelves was impossible, it was deemed of sufficient impor- 
tance to have the children’s books accessible, to justify build- 
ing special shelves for these collections in the delivery halls. 
No part of our main floor admits of such use, nor, owing 
to the location of the school-reference room, is it possible 
to shelve and issue the general collection of children’s books 
there. 


Children’s Reading Room. 


The establishment of the school-reference room has not 
diminished the use of the children’s reading room. Neither of 
these rooms alone is large enough to accommodate all the 
children who resort to the Library. Therefore, while the 
school-reference room is devoted chiefly to studious purposes, — 
the other room is given over to purely recreative reading. 

The collection of books in’this room was meager, worn and 
soiled. During the year the shelves have been enlarged, worn 
books discarded, 524 new books carefully selected and pur- © 
chased, and a typewritten catalogue provided. 

In the past, little could be attempted in this room beyond 
the maintenance of order, which was efficiently preserved by 
Mr. Orcutt. With the beginning of the year Miss Grace A. 
Robarts was engaged to take charge from three till six o’clock. 
During the summer her place was filled temporarily by Miss 
Mary Sanborn, and in the fall, when other obligations com- 
pelled Miss Robarts to relinquish the work, it was taken up 
by Miss Andrina L. Thompson. Their endeavors have been 
confined to one simple purpose, — to lead the children to read 
properly and continuously. Children in a room of this kind 
are apt to turn from book to book, glancing at a passage or 
picture here and there, but scarcely reading a single page con- 
nectedly. Miss Robarts and Miss Thompson, both having 
experience in teaching, have been singularly successful in

reaching and interesting the children. While younger chil- 
dren naturally prefer pictures, the amount of quiet and sys- 
tematic reading done by older ones is very satisfactory. The 
number visiting the room was 18,794, against 12,823 the year 
previous, a gain of 47 per cent. Part of this increase is 
accounted for by the fact that the experiment was tried suc- 
cessfully of opening the room for five hours daily during the 
summer vacation, during which period the attendance num- 
bered 2,365. Those in charge of the room have put their 
hearts into the work, and are to be congratulated on the 
results. | 

The walls have been made attractive by pictures and photo- 
graphs, — several of them gifts from persons interested. The 
air of the room, unfortunately, is extremely bad. There is no 
means of ventilation except through open windows.

The total circulation for home use was 104,454 volumes, 
against 97,311 volumes the year previous, showing a gain of 
7,143 volumes, the largest increase since 1894 when the two- 
book system was introduced. 

The number of books not owned, of which copies were 
borrowed from other libraries for readers here, was 34, against 
6 volumes the year previous. We are indebted to the Boston 
Public Library, the Boston Athenzeum and the Harvard Col- 
lege Library for the courtesy of inter-lbrary loans. 

The number of volumes bound was 1,726, against 642 last 
year. This large increase is due to the fact that many of the 
bound volumes of periodicals had become sadly in need of 
rebinding. The collection was examined from piste to 
end and 884 volumes picked out and rebound. 

One thousand, two hundred and twenty-six new cards were 
issued, against a corresponding figure of 880 last year, a gain 
of 39 per cent.

The total number of new books added was 4,441, against 
2,864 the year previous, an increase of 1,577. This increase is 
due to the purchase of 937 volumes for the school reference 
room and 524 for the children’s reading room, as explained 
above. 

A collection of German works, chiefly fiction, numbering 
nearly a hundred volumes was purchased last autumn. The 
Library previously owned practically nothing in the line of light 
German literature, and these accessions have found large circu- 
lation. My cordial thanks are due Mrs. S. N. D. North, and 
later to Mr. Carl Schoenhof of this town, for kind assistance in 
making the selection. 

A catalogue containing the titles of all the French and Ger- 
man works of general interest has been compiled and printed, 
and is on sale at the desk. 

In connection with a bibliography of Brookline compiled by 
Mr. C. K. Bolton and printed by the Historical Publication 
Society, systematic efforts were made to secure so far as feas- 
ible copies of all official publications relating to the town not 
already owned by the Library. Through the courtesy of the 
town officials, some 250 pamphlets, broadsides, maps, etc., were 
secured, making a valuable addition to our Brookline alcove. 
Extra copies of the bibliography were purchased, which will 
serve admirably as a printed catalogue of this collection. In 
the possession of many citizens there is doubtless much ma- 
terial of this kind of but little interest tothe owners. If given 
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to the Library, it would be certain of preservation and would 
aid towards completing our collection of material bearing upon 
the history of the town. 

The music collection had received little or no addition since 
March, 1897. It has been strengthened by the addition 
of 74 volumes, each comprising a number of pieces bound 
together. | 

For purposes of general reference, nothing, perhaps, is so 
important as a good collection of bound files of the periodi- 
cals referred to in Poole’s Index. Systematic effort has 
been made to fill gaps in our broken sets. In the past four- 
teen months duplicate volumes and scattering numbers of old 
periodicals, aggregating in all some two thousand numbers, 
were exchanged, and 62 volumes lacking in our sets were 
obtained inreturn. One hundred and twenty-two volumes also 
were purchased, and orders are outstanding for others, which 
when received should constitute a fairly complete collection, 
adequate for all our needs. 

Two hundred and ninety-five titles of English fiction were 
purchased, against 223 the year previous; while fifteen copies 
of David Harum, ten each of Richard Carvel and of Janice 
Meredith, and from two to five of many novels of less note, 
testify to a generous policy of multiplying copies of popular 
works. 

The photographs of paintings, numbering 700, have been 
placed in cabinets which admit of their being easily inspected 
and handled. They are examined frequently at the Library, 
and 612 photographs and plates have been issued for home use. 
The collection, though small as yet, is being enlarged as rapidly 
as is feasible. 

The need of additional space necessitated a general clearing 
out of many years’ accumulation of books and pamphlets, 
which, being duplicates or otherwise unsuitable, were not 
intended for incorporation in the Library. Besides periodicals 
referred to above, ten cases of duplicate Massachusetts public 
documents were returned to the State Library ; nineteen sacks 
of United States documents were shipped to the Superinten- 
dent of Documents, Washington ; four large cases of miscel- 
laneous volumes were sent to the Public Library in Andover, 
Maine. The space gained by this disposition of useless material 
has no more than accommodated the current growth of the 
Library. 
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Free Access to the Shelves. 


The plan of admitting the public to the alcoves, except those 
containing fiction, was entered upon last year experimentally. 
It has been extended so that persons over eighteen years of 
age are now allowed unrestricted access to the shelves in every 
part of the Library. Resort to the alcoves is very general. 
Exact statistics are unavailable, but it is estimated that over 
3,000 volumes were taken down from the shelves by the public 
during the month of January alone. This, of course, involves 
additional labor for the library staff, but not inconvenience to 
readers. No more important privilege, perhaps, can be granted 
by a library, and judging from many warm expressions of 
approval, it seems to be appreciated accordingly. 


Minor Matters. 


Four exhibitions of pictures or photographs have been held, 
namely, a group of engravings from the Century Gallery of 
Portraits, photographs appropriate to Easter, colored plates 
illustrating the history of ornament — all from our own col- 
lections, and a set of fine photographs of Alaskan and Canadian 
scenery, kindly loaned by Mr. James M. Codman. 

The detection and fumigation or destruction of all books 
exposed to contagious disease is for libraries a grave problem. 
With us it has been happily solved through the kind co-opera- 
tion of the Board of Health. Their agent calls at all houses 
where cases of dangerous diseases occur, collects the library 
books, and destroys them or fumigates them thoroughly with 
formaldehyde gas, as the case may require. 

Substantial improvements have been made in the main 
entrance. The old doors which were very heavy have been 
discarded, and new doors substituted which open more easily 
and admit light to the delivery hall. At the same time the 
vestibule was painted a light color, a new electric light fixture 
installed, and the glass in the swinging doors enlarged. 

Three rooms in the basement have been painted. There have 
also been provided a case for folio books, a much needed case 
for storing sheet maps, about seventy feet of rough shelving 
over Gardner Hall, additional shelving for newspapers, a 
letter-copier, and other appliances for economy of administra- 
tion. 
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Gifts. 


A list of donors is appended as usual. Among the most 
noteworthy gifts were a collection of miscellaneous books from 
Mr. Andrew Robeson and a bound set of the Illustrated London 
News given as a Stanton Blake Memorial by Mrs. Arthur W. 
Blake. Our thanks are due to the Hon. Charles F. Sprague, 
who not only caused to be sent us the United States documents 
desired, but in certain instances where the documents were 
not available for free distribution, purchased and presented 
them to the Library. 

There have also been received, from Mrs. Edward A. Wild, 
General Wild’s army trunk, presented to him by Brookline 
ladies, and containing many curious and interesting relics ; three 
engravings of paintings by Landseer, from Miss Adele Thayer ; 
an engraving of Daniel Webster, from the Misses Stevenson ; 
a framed photograph of Chief-Justice Mason of this town, from 
Mr. O. B. Mowry; and a facsimile of Washington’s farewell 
address, from Miss Cummings. 

A plaster bust of the late Bishop Brooks, by Hugh Cairns, 
has been deposited here by Mr. George B. Dexter ; and a bronze 
bust of Louis XIV., supposed to be the work of Le Brun, has 
been loaned by Mr. Norman F. Hesseltine. 


Service. 


Miss Charlotte M. Allen was appointed, February Ist, to fill 
the vacancy in the library staff, and Miss Annie Joslyn Gray 
was added to the force December 1st. 

The conduct of a library depends largely upon the members 
of its staff. They have discharged their responsibilities faith- 
fully. I am unable to discriminate where each has labored 
with earnestness and intelligence.

The original appropriation for the building was $45,000 and 
at the town meeting held on July 7th an additional appropria- 
tion of $2,000 was made.

Pierce Grammar School. 

The work on the new Pierce Grammar School building is in 
charge ofa special committee appointed by the town and is 
progressing very favorably. It is hoped that the building 
will be completed and ready for occupancy in September, but 
it will not be advisable to transfer pupils to the building until 
the approaches and the grading are fully completed, which 
may delay its occupancy until the Christmas vacation. When 
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this building is occupied it will be necessary to make very 
extensive repairs in the old school building adjoining, and if 
it shall be finally decided to abandon the Pierce Primary build- 
ing for school purposes, it will doubtless be found necessary to 
enlarge the old Pierce Grammar School by the addition of two, 
or possibly four, rooms. The matter of repairs and these pos- 
sible additions will be considered by the Committee and re- 
ported to the town at a future meeting. 


Manual Training High School. | 

For several years the study of manual training was limited 
to the upper classes in the grammar schools, but as the wis- 
dom of further developing the system was demonstrated, it 
was gradually extended into the High School work, until it is 
now a most important part of one of the four well-defined 
courses of study offered to the pupils of that school. The 
girls are well accommodated in the High School building itself, 
but the boys are compelled to go to the Lincoln School for 
their shop work. The accommodations here are scant and it 
is necessary to divide the classes into sections. At the beginning 
of this school year thirty-seven boys of the entering class 
elected the technical course, but only thirty could be accommo- 
dated even after the class was divided, and as it was not ad- 
visable to have more than two sections in a class, seven of 
these boys were obliged to take the general course instead. 
The upper class, owing to lack of equipment, has been com- 
pelled to abandon the shop work, and in place thereof the 
pupils are taking courses in bookkeeping, arithmetic, etc. 
The building adjoining the William H. Lincoln Grammar 
School was built for a Manual Training High School, but the 
number of pupils has increased so rapidly in that district that 
all the rooms are needed for grammar school purposes. 

The law requiring every city or town of twenty thousand 
inhabitants or more to maintain a manual training depart- 
ment in connection with its high school system went into 
effect in September, 1895. 


Your Committee reported last year that: — 


“ The facilities for manual training in connection with the 
High School provided at the William H. Lincoln building have 
already proved inadequate, and the Committee recognize the 
need of a building near the High School for this purpose as 
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Manual Training High School. 


Gymnasium.

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most pressing at the present time. At the next town meeting 
they will therefore ask for authority to procure plans for such 
a building which shall be thoroughly adapted to the needs of 
this department.” 


The Superintendent in his report said: 


“Perhaps the next pressing demand to which the Building 
Committee will have to give attention is the need of a build- 
ing for manual training to be located near the High School. 
As the Committee has voted unanimously that such a build- 
ing-is needed nothing more need be said except that a vote of 
the town authorizing the Committee to procure plans and 
erect this building at the earliest possible moment should 
be secured.” 


At the annual meeting it was voted that the School Com- 
mittee be authorized to procure plans for a building for Manual 
Training purposes in connection with the High School, and 
that the sum of $500 be appropriated therefor. 

Mr. F. Joseph Untersee, who designed the Bath House, was 
invited to prepare plans for the building and also for a gym- 
nasium, which might be erected, if the town saw fit, at the 
school building, or at some future time. With the instructor 
in manual training, the architect has visited a number of 
buildings in this vicinity designed for the same purposes, and 
has presented for our consideration a set of plans which, if 
executed, will provide us with a building in every way admir- 
ably suited to its uses, and one which will be an ornament to 
the town. The size of the rooms was determined by plotting 
on the plans every bench, forge, anvil and piece of machinery 
which will be needed, and while the cost is more than we had 
at first anticipated, yet we are satisfied that the building is of 
the proper size and that it would be mistaken economy to 
make it any smaller. 


The following description of the building is furnished by the 
architect : — 


The proposed building is situated on the east side of the 
Public Baths with a frontage of 190 feet on Tappan street, and 
stands about 30 feet back from the street. We enter through 
triple arched openings into a commodious arched vestibule. 
From this proceeds a broad staircase leading up to the first 
floor, and two staircases leading down to the basement, into a 
corridor fourteen feet in width, running lengthwise of the 
building. This corridor is duplicated upon the two floors 
above, thus providing ample space for the free circulation of 
the occupants. 
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_ The room containing the ventilating machinery is situated 
under the broad stairs leading to the first floor. 

Across the corridor is the forge shop, the largest room in 
the building, being 77 feet long by 44 feet wide. It is lighted 
by 18 windows and a roof light 35 feet in length, and provides 
accommodation for 25 students, with individual forges, anvils 
and benches. The room also contains the customary instruc- 
tion benches and seats, and a glass-enclosed office and stock 
room. 

East of the forge shop is the wash room and the toilet room. 
The wash room is supplied with lockers, to contain the over- 
alls and blouses necessary for use in the forge shop, and is also 
provided with individual wash basins. 

On the opposite side of the corridor is the foundry, 28 x 50, 
with furnaces and instruction seats for 24 pupils. 

A stock room and lavatory open into the foundry. 

West of the forge shop is a large room, 32 x 50, devoted to 
the heating apparatus. A long incline is provided here for the 
easy removal of ashes. 

On the other side of the corridor is the engine and dynamo 
room, corresponding in size to the foundry. Between these 
two rooms accommodations are provided for the engineer. 

At the east end there is an exit into the passageway between 
the school and the gymnasium. 

All the rooms are well lighted and are sufficiently high to 
accommodate the shafting necessary for the operation of the 
machinery on the floor above. 

On the first floor at the east end of the building is a large 
machine shop, 72 feet long by 50 feet wide, lighted upon three 
sides. This room contains 24 engine lathes, 8 speed lathes, 
benches for chipping and filing, instruction seats and the mis- 
cellaneous lathes, drills, planers, and special machinery cus- 
tomary in such shops. 

Connected with the machine shop is the office and stock room 
and a large wash room. 

At the west end are the carpenter shop and the pattern 
shop. The carpenter shop is 28 x 50, with 24 benches, and is 
provided with a stock room. 

The pattern shop is 32 x 50, and contains 24 lathes. Opening 
into it is a room containing gig and circular saws. Between 
these two shops is a lavatory for the use of both. 

To the right of the entrance staircase, and on the front of 
the building is an office for the principal of the school. 

On the second floor the east wing is occupied by the mechani- 
cal drawing room and the library, each 28x50. The library 
is on the back of the building. The drawing room contains 12 
tables and 25 seats for instruction. 

Between this and the library there is a blue-print room, and 
a dark room for the developing of photographic negatives. 
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A large dressing room is connected with the mechanical 
drawing room, and on the opposite side of the corridor is a 
toilet room. 

The west wing includes another mechanical drawing room 
the same size as the first, and a lecture hall, 32 x 50, with seats 
for 132 pupils. Between these is another dressing room. 

To the right of the staircase is a room for the use of the 
teachers, and across the passageway one for the exhibition of 
models. 

The building is in the style of the Renaissance, with such 
modifications as are demanded by its location and the use to 
which it is to be put. The material employed is to be brick 
with limestone trimmings. The high basement is surmounted 
by a series of piers, carrying arches. The windows are in the 
curtain wall between these piers. The structure is crowned 
by a simple cornice and cresting. The three arched entrances 
are emphasized by being brought forward from the main wall 
of the building. In the same manner, the rooms at the extreme 
ends of the building are accentuated. 

The gymnasium at the left follows the lines of the main 
building in the basement story. The portion of the building 
above the basement is designed to balance the Bath House on 
the right. The gymnasium is connected with the school by 
a covered passageway. The basement of the former build- 
ing is used for bath rooms, locker and dressing rooms and 
offices ; the main floor contains the gymnastic apparatus, while 
the running track is in the gallery above. 


The school and gymnasium are so designed, with regard to 
the already existing Bath House, as to make of the three one 
harmonious group of buildings. 

The estimated cost of the school building is $112,000, and of 
the gymnasium $32,000. 

Heath School. 

This is a wooden building, originally built forty-five years 
ago, Which has been altered and enlarged at different times. 
Some years ago two rooms were added to the building on the 
street front and they are the only rooms which are fit for 
occupancy ; the rest of the building is antiquated, dark, incon- 
venient, and if we were to say unsanitary we would not be 
far wrong. When the kindergarten and the cooking school 
were introduced here, the only way to accommodate them was 
to divide the rear room in the lower story by a wooden parti- 
tion ; this answered fairly well for a time, but meanwhile the 
kindergarten has increased its numbers so that a larger room 
is needed, and the partition must be removed in order to give 
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these little folk the light and room to which they are entitled. 
We have carefully considered how the cooking school can be 
accommodated, and have concluded that it can best be done 
by enlarging the wood-working shop by adding another 
story, either by raising the roof or by raising the entire 
building. 

At the annual meeting in 1898 we asked for an appropria- 
tion of $2,000, our intention being to erect a two-story build- 
ing with accommodations for the boys in the first story, and 
for the girls in the second story, which is just what we 
now propose. We had previously estimated that $1,000 would 
be sufficient to provide a small room, and also equip it with 
the necessary tools, benches, etc.; this room was to be in the 
basement. On further consideration we decided that as the 
basement was low and dark this room would not answer, and 
asked for the larger sum, but the committee of thirty—against 
our judgment—recommended $1,000, which was appropriated. 
The building was erected at a total cost of $1,226.50 including 
the architect’s fees, and the equipment cost $460.92. Plans for 
enlarging the building have been prepared, and proposals for 
doing the work have been received. The cost is estimated 
at $1,600. It is proposed, if our estimates are granted by the 
town, to do this work during the Easter vacation. This will 
not remedy the defects in the main building, however; in 
our judgment a new building must soon be provided. 


John D. Runkle School. 


_ At the town meeting held February 5, 1900, the Committee 
was authorized to procure plans for a new grammar school- 
house to be erected on the lot on Druce street adjoining the 
present primary school-house. 

Messrs. Peabody & Stearns have been invited to prepare 
these plans, which will be reported, with estimates of cost, to 
the town ata future meeting. 


Thomas Parsons School. 


The kindergarten attached to this school is held in a room 
in the Union Building on Walnut street, for which we pay a 
rental of $200. The room is used for other purposes, in the 
afternoon and evening, and the accommodations are not what 
they should be. The Committee on Buildings has been in-

structed to procure other quarters for the school, if suitable 
rooms can be had in the neighborhood. We are of opinion 
that the Parsons School-house could be greatly improved, both 
in appearance and convenience, by adding a story to the rear 
portion of the building, which would provide a room for the 
kindergarten, and another school-room which will probably 
be needed very soon. Many three-story apartment houses are 
building in this neighborhood, and there is danger that the 
light and air may be cut off from the school-rooms unless more 
land is secured in the rear. At the February meeting, it was 
voted to recommend to the board of Park Commissioners the 
purchase of all.the unoccupied land between the school lot and 
Pond avenue, amounting to about 13,860 feet, for the double 
purpose of preventing injury to the school-house, and provid- 
ing a much-needed playground for the small children in this 
densely populated neighborhood. 


The Schools. 

With the closing of the schools in June next will come to 
an end the term of service of Mr. Dutton, our superintendent. 
For ten years Mr. Dutton has served the town faithfully, and 
in this report the School Committee wishes to express to him 
its full appreciation of his services and its cordial good wishes 
for his success in the field to which he is going. 

In following Mr. Dutton’s lead the Committee has endeavy- 
ored to be both progressive and conservative. It has not hesi- 
tated to adopt new methods, and yet it believes that in the 
main it has adopted only such methods as are approved by 
the leading educators of the country. 

Kindergartens are no longer an experiment. Our system 
of manual training has demonstrated its usefulness both from 
an educational and a practical standpoint. Some substitute 
must be found for the handwork which American boys used 
to get on the farm and in the shop. It is the settled policy of 
the Committee to develop and extend the manual training 
system. ‘The modern correlation of studies gives to pupils a 
broader outlook and a deeper insight into their work. Children 
are led into closer touch and sympathy with nature. The 
home and the school are brought into cooperation. ‘The 
social aspect of education is emphasized. School work is made 
cheerful and interesting, and the activity inherent in child-life 
_ is directed and never suppressed. 
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The Committee fully recognizes that there is a certain 
amount of knowledge which it is the business of the schools to 
impart, and that they should render pupils proficient in the 
common arts of reading, writing, arithmetic and kindred 
branches of study. This is essential in any school system, 
and the lack of thoroughness here is inexcusable. Of para- 
mount importance, however, is the influence of the schools in 
the formation of character based on good habits, and in the 
development of power of mind and will. The cultivation and 
elevation of the taste should not be neglected. 

Special attention is now given to physical training and 
bodily health. Light, sunny, airy school-rooms are provided. 
Over-crowding is generally avoided. While the Committee 
admits children residing outside of Brookline, no such child is 
admitted to a room already full, nor allowed to remain in a 
crowded room, and such children are never taken into account 
in determining the necessity for new buildings or for the 
enlargement of old ones. 

It is the policy of the Committee to grant to teachers fair 
salaries, and as far as possible to recognize long and efficient 
service. The salaries should be such as to command the best 
talent, for after all it is the teacher who makes a good or a bad 
school. During the past year the Committee has appointed 
one male grammar school principal, and contemplates an 
increase in the number of male teachers at the High School. 

It is the determination of the Committee to make the college 
preparatory course at the High School as good as any private 
fitting school. To this-end the course of study has been nar- 
rowed and intensified. No effort, however, will be spared to 
make broad, useful and practical the course for pupils not 
going to college. To such pupils especially we propose to 
offer better facilities for manual training. 


The Education Society. 


The Education Society continues to exert a most beneficial 
influence,upon the work of the schools by placing the teachers 
and parents on a more common footing, and also exerts all the 
time an influence on public opinion, helping to guide it in the 
right channels and mould it in accordance with progressive 
ideals. 

Such a society is especially needed to keep parents informed 
of the rapid changes made in the methods of school work, and 
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of the underlying reasons therefor. Since its formation more 
is known by parents about the schools and more interest is 
taken in them. The teachers themselves have been led to do 
better work, both because their interest has been stimulated 
and because they feel that their efforts are more appreciated. 

Another reason for the success of the Education Society has 
been its aim to work along impersonal and general lines, not 
seeking to accomplish reforms within the schools themselves, 
and impatient if they were not brought about, but satisfied to 
discuss and interpret the broader problems of education in as 
direct and clear a manner as possible. Such amethod of work 
as this has tended to disarm hostility in all directions, and 
made it possible for the school authorities to codperate 
with it. 

The Society suffers a great loss in the retirement of Mr. : 
Dutton, its founder, who first recognized the place in the com- 
munity for such a society, and to whose forethought and sug- 
gestiveness much of its success is due. 


The School Room in the Public Library. 


A plan for bringing library and schools into more helpful 
cooperation was inaugurated last fall by the fitting up at the 
library of a commodious and attractive room for reference use 
by school children. An attendant is in charge for the especial 
purpose of guiding and assisting the pupils who are constantly 
referred to the room to look up information connected with 
topics of study. 

Besides reference works, of which there is an ample supply, 
the room contains nearly a thousand entertaining and inter- 
esting books, chosen because of their more or less direct bearing 
upon subjects studied in school. These books may be handled 
freely by the children and read on the premises. They are 
also sent to the schools in small collections, on the principle 
of the traveling library, for use in the class-room or to be 
loaned to pupils to read at home. 

The room is also available for use by teachers who wish to 
take classes to the library for special study. Upon request 
the teacher finds set aside for inspection all the material owned 
by the library illustrating the subject. By examination of 
such a collection, useful information is acquired; by com- 
parison of different works the habit of discrimination is 
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trained ; and above all, from seeing such an exhibit the pupil 
gains an idea of the resources and proper use of a library. 

The children are also taught in a systematic way how to use 
a library, and for this purpose each class in the eighth and 
ninth grammar grades is taken to the library once a year to 
receive definite instruction about books as sources of informa- 
tion and the most economical methods of getting from them 
the information desired, particularly as regards general and 
special cyclopedias, indexes, hand-books, etc. 

The working of the plan is described in detail in the report 
of the Trustees of the Public Library. 

The School Committee joins with the Trustees of the Public 
Library in asking the town for a special appropriation of 
$2,000 to the latter, for the maintenance of this school-room. 


Vacation Schools. 


In the spring of 1899, Dr. Channing, Dr. Horr and Mr. 
Walker were appointed a committee to investigate the subject 
of vacation schools, with a view to determining whether or not 
it was desirable to establish one in Brookline. This committee 
gave some time to the investigation of the subject, and pre- 
sented a formal report during the past winter. 

The object of vacation schools has been stated to be “to 
stimulate and cultivate the child’s interest for play ; to develop 
his physique; to develop control of the nerves, and to build 
character.’ In the opinion of the committee these objects can 
best be accomplished out of doors. 

The matter having first been considered in its general 
aspects, the question then arose, Was there any need in the 
town of a vacation school? The committee say the following 
in their report :— 


‘* We are practically, to be sure, a small city, but we are near large 
fields and country roads, and it would seem that the rural features of 
summer life which are lacking in the big cities are near at hand and 
accessible for the children with us. It must be remembered, however, 
that there are large tenement districts crowded with children who have 
little opportunity to avail themselves of the country which is ‘so near 
and yet so far,’ to them. . . . There are many children on the streets 
during the summer months, with little chance for healthy play or for 
occupying themselves, and if they leave their homes and wander country- 
wards, they are liable to be driven back by the police. No one is to 
blame for this. The parents cannot be entertaining the children all of

the time, and the residences of the townspeople must be guarded by the 
public authorities, and the best is done under the circumstances that is 
possible. 

‘* The exact number of these children the committee do not at present 
know, but they believe that it is considerable and they further believe 
that vacation schools, or more properly, playgrounds, would provide a 
remedy for the idle and disorderly tendencies of the children who are 
tempted to yield to these tendencies, not because they are bad, but 
because there is nothing to do to keep them busy.. . . There is, appar- 
ently, a field for playgrounds, and we therefore tentatively make the 
following suggestions: That in the summer of 1900 two playgrounds be 
organized, one to be on the Brookline-avenue playground to which the 
children between the ages of six and fourteen from the Pearl street district 
may be easily sent, and the other, perhaps, on the town lot near the Bath 
House, to take the children from the Sewall street and Boylston street 
districts. These playgrounds to be kept open four or five weeks or 
longer, if advisable, beginning, perhaps, about the middle of July. At 
the Brookline-avenue playground it may be possible to make use of the 
gymnastic apparatus which is already there, and perhaps for the other 
one a little may be borrowed. For the games what is necessary can be 
bought for a very small sum. Sand can be furnished for a very little 
also. If possible it would'be desirable to have on each of the play- 
grounds one good-sized tent, to use, perhaps, for some of the nature 
study and kindergarten games. Subjects to be taught should be games, 
physical training and nature study. 

‘‘ It is probable that arrangements could be made for the children at 
both playgrounds to have bathing and swimming instruction at the Bath 
House, which would certainly add very much to the attractiveness of the 
playgrounds to the children. . . . It would seem advisable for the town 
to appropriate a small sum the first year and make it go as far as is pos- 
sible, and if it could be made a means of getting subscriptions from pri- 
vate individuals to widen the work a little, it might be an excellent plan 
to do so. For instance, it can easily be arranged for the children to take 
two or more excursions, either on the steam or electric cars. In the 
steam cars they could be taken up for a portion of the day to the River- 
side Recreation Grounds and brought back for a small expense, and while 
the town might not feel justified in paying for such an excursion, it would 
be a very proper thing for private individuals to do so, and certainly that 
would add very much to the popularity and pleasure of the undertaking. 
The principal expenditures would be for the salaries of good teachers, 
apparatus and such material as might be necessary, and this would be, 
considering the amount of good that would be done, very trifling. It is 
hard to give an estimate of the cost. In the New York schools, in 1898, 
it was in the vacation schools ten cents per day, and for the playgrounds 
between one and two cents per child aday. In Chicagothe average cost 
for the children per day, including the excursions, was ten and 4-100 
cents. In Cambridge the cost the present year, for the whole period of 
five weeks, will be less than five dollars a child. Weare not prepared to 
give an estimate of the per capita cost in our own case, but it probably 
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might fall between two and three dollars. It would be possible to make 
it considerably less, but if everything is to be done well and thoroughly, 
so that the children may be kept occupied and good discipline maintained, 
and the right kind of facilities made use of, the expense will naturally 
be a little more, especially the first year, when what is spent for appa- 
ratus will depend on the amount of money available. We would recom- . 
mend tentatively an appropriation of five hundred dollars, of which as 
much can be used as may be necessary.” 

The report of the special committee, from which these 
extracts have been taken, was accepted, and it was voted that 
the town should be asked to appropriate five hundred dollars 
to establish and maintain a vacation school. 


Physical Training. 

We feel that physical training has made, on the whole, 
some progress in the right direction in the schools, during the 
past year. This is especially true of the High School, where a 
considerable amount of new apparatus has been placed in 
both the girls’ and boys’ gymnasiums, the latter having 
previously had almost nothing in it. This has made it pos- 
sible not only to give both the girls and boys a much greater 
variety of exercises than before, but also to work a much larger 
number together, which is very important for class purposes. 
There are now two booms in each gymnasium, as well as stall 
bars, which are enough for a considerable number to use at the 
same time; and in the boys’ gymnasium wands, dumb-bells, 
a German horse and parallel bars have been added. 

While the principles underlying the Swedish system are 
undoubtedly the best, it has been thought desirable, by the 
addition of a little extra apparatus, to stimulate a greater 
degree of interest on the part of the boys than would be pos- 
sible by the employment of Swedish exercises alone. A 
competent instructor for the boys has been appointed, who, 
with the means now available, has been able to do satisfactory 
work. It may be said for the first time that something has 
been accomplished in the way of indoor gymnastic work for 
the boys in the High School, and this means a great deal, as 
filling in a gap that has heretofore existed in the general plan 
of physical training. 

The girls have worked with interest under the direction of 
Miss Jacobus, and have shown an earnest spirit in carrying 
out their work. With better facilities better results have 
been attained. 
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A serious effort has been made by the principal of the High 
School to give physical training its proper place in the curric- 
ulum and not to slight or ignore it, as is too often the case in 
school education. This will deepen the interest and lead to a 
more adequate consideration of the subject, and will help in 
placing it on a firmer foundation. 

Of the schools below the High School, the gymnastics and 
games have been taught with varying degrees of success. For 
the younger children, games and plays meet a long-felt want, 
and if not carried too far are of the greatest value. It is 
not so necessary that these should be given under skilled 
direction after they have got a little start. Gymnastics, how- 
ever, depend for their interest and educational value very 
largely upon the knowledge and efficiency of the teacher who 
has charge of them. Unless she herself knows and cares for 
what they can accomplish, they cannot be of great service. 

It now seems desirable that physical training should be- 
given the place it deserves in our school course, and a system 
covering the entire school life of the child be developed. 
This can best be done when we have a special department, 
with a director and assistant who can give instruction to the 
teachers both in the theory and practice, and supervise the 
work done by the pupils.

Penny Savings. 


The system of stamp savings established in the schools on 
March 1, 1899, although still in an experimental stage, is 
believed to be working satisfactorily. During the year 
$3,134.60 in stamps have been given out, and of these $1,867.90 
have been redeemed. A large proportion of pupils who take 
out stamp cards open accounts at the Savings Bank, to which 
their savings are from time to time transferred. Children 
like the stamps, and the habit of saving is formed. 
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The cost of the new system for the eleven months ending 
January 31, 1900, has been as follows: —-

The expense of the new system for the first year is, of course, 
unsatisfactory as showing the ordinary expense of maintaining 
the system. After the first year the expense will consist in 
the salary of the collector and a small amount for printing 
stamps, cards, etc., which latter amount is somewhat offset by 
interest on deposits. This expense, of course, can only be 
justified by the educational value of the system. 

The most serious objection to the system arises from the 
danger that children will lose the cards to which the stamps 
are attached. Lost cards cannot be replaced, as such action 
would open the door for fraud. Experience alone will reveal 
the seriousness of this objection. Other places have found 
very little trouble from this source. 


Finances. 


The Committee submits herewith analytical tables showing 
the expense of the schools. It will be seen from these that 
the cost per pupil, based on the average membership, has 
decreased in the High School and in Manual Training and 
Domestic Arts, while there has been an increase in other 
departments, noticeably in kindergartens. This is due to a 
certain extent to the opening of the parochial school last Sep- 
tember, which took about 250 children who would otherwise 
have gone to the public schools. Those children are princi- 
pally from the primary and kindergarten grades. Our gram- 
mar and primary schools, therefore, do not show their normal 
increase in average membership, and there is in the kinder- 
gartens a positive decrease.

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COST FOR THE YEAR. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 





Frspruary 1, 1900. 
To the School Committee of Brookline : — 

I hereby present my tenth annual report of the schools of 
the town. 

During the past autumn the prevalence of diphtheria and 
the enforcement of the rigid requirements of the Board of 
Health interfered considerably with the attendance in certain 
schools. The opening of a parochial school has withdrawn a 
number of pupils from the primary and intermediate grades. 
Thus, the average attendance has been somewhat reduced as 
well as the aggregate number of pupils registered. It has not 
been deemed wise to reduce the number of teachers, so that 
the average number of pupils per teacher and the cost per 
pupil may appear to have increased somewhat. The mildness 
of the winter season has favored good attendance, and excel- 
lent health has prevailed both among teachers and pupils. 
Earnest and efficient work has been done in all grades. The 
many problems that are constant factors in the development 
and growth of the school system have received attention, and 
such defects as have appeared have been treated vigorously. 
It may be said with confidence that progress has been attained 
in securing a.better balance between that breadth which is 
essential to all development and such careful and painstaking 
drill as is needed to give a substantial foundation for work in 
higher grades. 

School Accommodations. 

The opening of the new Edward Devotion Grammar School 
gave much needed relief to that section of the town. Separate 
rooms for each grade were opened, except in the case of the 
two lowest, and beginning January first these grades were also 
separated. 

It was found possible to transfer quite a number of pupils 
from the Pierce and the Lawrence Schools to this building, 
giving relief to those schools without overcrowding the new 
building. 
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It should be said that this edifice, both in its design and in 
its arrangement for the various purposes of the school, is in 
many ways a model. All the rooms are pleasant. and the 
Space is well utilized. The room devoted to Domestic Science 
with its equipment is especially worthy of mention. The build- 
ing will be still more attractive when the walls have been 
tinted. The ladies having in charge the placing of works of 
art in the building have shown commendable taste and both 
the buildings of this group will bear inspection. 

The building erected for manual training in the yard of the 
Heath Street School has proven to be all that could be desired. 

The new Pierce School approaches completion and gives 
evidence of being in every way a dignified and attractive struc- 
ture. It will be possible with the opening of this building to 
provide for all the educational needs of the large village com- 
munity in amanner that has not been possible hitherto. Quite 
a large sum will be needed to properly equip and furnish the 
building and it is hoped that its interior finish and art decora- 
tion may be made equal to those of any school-house in New 
England. The unconscious influence of noble and artistic sur- 
roundings upon young children cannot be overestimated, and 
nothing is more significant of the progress of the age than that 
thought is given, not merely to making a building thoroughly 
hygienic-and healthful, but also to those features which minis- 
ter to environment and make the school-house in its appoint- 
ments and furnishings conduce to fine feeling and social and 
civic pride. It will be possible in this building, more than 
in any other grammar school in this vicinity, to make a syn- 
thesis of educative forces, physical, industrial, esthetic and 
intellectual, which will give to the school a distinctive 
character as well as an intrinsic worth. 

It may be found desirable to establish boundary lines between 
the Pierce district and the district which includes the Cabot 
and the Lawrence Schools. For several years no rule has 
governed the assignment of pupils, except the convenience of 
the parents and the desire to prevent overcrowding. 


Grading and Promotions. 
Early in the year various methods of grading and promot- 
ing pupils in different towns and cities were considered and, 
while it was deemed best to pursue a conservative policy and 
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not make such radical changes as might lead to confusion and 
necessitate a revision, it was still thought wise to adopt the 
plan of dividing each class into two divisions as soon after the 
opening of the term as the classification could be intelligently 
and justly made. It can readily be seen that several advan- 
tages are gained by this method. The stronger pupils, being 
grouped together, are able to advance more rapidly, while the 
slower and less capable are permitted to do somewhat less. 
The step from one division to another is shortened so that it is 
easier to make those occasional promotions which permit the 
abler pupils to go on from class to class more rapidly. It be- 
comes possible, also, to secure study periods in the school so 
that pupils can acquire the habit of independent work and are 
not obliged to do all their studying out of school hours. In — 
short, the system is made more flexible and gives a better op- 
portunity to pupils who are talented and studious to make 
their way onward toward the college. 

While there has been general friendliness and cooperation 
on the part of parents in the carrying out of plans for school 
improvement, it must be added that in many homes grave 
mistakes are made which thwart the best that the school can 
do and prevent rugged and healthy scholarship. The ambi- 
tions of parents lead them far astray in permitting their chil- 
dren to engage too early in social diversions involving late 
hours and irregular habits, and also in allowing them to engage 
in extra duties outside of the school when their powers are 
already taxed to the utmost. As long as college require- 
ments are very exacting and parents are ready to estimate the 
efficiency of our schools more by the results of college exami- 
nations than upon the basis of broad and hygienic treatment, 
it can hardly be expected that the school life of the child shall 
be free from exaction and pressure. The only palliative of 
this condition is scrupulous care that the home life shall secure 
regular hours, plenty of sleep, proper food, and quiet and 
hygienic conditions for home study. The Education Society 
has for several years addressed itself to these problems, but 
only a portion of the community has been reached. It has 
been the yearly experience of principals and teachers that 
pupils fail, not so much because demands are exorbitant, but 
on account of the fact that the school has to compete with 
too many outside interests. 
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Course of Study. 

An outline of the course of study now pursued in the schools 
was prepared in the early summer. The course-of-study com- 
mittee, at the request of the board, spent considerable time 
in the autumn examining this outline. With some slight 
changes it received their approval, and a large number of 
copies have been printed for distribution. By referring to 
this sheet it is possible for any parent or citizen to know upon 
what general lines the schools are conducted. It is possible, 
also, by comparing the course of study with the time schedule 
prepared for the guidance of teachers to see what proportion 
of the school hours are devoted to the several subjects. Any 
who have thought that unusual or improper attention is given 
to the so-called “ ornamental” subjects — music, drawing and 
nature-study — will see that this is not the case ; that the older 
and so-called “ essential’ studies still command the lion’s share 
of the school life. It is believed that a large majority of the 
parents are satisfied with the course of study. Many who are 
doubtful are still intelligent enough to know that it is impos- 
sible for the average person not engaged in school work to 
understand all the principles underlying the process of educa- 
tion. They are content to trust the schools and those who 
direct them. There are still others, and often they are those 
least competent, who are ready to pass judgment upon every 
item of educational practice. Taking as a standard their own 
experience, possibly of many years ago, they judge the present 
by the past, a method which is always illogical, and which is 
most dangerous, in view of the vast changes that have taken 
place in everything which affects our social and intellectual 
life. It may be said, in general, that our schools, in their 
organization and the studies pursued, are simply in line with 
the laws of the commonwealth governing education, and in 
the ideals which have shaped and guided teaching they are in 
agreement with the best educational authorities in this and 
other lands. 
Physical Training. 

This phase of education is yet in its infancy. It occupies 
but a small corner of the curriculum and is yet regarded as 
something extraneous which might possibly be omitted. As 
the years go on, it can be seen that physical training, like 
manual training, is essential for the proper rearing of boys and

girls in city communities where the opportunities for exercise 
and for useful work are greatly restricted. If we are not to 
become a decadent race we must increase and diversify those 
means which insure sound bodies and a ready use of the motor 
powers. The entire school life and home life should be strongly 
tinctured with systematic muscular exercise and with manual 
and domestic work. The physiological ground for this is in- 
disputable and the social claims are equally strong. <A good. 
beginning has been made here in physical training. Games 
for the younger children and Swedish and various rythmic 
exercises for the grammar schools are well established. The 
engagement of a competént man to instruct the boys of the 
High School is an addition to the scheme. The town is for- 
tunate in having as a member of the School Committee one 
who is an authority on this subject and who is glad to devote 
much time and attention to it. 

Manual training and domestic arts are well rooted in the 
system and seem to meet general approval. The purpose 
already announced of asking the town to make a liberal ap- 
propriation for a new manual training building for high 
school purposes is simply the logical development of a plan 
already sanctioned by the citizens. 


The Training Class. 

The organization and plan of the Training Class has been 
made better each year. The class has averaged twenty- 
five in number, several of whom have attended for a half 
year only. Four hours per week have been spent upon the 
theory of education, and during every school day the mem- 
bers have observed and assisted in the schools to which they 
were assigned. The time and attention required by the Super- 
intendent in directing and caring for the class would seem to 
be more than justified in the assistance which the young ladies 
render in the schools. 

The High School. 

The hope long indulged by the citizens of the town that a 
secondary school truly worthy in aim and great in accomplish- 
ment might grow up here is certain to be realized if proper 
support and confidence are continued. Now that the school has 
safely passed the transition stage from a small institution only 
slightly differentiated to a large one with its several. depart- 
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ments, well organized and equipped, it is possible to aim at a 
higher perfection in discipline, in coordination and thorough- 
going results. As a public school, it must not be permitted to 
narrow its aim to the preparation of a few for college; neither 
will it do to emphasize unduly the claims of vocational training, 
industrial or commercial. All these needs may be duly recog- 
nized, but the public high school best performs its legitimate 
function when it stands for accurate scholarship, broad culture 
and elevated tastes and interests. Such specialization in the 
interest of individual needs as is permitted must be subordi- 
nate to these higher aims. ‘There must be no arrested develop- 
ment or wasted aptitudes because of a narrow, money-seeking 
curriculum. There is no necessary conflict between culture 
and utility. Every study may be pursued with such a broad 
enthusiasm as to cultivate the mind and, at the same time, to 
give practical power. 

During the past two years the High School has advanced 
steadily ; the pupils are more regular, faithful and studious; 
the teachers are more experienced and efficient. The superior 
work now being done in this school, day by day, is a sufficient 
answer to any doubts or queries that may have arisen. 

Mr. D.S. Sanford, the Principal, reports as follows : — 


The year at the High School has been one of earnest effort toward the 
attainment of certain well-considered ends. These are: lst, Sound 
health and a progressive physical development. 2d, Concentration and 
the power of application. 38d, Accuratescholarship. 4th, Self-reliance 
and uncompromising honesty. For the attainment of the first and sec- 
ond, the school work has been laid out with the utmost care, and home 
preparation has been thoroughly organized in such a way that parents 
can coOperate in the establishment of methodical habits of study, which 
are of prime importance, viewed from the standpoint of either rational, 
physical, intellectual, or moral development. The few complaints of 
overwork have received immediate attention, and the conditions have 
been so varied as at once to relieve the strain. Furthermore, the school 
furnishes this year very exceptional advantages for both boys and girls 
in physical training. 

Capacity for sustained effort must come, if it comes at all, as a result 
of judicious guidance. All subjects are interesting, if properly pre- 
sented. The educational processes must be kept simple. They must be 
exact and exacting, and, at the same time, stimulating and suggestive 
The boy must learn through self-activity the joy of definite accomplish- 
ment, and find in this an adequate motive for study. 

To secure scholarship, the chief emphasis has been put upon essentials. 
There has been unremitting drill upon the elements of all the. subjects 
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taught, that the pupil may feel sure of himself and advance with confi- 
dence to the attack of more difficult problems. To be more specific, in 
the mother tongue, which is the preferred subject, no efforts are spared 
to eradicate technical errors, and to teach the pupil early in his high- 
school course to speak and write correctly and forcibly. The responsi- 
bility for this is shared alike by all the teachers. The responsibility for 
this is shared alike by all the teachers. In the ancient languages, a ready 
and exact knowledge of forms and syntax is, it goes without saying, the 
only sure foundation on which to build, And this is found to be quite 
compatible with a reasonable amount of rapid sight reading, which 
is the final test of power. Likewise, in mathematics, the ability to apply 
principles and work original problems depends necessarily upon thorough 
familiarity with those principles. 

Other more speeific means for the attainment of the same end area 
more flexible program whereby the pupils pursuing the same course may 
be regraded according to their ability; smaller subdivisions for recita- 
tion purposes, and the plan of giving more recitations to the weaker 
pupils. There has been a pronounced gain during the past half- 
year in this adaptation of methods and degree of attention to the 
specific needs of particular scholars. In other words, the school 
is at present giving more individual attention to its pupils than ever 
before. All the teachers have afternoon consultation hours, which are 
devoted to giving assistance to their scholars, hearing omitted recita- 
tions, or to conferences with parents. There is, therefore, no reason 
whatever why any boy or girl of fair health and average ability should 
fall behind, or any excuse for the failure of parents, through ignorance 
of what-is required, to coOperate with the teachers. 

Finally, it is scarcely necessary to add that the outcome of such effort, 
if successful, is in the highest degree ethical. Make a boy sure of him- 
self, inspire him with confidence in his own ability, and he becomes not 
merely a self-reliant but an honest worker. Far better than preaching 
or abstract moral instruction is the potent influence of a well-organized 
school regimen. This, then, is the supreme end for which the teachers 
are working: greater honesty in rendering excuses, in the preparation 
of lessons, in fact in meeting all obligations. 


A Brief Review. 

As my term of service with you will terminate at the close 
of the school year in June, it may not be considered inappro- 
priate to refer to some things that have transpired during the 
past ten years. 

In the first place, a genuine educational reform has been in 
progress throughout the country. New England, always con- . 
servative in such matters, has felt its influence, although to no 
such extent as has been the case in the West. This enlarged 
view of the true function of public schools has shown itself in 
larger appropriations, in a higher development of professiona] 
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training for teachers, the establishing of chairs of education in 
many universities and colleges, higher aims and broader pro- 
grams providing for physical, esthetic and industrial educa- 
tion, and a quickened interest on the part of people generally. 

Coincident with this revival, has been a movement for social 
reform no less significant and promising, and not far removed 
in its influence from: what the schools are attempting to do. 
Free kindergartens, college settlements, provision for public 
health and hygiene, improved tenement houses, the exclusion 
of children from mills and shops, shorter hours for working 
people, with public support of culture forces, as libraries, 
museums, music, lectures, etc.,—these things have all supple- 
mented and supported the school. Church and state have, to 
a good degree, worked together, for voices from many a pulpit 
have urged the gospel of a better life expressed in the activi- 
ties of education and social reform, while not overlooking the 
value of sound belief and high aspiration. 

Our local work has been a part of, and somewhat dependent 
upon, the educational policy of the commonwealth.. This 
policy, while not aggressive, has yet been generous and pro- 
gressive. New Normal Schools, well equipped, have been 
established, better laws controlling attendance and authorizing 
a broad curriculum have been passed. The policy of the state, as 
stated by the Secretary of the Board of Education in his recent 
report, is summarized as follows: First, the extension to the 
entire state of the policy of employing skilled superintendents 
of schools; second, the appointment of one or more state 
attendance officers to promote the execution of the policy 
attendance law; third, a more liberal and effective provision 
for the execution of the law providing for state examinations 
and certification of teachers; fourth, a certain equalization 
of school privileges. Certainly, these ends are worthy, and if 
successfully pursued will inure to the benefit of every town 
and city. 

Now a truthful summary of the results of work in Brook- 
line in recent years must take into account all the factors 
-mentioned, the time, the surroundings, and the public spirit and 
intelligence of the town. In these days of the telephone and 
the electric car, we are in close touch with our neighbors, and 
are, to a good degree, dependent upon them. That we have 
superior teachers is partly because they have become such in 
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other towns. That our own citizens have placed confidence in 
the schools is often because many other people in various 
places, near and distant, have been capable of discovering their 
good qualities and have cheerfully made them known. 

Speaking more specifically, the educational history of the 
town for the past ten years has been unique in several ways. 
There has been no enslaving of the workers, nothing to re- 
strain individuality and inventiveness. School Committee, 
Superintendent and teachers have worked freely without dis- 
trusting one another. The former chairman of the board, who 
held the position so long and who has done so much for the 
schools, showed his confidence and expressed it over and over 
again to the teachers. Other members did the same. Noth- 
ing could have been more helpful. 

Radical and much-needed changes were made respecting the 
course of study, discipline, standards, and methods. Nature- , 
Study, History, and Literature were introduced, the Kinder- 
garten was extended to all sections of the town, Manual 
Training and Domestic Arts were developed and made more 
educational. New buildings have been erected with modern 
appliances for comfort and sanitation, and the old ones have 
been enlarged andimproved. Largely through the efforts of 
the ladies of the Committee the standard of cleanliness was 
raised so that the school-houses are now always swept and 
garnished and ready for guests. And guests have come with- 
out number. Not only parents, but many strangers have 
flocked thither. At first so many visitors seemed objection- 
able, but in the main I doubt if they have proved to be so. 

While the schools were growing, carefully selected teachers 
were placed in the new classes or in vacant positions until the 
corps has become exceptionally strong. Teachers’ meetings of 
various kinds have been held in-which the issues of teaching 
and school management have been treated. Nearly every 
school-house has been beautified more or less by works of art, 
generously donated by citizens. 

The Education Society, without interfering in the slightest 
degree, has given an elevated tone to educational discussion 
that has been felt far and wide. The various committees 
have brought to the active support of the schools many 
citizens who otherwise would have been unable to codperate. 
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But these, and many other things that might be mentioned 
belonging to the organization and conduct of the schools, such 
as enlarged facilities, improved methods and generous public 
spirit, do not comprise all the influences that make the schools 
what they are. 

As a final word, I want to call attention to a most dis- 
tinctive characteristic which is too central and intrinsic 
to be overlooked or neglected in years to come. It is not 
progress in means and methods alone, but progress in ideals, 
that has been the dominant aim. Given a right motive and a 
consciousness of the true purpose of education, there is always 
among right-minded people inspiration in working and striving. 
Unlike many other communities here and abroad, the avowed 
aim has not been the acquisition of knowledge, but the 
development of power and the building of character. To 
make life worth living by means of right nurture, rich ex- 
periences, broad interests and earnest study has been the 
uppermost desire. While knowledge has not been the end, it 
has been made a powerful means and it cannot safely be made 
more. For a doctor or a lawyer to know books is good, but to 
know how to use books is a still higher accomplishment. Better 
than either is a healthy body anda sound mind so trained 
that it can adapt means to end under any circumstances what- 
ever. The difference between a knowledge standard and a 
moral or social standard is very great. It is expressed in the 
attitude of teachers toward their work, in the hopefulness and 
happiness of pupils and in the contentment and comfort of 
parents, as far as they understand what it sought. If the 
Bible is true, and if the canons of the great philosophers and 
teachers of the past are trustworthy, the purpose to moralize 
and socialize the child, consistently carried out, must make 
better men and women. ‘This higher ideal has been held con- 
sistently before the minds of all. Every report, every address 
to teachers, every suggestion and every requirement, has kept 
itin mind. If success has been only partial, it is no fault of 
the aim, but rather because of the incompleteness of its adop- 
tion and application. I earnestly hope that in the future there 
may be no turning aside, no failure to stand for the highest 
and the best. The town cannot be a model to other towns 
unless it seeks the highest, and the highest in education can 
only be measured by the lives of those who pass through the 
schools. 
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It has been a pleasure to labor where the opportunity was 
great and where there was so much of appreciation. Princi- 
pals, supervisors and teachers have earned my lasting esteem 
by their faithful and untiring efforts.

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Report of the Director of Music. 

Music in the public schools may be considered from two points of 
view,—as a process for teaching sight singing or as a means of bringing 
a beautiful form of art within the reach of the masses. These two 
views are not wholly opposed to each other; indeed, those who labor to 
teach sight singing would doubtless claim that they are also bringing 
music to the masses, but the validity of their claim would depend wholly 

upon the answer to this question, Does sight singing lead to music or 

does it not? If, as we fear, many a lesson begins and ends with the . 
mere technicalities or dry bones of music, then the question must be 
answered in the negative, and the claim is invalid; but if the sight 
singing processes are soarranged that they lead speedily to music, then 
the claim is valid and the two points of view become united. 

To accomplish this somewhat difficult task has been the aim of the 
music teaching in the Brookline schools. We have also endeavored to 
measure our work by the following standard,— Wouldthe music of the 
schools be termed music by the musical profession at large? To make 
genuine music with a picked few would be an easy task, but the public 
schools are for the many, not the few, and to make music,— nay, more,— 
to teach sight singing at the same time so that practically all the pupils 
will leave the grammar schools with a consciousness of some degree of 
power musically, will not be termed an easy task by anyone. Neverthe- 
less, a sufficient degree of success has been gained to encourage us to 
further efforts, and all the children are singing. 

Among the interesting problems which must be solved is that of the 
chauging voices of the boys. ‘These are encountered in the eighth and 
ninth grades. When once the girls are taught to sing the task is done 
for a lifetime, but, with the boys, when they get their new voices they 
must again be taught to believe in their own vocal powers. Twelve 
years ago it was often necessary to excuse them from the music lesson 
altogether, with the greatdanger of losing them from music for the 
remainder of their lives. Today their voices are so managed that they 
continue singing on one part or another during the entire school period. 
In the upper grades of all the grammar schools in town four parts are 
now being successfully sustained, and the basses are gaining confidence 
at every lesson. The improvement in the singing at the High School, 
which was mentioned in the last report, is continued this year, and there 
is much interest manifested in the study of a cantata, a performance of 
which the school hopes to give before the end of the season. The 
orchestra is also doing well, and will be able, it is hoped, to creditably 
perform the accompaniment of the cantata now under study in school, 
besides doing the solo work at the usual public occasions of the High 
School, as it has been in the habit of doing in years past. It should 
always be well understood that whatever of successful work is accom- 
plished in this department is emphaticaliy the result of the hearty, 
generous and intelligent codperation of the assistant music teacher and 
regular music teachers based upon the opportunity for work which has 
been furnished by the Superintendent and School Committee.

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Report of the Director of Drawing and Art. 


Four hundred years ago Albert Diirer said, ‘‘ Would to God it were 
possible for me to see the work and art of the mighty masters to come, 
who are yet unborn, for I know that I might be improved.” We have 
sometimes imagined the surprise which Diirer and other masters would 
feel could they see the opportunities. for training in the arts which the 
child now has in his regular course of school instruction. The liberal 
democratic standards of the age wisely recognize the importance of such 
training for the well-rounded development of the child in his preparation 
for manhood and womanhood. On the other side, scientific study and 
intelligent investigation by thoughtful men and women make possible 
the establishment of those definite, fundamental principles which under- 
lie all art expression and which may furnish the basis of such training in 
our public schools. 

It is along these latter lines that the valuable discoveries are being 
made, and although the future may not produce those great masters 
which Diirer longed to see, it most certainly may develop a more intelli- 
gent art public than exists at present. 

Perhaps the most interesting event of the past year to those specially 
interested in these matters was the State exhibition of drawing in Sep- 
tember last in Boston, which brought together the best results from 
more than sixty cities. Five years ago such an exhibition would have 
been impossible, and the results would have been of a wholly different 
character. This exhibition, crude and faulty though it was in many 
directions, disclosed one fact which counts for much: it showed life and 
great possibilities for vigorous growth under the wise guidance of 
trained specialists. The work whichrepresented Brookline was emphat- 
ically indicative of this vitality. Whatnow confronts us aliis the ques- 
tion as to the best means of guiding this activity along the most impor- 
tant lines, so that each child may have at least a point of connection 
between his attainments and the larger world which he enters at the 
close of his school life. Our aim is not to produce artists — these are 
and always must be the exception — but to produce draughtsmen and 
craftsmen and to arouse an intelligent pleasure in things beautiful, by 
the simple measures of good taste. This we may rightly expect. The 
doing of handwork which requires skill, the making of the home beauti- 
ful, and the furtherance of civic and national life in terms of harmony 
and good taste are the direct results of such training, and this training 
is the due of every child. 

Towards this end our efforts are continuous and each year a step is 
gained. A liberal equipment of pictures and casts, fine examples of the 
arts and crafts, and the making of every school-room an example of good 
taste are very definite means to this end. Most of the schools in Brook- 
line are fairly well equipped. The new Pierce School building, nearly 
completed, will offer unusual opportunity for a high standard in this 
direction. 

As to the details of our work during the past two years, we would 
specially mention the increasing codperation of the various departments 
with each other; in science, literature, history, geography and kindred 
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subjects drawing constantly lends its valued service and fixes the mental 
image by photograph, lantern-slide or pictureincolor. ‘ The thing thou 
seest is easier of belief than that thou hearest,” is as true now as it was 
four hundred years ago. 

Drawing with color, pencil clay, is no longer an amusement for idle 
hours; it is a science whose flowering is in forms of utility and beauty, 
and whose home is in the counting-house, the public park and the school 
quite as truly as in the museum or picture-gallery. 

We have this year hung upon the walls of a small room in the High 
School a permanent exhibition of children’s work, in order that teachers, 
pupils and our many visitors can see our present standard of achieve- 
ment. Such results would be impossible to obtain were there not a fine 
corps of intelligent teachers who most ably carry out the details of our 
scheme. To them we would express hearty words of appreciation, as 
also to our co-worker, Miss Chamberlain; and to the members of the 
School Committee our thanks for your continued confidence and support.

Report of the Evening Schools. 


The Evening Schools opened on the evening of October 16th, 1899. 
The school for boys has been instructed by Mr. J. H. Heftlon, Mr. 
Thomas M. Green, and, in mechanical drawing, by Mr. Minot A. Brigham. 
The total enrollment of pupils was 66 and the average attendance 30. 

The school for girls has been in charge of Mrs. Clara G. Bacon, with 
Miss Mary F. Clark as assistant. Miss Maude Young conducted the class 
in stenography and typewriting. The whole number of pupils enrolled 
was 88. Of this number some have been able to attend only two nights 
each week, so that while the average attendance has been actually 27, the 
number of students who have attended each week has been considerably 
greater than that. The number of young ladies who have taken type- 
writing and stenography is 15. The number pursuing typewriting 
only, 10. 

It should be said, concerning the school for boys, that while the attend- 
ance has not been large, the school, in respect to conduct and earnest 
work, has been all that could be desired. ‘Theschool for girls has grown 
in interest, and is seen to supply a real need in the community. 


Report of the Director of Swimming. 


It becomes once more my pleasurable duty to report the progress 
made in swimming since I assumed its charge in 1897, 

Instruction is given in classes, and pupils are entitled to a course of 
twelve lessons, on the completion of which each is expected to have 
acquired at least the rudiments of the art. 

It has been my good fortune each yearto interest the best swimmers 
in the High School, and to organize classes for the purpose of instruc- 
tion in the emergencies of swimming. 
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So far twenty-eight boys and one girl have qualified and obtained cer- 
tificates, and in a competition held last June one of the class obtained a 
special certificate issued by the Massachusetts Humane Society. 

This year I have a class of twenty-two boys whom I meet every week. 
Unfortunately the girls do not display the same enthusiasm about ad- 
vanced swimming, and for the present I am unable to organize a class. 
I think, however, another season will develop some good swimmers 
among the girls. 

The qualifications for a certificate are as follows : — 

Boys: Ability to swim one mile, using chest, side and back stroke; 
also, diving, treading water, picking up objects from the bottom, and 
swimming under water, as well as a practical knowledge of life-saving 
and the proper method of resuscitating the apparently drowned. In 
addition each pupil will be expected to swim two lengths of the bath in 
a suit of clothes and then undress in the water at the deep end; swim 
the length carrying another swimmer; also two lengths (fast stroke) ; 
required time, 45 seconds. It is not expected that all the tests shall be 
attempted at one time. 

Girls: Ability toswim 84lengths ofthe bath (14 miles) using chest, side 
and back stroke, the distance tohecoveredinaspecifiedtime. Also, diving, 
treading water, picking up objects from the bottom and swimming under 
water, aS well as a practical knowledge of life-saving and the proper 
method of resuscitating the apparently drowned. 

A written examination on methods of rescue, resuscitation of the ap- 
parently drowned, etc., complete the course. 

I find that children learn to swim most readily between the ages of ten 
and fifteen years, and that after entrance to the High School the disposi- 
tion to learn is lessened. 

It has been my wish to have every boy and girl in the High School 
who care to avail themselves of the privilege taught to swim before 
we issued tickets in the grammar grades. The pupils have responded 
readily, with the happy result that while three years ago there were over 
180 non-swimmers, now there are but 64, sixty of whom are girls. 

Tickets have also been issued to the children in the four upper grades 
in the grammar schools. The following data I obtained several weeks 
ago, andit is based upon the returns from the classes entitled to instruc- 
tion :— 

HiGuH SCHOOL. — Membership; Boys, 159; girls, 174; total, 333. Swim- 
mers: Boys, 155; girls, 144; total, 269; per cent, 81. 

PIERCE SCHOOL.— Membership : (Four upper grades.) Boys, 107; girls, 
90; total, 197. Swimmers: Boys, 60; girls, 35; total,95; per cent, 48. 


LINCOLN ScHOOL.— Membership : (Four upper grades.) Boys, 144; girls, 
137; total, 281. Swimmers: Boys, 52; girls, 20; total, 72; per cent, 26. 

LAWRENCE SCHOOL. — Membership: (Four upper grades.) Boys, 96; 
girls, 93; total, 189. Swimmers: Boys, 60; girls, 39; total, 99; per 
cent, 52. 

DEVOTION SCHOOL,— Membership; (Four upper grades.) Boys, 69; 
girls, 53; total, 122. Swimmers: Boys, 38; girls, 18;. total, 56; per 
cent, 46. 

HEATH SCHOOL.— Membership: (Four upper grades.) Boys, 39; girls, 
30; total, 69. Swimmers: Boys, 24; girls, 0; total, 24; per cent, 35. 

Total per cent of swimmers, 52. 
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Swimmings clubs have been formed for the purpose of fostering a love 
for aquatic sports, and to develop skillin swimming. Each club meets 
once a month, when by competitive tests new members are admitted, so 
by the spirit of emulation the desire to excel is constantly growing and 
eventually it will be the exception to find a child (unless physically in- 
capacitated) who is unable to swim. | 

Now that swimming instruction has passed the experimental stage 

and has become a part of the regular school curriculum, it would be 
judicious to issue a second-class certificate to those who fail to meet the 
qualifications entitling them to one of the first class. 
' I have offered a special prize to be competed for by the girls from the 
High School on the occasion of our annual exhibition, and a member of 
the School Committee has kindly consented to offer a similar prize to any 
boy in the High School who can demonstrate the greatest proficiency in 
Swimming and life saving. 

The successful candidates for certificates last year were as follows : 
Walter J. Cusick, Frank P. Phillips, Henry LeMoyne, Fred. Aechtler, J. 
Winthrop Foster, Arthur Christensen, May R. Johnson. 

Radford J. McCormick won the Massachusetts Humane Society’s 
certificate by a competitive test.

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REPORT OF THE ASSESSORS. 





The Assessors of the town of Brookline for the year 1899 
submit their report as follows : — 

At the beginning of the year the board was organized with 
R. G. F. Candage, chairman, and Harry H. Whitney, clerk. 

The districts made in 1895, for convenience of the board, 
have been maintained in 1899, with allotments of members as 
heretofore. 

The Assessors began their work of canvassing the town on 
May Ist: gave notice to the inhabitants, through the Brook- 
line Chronicle during May, and left printed slips of same at 
all dwellings and places of business in the town, requesting 
tax-payers to bring in true lists of their polls, and personal and 
real property. ) 

The canvass of the town to ascertain names of all poll tax- 
payers, and examination and valuation of real estate, began 
May ist and was completed in June. 

The probate records of several counties, registry of deeds of 
Norfolk, corporation and bank stock lists at the office of the 
Tax Commissioner at the State House, have been examined 
and noted as in former years. 

The appropriation of $800 for additional clerical assistance, 
which is required by the necessities of the board; the salary 
of the clerk, $1500; the salary of the three principal assessors 
of $4500, and the rent and heating of assessors’ office of $650, 
until the town provides other quarters, we recommend to be 
continued. 

Total number of polls assessed 5365, a gain of 274 over the 
previous year; transfers of real estate 571, a decrease from 
last year of 58; poll tax-payers only, 3278, a loss of 9; resi- 
dent tax-payers on property, individuals, 3018, a gain of 296; 
resident estates, firms and trusts, 488, a gain of 35; non-resi- 
dent individuals, 458, a gain of 1; non-resident estates and 
trusts, 137, a gain of 11; dwelling houses, 2952, a gain of 144; 
whole number of tax bills, 7410; acres of land assessed, 
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3283.74; horses assessed, 1578, a gain of 2; cows assessed, 
379, a gain of 17; sheep 320, a gain of 195.
